J.  Edwardson  Worsley, 
F.S.A.,  Mr.  Jno  Leyland,  J. P.,  Mr.  W.  A.  Abram,  and  friends 
both  at  home  and  in  the  United  States,  besides  the  Notes  and  Articles 
written  or  compiled  by  the  Editor.  Many  of  the  contributions  are  of 
great  importance  as  hitherto  unpublished  contributions  to  the  local 
history  of  Leigh  Parish  and  the  general  history  of  the  two  great 
Counties  of  Lancaster  and  Chester.  It  is  hoped  that  even  the 
minor  contributions  will  not  derogate  from  the  value  of  the  volume, 
but  be  thought  worthy  of  preservation. 

As  to  the  future,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Editor  to  continue  the 
"Scrap  Book"  in  the  Leigh  Chronicle,  and  to  issue  Ee-prints,  as  an 
acknowledgment  of  the  kindly  aid  and  complimentary  encouragement 
he  has  received.

THE  RECTORS. 

1291.— The  Church  of  "  Lcitlio,"  one  of  2.120 
ancient  churches  named  in  honour  of  tho  Virgin 
Mary,  was  valued  in  tho  Taxatio  of  Pope  Nicholaa 
at  JtH  ;  but  tlie  lU^ctor's  name  is  ncit  given.  Thia 
valuation  ri'gulated  the  amount  of  tho  taxes  paid  to 
tlie  Kin;; and  Pope,  with  rospi'ct  to  tho  rectory,  until 
tlie  Hurvt^  of  2(i  Ilenry  Vlll.     Loigli  waa  thou  iu- 


the  Bishopric  of  Coventry  and  Lichfield,  in  the 
Archdeaconry  of  Chester,  and  in  the  Deanery  of 
Werinton  (Warrington. ) 

1315-16. — The  advowson  was  vested  in  the 
Urmston  family. 

1317. — Joh'cs  de  Urmyston,  instituted  on  the  pre- 
sentation of  D'ns  Rob.  Holland.  This  rector  died 
die  Barth'i  Ap'H  ult. 

1326. — Henry  de  Ryxton,  cler.,  presented  12  kal. 
Oct.  by  William  de  Urmyston  on  the  death  of  the 
former  rector. 

1341. — Inquisitio  Nonarum.  In  the  year  1340-1 
the  value  of  the  Church  of  "  Leegh  "  is  specified  in 
the  Nonae  Rolls,  which  give  the  result  of  an  Inqui- 
sition issued  by  Edward  III. ,  to  whom  ParHament 
had  granted  the  ninth  lamb,  the  ninth  fleece,  the 
ninth  sheaf  in  the  country,  and  in  cities,  &c.,  the 
ninth  of  all  goods  and  chatells,  in  aid  of  the  king's 
wars,  and  of  the  good  keeping  of  the  realm.  Leigh 
Church  was  taxed,  says  this  ancient  record,  to  the 
extent  of  twelve  marks  (i.e.,  ^8)  ;  and  the  parish 
itself  to  the  extent  of  IS  marks  and  Is.  {i.e.,  .£12  Is.). 
The  assessment  or  survey  was  made  by  the  Abbot 
of  Foumeys  (John  de  Cockeram),  Edmys  de  Neville, 
Eictis  de  Houghton,  and  Johes  de  Radeclyve.  Their 
return,  which  exhibits  the  comparative  value  of 
the  townships,  was  as  follows  : —

[No.  ^.]— WIG  AN  CHURCH   ORGAN. 

The  following  story  of  the  first  erection  of 
"musical  instruments  called  church  organs,"  in  the 
Parish  Church  of  Wigan,  may  not  be  unworthy  a 
place  in  the  Scrap  Book.  It  is  derived  from  a 
*'  Return  of  all  the  Causes  of  Doctrine  or  Discipline 
made  to  the  High  Court  of  Delegates  "  (House  of 
Commons  Return,  ISGS,  No.  199,  p.  G2).  The  suit 
was  promoted  in  the  Consistory  Court  of  Chester, 
and  afterwards  continued  by  appeal  in  the  Consis- 
tory Court  of  York,  and  the  High  Court  of  Dele- 
gates,

Ralph  Banks,  Gentleman,  Syndic  of  tlie  Mayor, 
Bailiffs,  and  Burgesses  of  the  Borough  of  Wigan,  in 
the  Diocese  of  Chester  ;  and  Sir  Koger  Bradsliaigli, 
Baronet ;  llalph  Winstanley  and  Win.

Commlorif  of  Vkcsla: — Tliia  anit  was  jjiomotud 
by  the  appellantu  agaiimt  the  Koclor  and  Chiirch- 
wardotiH  of  Wigan,  for  liaving  pnlhul  down  a 
gallery  in  the  rarlHli  Cliurcli,  liotwurn  tlio  navu  and 
chancel  ;  and  for  having  uruolnd  in  IIh  plauo  muHi- 
oal  inHtruniontM  called  "Church  urganu,"  wiUiuut 


tlie  licence  of  the  Ordinary,  or  the  consent  of  the 
Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  other  parishioners. 

The  2ud,  3rd,  4th,  and  5th  Articles  of  the  Pro- 
moters' libel  were,  in  effect,  as  follows  : — 

(2).  That  the  Corporation  had  from  time  im- 
memorial "  enjoyed  particular  seats  or  pews  in  the 
Parish  Church  of  Wigan,"  &c.,  which  had  been  as- 
signed to  them  "  by  way  of  distinction." 

(3).  That  "having  but  incommodious  seats  or 
places  in  the  Parish  Church  of  Wigan  aforesaid, 
and  therein  not  capable  of  kneeling  and  performing 
their  duty  in  the  time  of  Divine  Service  as  they 
should  and  ought,"  they  "did,  about  twenty  years 
since,  erect  and  build,  or  cause  to  be  erected  or 
built,  at  their  own  proper  costs  and  charges,  a 
gallery,  at  the  entrance  to  the  chancell  of  the  said 
church,"  of  which  thej'^  had,  until  shortly  before  the 
institution  of  the  suit,  exclusive  and  uninterrupted 
enjoyment ;  the  seats  pi'eviously  occupied  by  them 
being  in  the  meantime  enjoyed  by  other  parish, 
ioners, 

(4).  That  the  Rector  and  Churchwardens  had 
pulled  down  the  gallery  without  licence  from  the 
Bishop ;  and, 

(5).  That  they  refused  to  replace  it. 

The  defendants'  Proctor  having  opposed  the 
admission  of  these  articles  of  the  libel,  as  being  in- 
conclusive, iiTclevant,  and  contradictorj',  the  court 
(on  the  23rd  Februarj',  1709-10)  rejected  them. 
UiJon  this.  Banks  and  the  other  Promoters  ap- 
pealed. Consistory  of  Yoi-k. — On  bemg  called  upon 
to  answer  the  appellants'  libel,  the  Respondents' 
Proctor  contended  that  he  was  not  bound  to  do  so, 
alleging  that  it  did  not  agree  with  the  Instrument 
or  Protocol  of  Appeal,  and  he  prayed  that  the  four 
rejected  articles,  which  were  set  out  at  length  in 
the  libel  of  appeal,  but  had  only  been  referred  to 
by  their  numbers  in  the  Protocol,  might  be  struck 
out  of  the  libel.  This  was  done  accordingly  by 
order  of  the  court,  which,  subsequently  (on  the 
19th  October,  1710),  pronounced  against  the  Appeal, 
and  remitted  the  Cause,  mth  costs.  Upon  this,  the 
Promoters  appealed  again.    Ddeyatcs.  — 22ud  Feby. ; 


1710-11.  The  court,  by  an  Interlocutory  Decree, 
ordered  "  the  articles  of  the  libel  admitted  at  Ches* 
ter  to  stand  hei'e  admitted  ;  the  substance  of  the 
other  articles  of  the  libel  to  be  offered  by  way  of 
additional  articles  .  .  .  ,  to  be  debated  super 
admissione"  on  a  future  day  "  at  nine  in  the  morning 
before  the  Civilians."  Subsequently,  the  3rd  article 
was  reformed  by  pleading  the  Faculty  (meaning,  it 
would  seem,  tho.  Faculty  under  which  the  gallery 
had  been  erected),  and  was  then  admitted,  as  also 
were  some,  the  additional  articles.  After  some 
further  pleadings,  a  Oommission  of  Adjuncts  was 
brought  in  (22nd  May,  1712),  by  which  several 
Peers  and  Bishops  were  added  to  the  court.  The 
case  then  came  on  for  hearing,  and  on  the  10th 
June,  1712,  the  court  pronounced  sentence  against 
the  Appeal,  dismissed  and  absolved  the  Respon- 
dents, imposed  "  perpetual  silence"  upon  the  appel- 
lants, and  condemned  them  in  costs.  Shortly 
afterwards,  however  (21st  June,  1712),  the  court 
ordered  that  a  Faculty  for  a  seat  should  be  awarded 
to  the  ajjpellauts.

D.,  Judge  of  the  High  Court  of  Admir- 
alty ;  (John)  Bettesworth,  LL.D.  (Dean  of  tho 
Arches)  ;  and  William  Clements,  Charles  Herriott, 
and  Henry  I'enrice,  Doctors  of  Laws.

[N-o.    ^.]— FKEEMASONRY    IN    THE   18th 
CENTURY. 

In  a  small  book  now  before  us — the  short  title  of 
which  is  "  The  Pocket  Companion  and  History  of 
Free  Masons "  (London  :  Printed  for  Brother 
Thompson  in  the  Strand,  MDCCLXIV.)— is  given 
what  is  professed  to  be  "  An  exact  list  of  regular 
English  Lodges  according  to  their  seniority  and 
constitution."  The  number  of  Lodges  enumerated 
is  145,  and  those  in  Lancashire  are  : — 

No.  41. — King's  Head  at  Salford,  near  Man- 
chester, first  Monday  in  the  month. 

No.  76. — New  King's  Arms  at  Leigh,  in  Lanca- 
shire, February  22,  1731. 

No.  93. — A  private  room  in  Bolton  Lee-moors,  in 
Lancashire,  next  Wednesday  to  every  full  moon, 
Nov.  9. 

No.  104. — Red  Lion  at  Bury,  in  Lancashire,  next 
Thursday  to  everj'  full  moon,  July  26,  1731. 

No.  132. — George,  in  Tyth-Barn-street,  in  Liver- 
pool. 

Although  reference  is  made  to  the  entry  in  the 
diary  of  Elias  Ashmole,  the  founder  of  the  Ashmo- 
lean  Museum  at  Oxford,  referring  to  his  initiation 
as  a  Freemason  at  Warrington,  on  the  IGth  of 
October,  1646,  no  Warrington  Lodge  is  included  on 
the  list ;  and  a  note  in  pencil  states  that  the  list 
given  is  "very  incorrect."  Editor. 


[No.  5.]— ROGER  LOWE'S  DIARY. 
In  187(3,  copious  extracts  from  the  quaint  diary 
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of  Roger  Lowe  appeared  in  the  "Local  Gleanings" 
of  the  Manchester   Courier,   and  subsequently  the 
entire  diary  was  printed  in  the   Chronicle    "Scrap 
Book."      In  both    cases    interesting    notes    were 
added,  but  in  neither  was  there  any  reason  assigned 
for  its  abrupt  termination.    The  last  entry  is  dated 
December  30,  1678,  and  as  Eoger  Lowe  was  dead 
before  the  22nd  April,  1679,  in  aU  probability  the 
illness  of  which  he  died  came  upon  him  soon  after. 
He  died  intestate,  and  administration  of  his  estate 
was  granted  on  the  5th  May,  1679,  to  Emma  Lowe, 
his  relict.     A  note  of  this  fact,  with  a  transcript  of 
the  inventory  of  his  goods,  as  preserved  in  the  Pro. 
bate  Court  of  Chester,   and  dated  April  22,  1679, 
I  have  already  communicated  to    "  Local  Glean- 
ings."    In  the  Act  Book  at  Chester  he  is  described 
as  a  "husbandman,"  that  is  a  man  of  lower  rank  to 
a   yeoman,   not  as  we  now  understand  it,  an  agri- 
culturist.    The  inventory,  however,  shows  that  he 
was  a  trader,  as  there  is  a  very   heavy   item  for 
"goods  being   in   the   shop,"   probably  those  en- 
trusted  to  him  for  sale  by  his  former  master  at 
Warrington.    In  order  that  readers  of  the  Chronicle 
"Scrap   Book"   may   have  the   same   information 
before  them,    I  ask  the  insertion  of  the  annexed 
details.

[No.  G.]-ALL  SAINTS'  CHURCH,  HINDLEY. 

The  following  are  copies  of  documents  deposited 
in  the  chest  of  All  Saints'  Church,  Hindley,  for 
which  we  are  indebted  to  Mr.  John  Leyland,  of  the 
Grange,   Hiudley,  who  has  kindly  lent  a  manu- 
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script  book  containing  many  interesting  items 
relating  to  the  township,  several  of  which  will  be 
printed  in  the  "  Scrap  Book."  Many  of  the  docu- 
ments refer  to  the  legal  proceedings  which  ended  in 
or  arose  out  of  the  consecration  of  Hindley  Chapel 
in  1698.  The  decree  of  the  Duchy  Court,  the  Petition 
to  the  Bishop,  and  the  Deed  of  Consecration  are 
printed  in  extenso  in  Mr.  Leyland's  "  Memorials  of 
Hindley.  The  following,  and  other  documents  which 
will  be  hereafter  given,  have  not  been  published.

Document  No.  71. 

Whereas  byijDecree  of  the  right  Honorable  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Dutchy  Court  at  Westminster  It 
is  ordred  and  adjudged  that  the  minister  who  shall 
from  tyme  to  tyme  officiate  in  Hindley  Chappell 
shall  be  Elected  and  nominated  in  such  manner  as 
hath  been  hitherto  used  &  that  such  minister  shall 
be  Duly  qualified  for  the  Exercise  of  the  ministers 
ffunction  according  to  the  Laws  of  this  Kingdom 
and  that  such  minister   soe   elected   ought  to   be 
ordained  lycensed   &   qualified  according  to   Law 
&  the  Ecclesiastical  constitutions  of  this   Kingdom 
And  the  s'l  Decree  being  Solemnly  pronounced  in 
the  s'l  court  and  since  llcgistered  &  recorded  soe 
that  all  persona  are  obliged  to  take  notice  thereof 
at  their  perill.     And  whereas  tlicir  usual  way  or 
manner  of  Selection  of  a  minister  hath  been  by  the 
Ffeoffes  and  inha))itants  of  the  Chappeh-y  of   Hind- 
ley afors''.     We  therefore  the  Ffeoll'cs  or  Trustees 
for  the   sd  Chappel  and  the  Donations   tliorounto 
belonging  Doe  hcrel)y  give  notice  to  the  rest  of  the

The  Inhabitants  of  Hindley  in  ye  Parish  of  Wican 
in  ye  County  of  Lanctr  being  many  of  them  more 
then  two  miles  distant  from  ye  Parish  Church  Did 
for  their  Ordinary  Ease  of  hearing  divine  Service 
preaching  &c  in  ye  yeare  1641  Erect  a  Chappell  or 
place  of  Oratory  in  hyndley  at  ye  charg  of  Several! 
contributors  when  ye  Act  of  Uniformity  9th  Elizabeth 
Did  Injoyn  ye  Service  of  ye  Church  &  Conformity 
in  all  Parish  Churches  Chapells  &  Oratoryes  which 
said  Chapell  was  erected  by  and  with  the  allowance 
and  consent  of  the  then  Bish.  of  the  Diocese  and 
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the  donacons  made  (wherewith  the  same  is  now 
endowed)  Either  by  Conformable  men  or  in-Con- 
forniable  funds  or  both  and  yt  this  Chappell  accord- 
ing to  the  intent  of  its  Erection  &  endowment  was 
supplyed  by  conforming  orthodox  Divines  untill  tha 
times  of  Usurpation  when  it  (as  all  other  Churches 
and  Chappells)  was  possest  of  nonconformists  and

The  Vicar's  curate  was  Sir  Henry  Widclenstall 
whom  the  aggrieved  parishioners  called  "  a  boy."

of  Derby  his  I're  came  to  discharge  Sir  Horrockes  ; 
and  this  Ratcliffe  [he  was  a  tooth-drawer]  is  very 
onfit  for  his  office  being  dronke  tvvise  every  dale 
and  hath  abused  my  Curat  in  words  and  lay  in  his 
way  to  beat  him  with  a  Haselarde  [a  long  dagger] 
and  so  had  done  but  for  on  Richd  Urmston  :  but  on 
"Whytsonday  [10  June]  after  evening  prayer  he  did 
skyrmish  with  my  curat  in  the  town  before  a  great 
company  and  thereupon  iij  honest  men  came  to  Mr. 
Urmston  and  me  to  have  them  made  friends,  but 
we  would  not  deal  in  yt."  (Lancashire  Chantries, 
pp.  271-2).  On  Sunday,  30  Nov.,  loSS,  Mr.  Eaton 
was  preaching  at  New  Park,  the  Earl  of  Derby's  ; 
but  I  since  find  that  this  Mr.  Eaton  was  a  clergy- 
man of  the  same  name,  who  was  Vicar  of  Great 
Budworth,  in  Cheshire. 

1597. — One  John  Diccon,  Diccins,  or  Dickens, 
was  "  preacher  at  Leigh, "  and  was  mixed  up  in  a 
case  of  exorcism  of  devils  in  the  house  of  Nicholas 
Starkie,  of  Cleworth  Hall,  in  this  parish,  gentle- 
man. Diccon,  who  believed  that  it  was  a  genuine 
case  of  dispossession,  wrote  a  book  on  the  subject, 
which  may  hereafter  be  referred  to.

? — Gervase  Lowe.   The  date  of  his  institution 

is  not  given.  In  deeds  at  Chester  he  is  named  as 
Vicar  in  September,  1597,  and  20  April,  1609.  Mr, 
Worsley  (Hist.  Leigh  Church,  App.  page  v.)  states 
that  every  page  of  the  Parish  Registers,  from  1560 
to  1016,  is  signed  "Gervase  Lowe,  Vicar."  He 
was  not  Vicar  all  this  period,  as  is  seou  by  the 
dates  of  Eaton's  occupancy  of  the  vicarage ;  and 
the  only  explanation  tliat  can  bo  olTorod  is  tliat 
Vicar  is  not  in  theno  entries  used  in  the  toclniical 
BiniHi!,  but  in  the  broader  sense  of  deputy  = 
vicariuH. 

KJOd  circa — A  Mr.  Paliii  was  Curate  or  Lecturer, 
in  the  parisli  in  the  time  of  Vicar  IjdWii  ;  for  wliilo 
IMc.liard  Matlior  (l)(>rn  in  liowton  in  VVinwicU,  in 
l.l'.Xi),  wlio  liccaiiiu  llie  father  of  Heveral  iulhiciitial 
iMiniHlurH  of  tliat  nanio,  wa^  being  cducaled  at  Win- 
wick  ScliodI,  four  niilrHfroni  liiH  lionui,  he  bunolilnd 
materially    from    Lliin    otliorwiHo    olmouri)    Curate, 
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Mather's  biographer  has  put  the  following  on  re- 
cord : — "  It  was  a  singular  Pro%ncleuee  and  a  great 
Mercy  to  young  Mather,  for  that  whilst  he  was  yet 
in  his  Minority,  he  enjoyed  the  publick  Ministery  of 
one  Mr.  Palin,  who  was  then  Preacher  at  Leayh.  of 
whom  he  would  say  that  the  Remembrance  of  that 
!Man  was  comfortable  and  honourable  in  his 
thoughts,  even  in  his  Old  Age,  tho  his  knowledge  of 
him  was  in  his  Childhood ;  for  he  observed  then 
such  a  plain,  powerful,  and  piercing  efficacy  in  Mr. 
Palin  s  Ministry  as  was  not  to  be  found  in  the  com- 
mon sort  of  Preachers  in  those  days,  by  means 
whereof  some  illumination,  tho  not  a  thorough  Con- 
version, was  wrought  in  him."    (Page  127  of  Lives.) 

1616. — James  Gregson,  on  the  death  of  Gervase 
Lowe,  was  presented  by  Richard  Urmistone. 

1619_ — A  caveat  was  entered  by  Thomas  Howard, 
Earl  of  Hartford,  who  claimed  the  advowson  of 
Leigh  from  his  gre  it  grandfather,  Charles  Brandon, 
the  Duke  of  Suffolk. 

1620. — James  Gatle;/,  or  Gattlyffe  (so  his  signature 
appears  in  1642),  instituted  2  May  by  the  same 
Richard  Urmistone,  on  Gregson's  death.  Li  his 
time,  the  Bishop  of  Chester,  John  Bridgeman,  held 
on  Inquisition,  16.36,  into  the  value  of  the  Rectory. 
(Worsley's  Hist ,  p.  20  seq. )  Gattlyffe  was  Vicar 
on  the  breaking  out  of  the  civil  war.  U  e  was  buried 
at  Leigh,  24  Nov.,  1645  ;  and  on  the  4th  February, 
1 646-7,  Marie,  wife  of  Mr.  James  Gatley,  minister 
of  the  Word  of  God,  was  buried  at  Manchester. 

1646. — Mr.  Bradleii  Haylmrst  was  instituted  by 
the  new  authority.  He  appears  in  the  Ordinance 
of  Parliament,  which  erected  Lancashire  into  nine 
Presbyterian  Classes,  and  he  is  described  as  ''of 
Leigh."  Leigh  was  in  the  Fourth  Classis,  consist- 
ing of  the  parishes  of  Warrington,  Winwick,  Leigh, 
Wigan,  Holland,  and  Prescot.  Bradley  Hayhurst 
remained  Vicar  of  Leigh  until  1662.  The  names  of

1649.— It  being  reported,  31  st  October,  that  the 
last-named  augmention  had  produced  ^615  13s.  4d. 
over  the  £50,  it  was  ordered  that  instead  of  these 
sums  the  Vicar  should  henceforth  have  one  mes- 
sage and  tenement  with  a  horse-mill,  and  five  acres 
of  land,  more  or  less  in  the  possession  of  James 
Kivington,  being  of  the  yearly  value  of  .£6  13s.  4d., 
and  the  tithe-corn  of  Pennington  of  the  yearly 
value  of  .£42  lOs.,  and  haK  of  the  tithe-corn  of 
Bedford  of  the  yearly  value  of  .£21  lOs  Od.  [making 
altogether  .£70  133.  4d.],  all  part  of  the  impropriate 
rectory  sequestered  from  Richard  Urmston. 

1650. — The  Vicarage  was  surveyed  for  the  State. 
It  was  returned  that  Westley  had  a  Vicarage  house, 
eight  acres  of  land,  and  one  cottage,  worth  £8  per 
annum  ;  one  other  house  called  Nowell-house,  and 
a  horse-mill,  worth  £8  14s.  Sd. ,  received  by  Mr. 
Ilayhurst,  who  was  constant  in  preaching  the  word 
and  in  all  ministerial  duties.  The  tithes  of  West 
Leigh  are  sequestered  for  the  delinquency  of 
Eichard  Urmston,  Esq.,  and  the  profits  being  £124 
8s.  2d. ,  and  a  Parsonage-house,  are  received  by  the 
Agents  of  Sequestrations  for  the  use  of  the  State, 
some  parts  of  which  go  to  the  State,  and  the  5th 
belongs  to  the  daughters  of  the  said  Mr.  Urmston. 
The  surveyors  conceived  that  one-half  of  the  said 
Parsonage  and  demesne  lands  belonged  to  the 
Parish  Church  of  Leigh,  as  church  land.  The  tithe, 
com  of  Pennington,  being  £40  per  annum,  is  settled 
on  Mr.  Hayhurst  by  order  of  Parliament.  The 
privy  tithes,  worth  13s.,  belong  to  Mr.  Urmston, 
the  impropriator.  The  higher  side  of  Bedford  has 
tithes  belonging  to  the  Vicar  of  Leigh,  now  received 
by  Mr.  Ilayhurst,  worth  £20  per  annum,  part  of 
the  said  £124  8s.  2d.  The  lower  side  tithes  have 
been  received  by  Mrs.  Agnes  Travis  for  eight  years 
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past,  and  belonged  to  Richard  Urmston,  of  Kink- 
nall  {sic),  gent.,  worth  £4:  13s.  4d.,  and  due  and 
paid  to  Mr.  Urmston  of  the  parsonage,  but  now 
sequestered  for  his  delinquency,  and  received  by  the 
public.     If  paid  in  kind  they  would  be  worth  ^20.

17.  To  the  17th  interogatory  he  saith  he  did  well 
know  Edward  Green  (son  of  George  Green)  in  the 
interogatory  named  who  was  one  of  the  feofees  or 
Trustees  named  in  his  father's  conveyance  whereby 
that  spot  of  ground  whereon  the  saiil  chappell  was 
erected  was  granted  away  and  also  the  Chappell 
yard  thereunto  belonging  which  said  Edward  Green 
came  very  frequently  to  the  prayers  of  the  Cliurch 
in  the  said  Chappell  and  at  the  time  of  his  death 
left  j£20  towards  the  maintainance  of  a  minister  of 
the  said  Chappell  and  saith  that  when  he  so  left 
the  said  money  one  Mr.  Robt.  I>railshaw  was  then 
minister  of  the  said  chappell  and  that  he  the  said 
Mr.  liradshaw  was  a  person  conformable  to  the 
chitrcli  of  England  and  the  liturgy  tliereof  & 
preached  tlie  funurall  sermon  of  him  tlie  s<l  Kdward 
Green  after  his  decuaso. 

27.  To  tlio  '27th  interogatory  h(!  saiili  lliaL  he 
Tory  well  remembers  Mr.  iJonnia  in  tlio  intorr. 
named  was  niiniHter  of  lliniUey  Chai>pull 
and  that  as  lie  reniemlu^rH  and  beliuvos  lie 
waH  Hiicceeded  l)y  one  Mr.  Atherton,  and  that 
Mr.  AlhcrLon  was  HUciMMMhid    l)y    Mr.    .lohn  Wood, 
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who  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Richard  Croston,  who 
was  succeeded  by  the  afore-named  Mr.  Robert 
Bradshaw,  who  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  Samuel 
Shaw,  who  was  succeeded  by  Mr.  James  Shaw,  in 
the  interrog  severally  named  all  which  said  persons 
were  conformable  to  the  Church  of  England  and 
the  liturgy  thereof  and  saith  that  the  said  Mr. 
Bradshaw  had  a  license  from  the  Bishopp  of  this 
Diocess  to  officiate  in  the  said  chappell  and  that  he 
this  deponent  hath  seen  the  same  and  believes  some 
others  of  the  said  ministers  had  likewise  licenses  to 
preach  and  officiate  in  the  said  chappell  but  which 
of  them  in  particular  had  such  licenses  he  knows 
not. 

28.  To  the  28th  interogatory  he  saith  that  he  never 
knew  yt  the  feofees  or  Trustees  of  the  said  George 
Green  ever  pretended  to  choose  a  minister  to  officiate 
at  the  said  chapell  until  the  last  election  that  the 
exceptant  John  Green  made  such  a  p'tence  but  that 
during  all  the  time  of  this  Deponents  Remembrance 
the  said  minister  was  chosen  by  the  inhabitants  of 
the  chappell  or  the  greater  part  of  them  and  that 
when  they  met  together  upon  yt  occasion  they 
always  proposed  and  di  scoursed  of  choosing  a  con- 
formable Minister  or  else  (as  some  of  them  usually 
expressed)  the  chappell  doors  would  have  been 
locked  up,  and  further  saith  that  when  the  afore- 
named Mr.  James  Shaw  was  elected  minister  of  the 
said  chappell  he  this  deponent  with  several  others 
of  the  said  inhabitants  repaired  to  Mr.  Wroe  now 
Doctor  of  Divinity  and  Warden  of  Manchester  but 
then  curate  of  the  said  parish  church  of  Wigan  in 
order  to  have  the  said  Mr.  Shaw  licensed  to  the 
said  chappelry  which  said  Doctor  (after  he  had  dis- 
coursed the  said  'Mr.  Shaw)  promised  to  recomend 
him  to  the  Bishopp  for  the  purpose  aforesd  which 
said  Bishop  was  also  Rector  of  the  said  parish 
church  of  Wigan. 

29.  To  the  29th  iuterogatory  he  saith  that  he  very 
weU  remembers  yt  Mr.  John  Wood,  Mr.  Robert 
Bradshaw,  and  Mr.  James  Shaw,  during  the  re- 
spective times  of  their  officiating  at  the  said 
chappeU  did  frequently  goe  to  the  Parish  Church 
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of  Wigan  at  Xmas  Easter  and  Whitsunday  to 
Assist  the  curate  there  in  reading  prayers  preach- 
ing and  administraing  of  the  Sacrament  and  yt 
they  equally  gave  notice  thereof  in  the  said 
Chappell  upon  the  Lords  day  next  preceding  and 
invited  their  Auditors  to  goe  with  them  or  come  to 
the  Sacrament  and  that  he  this  deponent  &  many 
of  the  heads  of  the  said  inhabiting  familyes  did 
frequently  go  to  the  said  Parish  Church  and  receive 
the  said  Sacrament  accordingly. 

30.  To  the  30th  interogatory  he  saith  that  the 
aforenamed  Mr.  Wood  Mr.  Robt.  Bradshaw  and  Mr. 
James  Shaw  did  very  frequently  Christen  children 
in  the  said  Chappell  and  bury  the  dead  in  the 
said  chappell  yard  in  such  sort  and  manner  as  in 
and  by  the  Kubrick  of  the  book  of  Common 
Prayer  is  in  that  behalfe  prescribed  and  directed 
and  saith  that  one  Mr.  Williamson  formerly  minis- 
ter of  the  ad  chappell  and  also  the  said  Mr.  James 
Shaw  dyed  whilst  they  were  Ministers  of  the  said 
Chappell  and  are  severally  buryed  in  the  chappell 
yard  there.

40.  To  the  40th  interogatory  he  iaith  that  the 
Exeptt  John  Green  doth  not  live  in  Hindley  nor 
never  had  any  estate  there  or  seat  or  Pew  in  the 
said  Chappell  yt  this  Deponent  knows  or  eve'' 
heard  of  but  that  he  lives  in  Wigan  which  is  above 
two  miles  distant  from  the  same  and  this  Deponent 
never  observed  the  said  John  Green  come  frequently 
to  hear  divine  service  in  tlie  same  Chappell. 

49.  To  the  49th  Interogatory  he  saith  that  he 
knows  the  severall  Trustees  named  in  the  Deeds  of 
Lease  and  release  made  by  Willm  Crook  in  the 
interr  named  and  saith  that  all  the  said  Trustees  or 
feofees  named  in  the  said  deeds  and  wlio  at  the 
time  of  the  making   thereof  lived  within  the  said 
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Chappelry  most  usually  came  to  divine  service  and 
sermon  in  the  said  Chaijpell  and  very  seldom  or 
never  absented  themselves  from  prayers  of  the  said 
Cliurch  when  the  came  to  the  said  Chappell.

The  following  memorandum  is  written  at  the 
beginning  of  a  book  which  is  deposited  in  the  chest 
in  the  vestry  of  All  Saints'  Church,  Hindley. 

—Editor. 

The  under-written  Memorandum  relating  to  the 
Chapel  of  Hindley  is  thought  worthy  of  preserva- 
tion. It  is  copied  from  an  old  paper  now  in  the 
possession  of  William  Chisnall,  Chapel  Clark,  and 
seems  to  have  been  part  of  the  Instructions  to  the 
Solicitor  of  the  Court  of  Chancery  for  the  Duchy 
of  Lancaster,  pending  the  suit  between  the  Con- 
formists and  Nonconformists,  inhabitants  of  Hind- 
ley. On  the  back  of  the  paper  is  written — John 
Bridgeman,  S.T.P.,  Rector  of  Wigan  and  Bangor, 
Prebendary  of  Litchfield  and  Peterborough,  was 
elected  Bishop  of  Chester  March  15,  1618.  Died 
1657  or  58. 

Memorandum. — To   prove   the  Distance  the   In- 
habitants of  Hindley  are  from  their  Parish  Church 
and    their     going     to     Chester    to    obtain    leave 
from  the  Bishop  (who  was  also  Par-  '^ 
son  of  Wigan)  to  build  a   Chapel 
for  the   ease   of  the  Inhabitants, 
which  the  Bishop  gave  his  consent 
to,    and    immediately    afterwards 
they   set   about   the    work.     The  ^Thos.  Hay 
Chapel  was   finished    in    1641  by 
several  Persons  in  that  Town  who 
were     called     undertakers,      and 
others  that  contributed   to   have 
seats  in  the  Chapel.

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The  Chapel  built  in  1041,  when  the  statute  of 
1st  Eliztli  enjoyned  the  Service  of  the  Church  of 
England,  and  allowed  of  no  other  in  any  place 
whatsoever,  and  severe  penalties  upon  all  Parsons, 
Vicars,  Ministers,  &c.,  who  refused  or  used  any 
other  form  than  that  which  was  prescribed  by  that 
Act,  and  upon  all  persons  that  procured  or  main- 
tained them  in  so  doing ;  and  tho  the  Erectors 
might  have  some  other  end  in  it,  yet  the  Law  ap- 
propriated it  to  that  use  that  all  other  Churches 
and  Chapels  were  that  were  within  the  compass  of 
tha.t  Act. 

That  it  was  a  place  for  publick  Worship  its  Evi- 
dent, both  from  the  words  of  the  Deed  which  gives 
the  Land,  and  so  within  the  said  Act,  but  if  not 
yet  the  very  Indowing  it  makes  it  a  publick 
Chapell  and  that  the  Donors  look  on  it  as  such  and 
oO  faUs  under  the  Act  of  14  c  Chs.  Sed.

CEURCH.— COXTINUED  (See  Nos.  1,  7,11,  AND  16.) 
THE  VICARS.— Continued. 
1659. — An  exemplification  of  a  writ  of  diem  clauslt 
cxtremum  passed  the  seal  of  the  County  Palatine, 
29  March,  1659,  upon  the  death  of  Richard  Urin- 
ston,  when  the  manor  of  Westleigh  appears  to  have 
been  in  danger  of  sequestration,  and  it  was  neces- 
eary  to  issue  a  quietus,  dated  24th  January,  1660, 
A  supersedeas,    dated   November,    12    Charles    II. 
(1660),  finally  discharged  the  estate  from  sequestra- 
tion.    (Bainesii.,  193-194.) 

1662. — Mr.  Bradley  Hayhurst  would  seem  to 
have  vacated  the  Vicarage  of  Leigh  before  the  year 
1657,  not  in  1662  as  formerly  stated.  In  the  year 
1657,  Henry  Newcome,  then  of  Manchester,  tried 
to  move  him  to  Gawsworth,  near  Macclesfield, 
which  he  himself  had  left.  The  two  ministers  were 
intimate  friends  ;  and,  about  the  years  1661-2,  they 
were  often  in  each  other's  company,  debating  on 
their  conduct  in  relation  to  coming  ecclesiastical 
changes.  Dayhnrst  was  apparently  then  living  in 
Manchester.  The  Vicarage  of  Leigh  being  vacant, 
it  reverted  to  its  former  owners,  and  it  was  filled 
up  before  St.  Bartholomew's  day.  Calamy  does 
not  in  consequence  claim  Hayhurst  as  an  Ejected 
I»Iinister,  for  the  latter  conformed  at  Macclesfiekl. 

1662,  31  .Tuly. — Jonathan  GilUbrind.  He  was 
presented  by  Robert  and  Mary  Heaton,  and  Frances 
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Bradshaw.  (Baines  ii.,  195.)  Mary  Heatoa  was, 
by  Alice  daughter  of  Edward  Eccleston,  of  Ecclea- 
ton,  Esq.,  daughter  of  Richard  Urmston,  Esq.  (who 
died  in  1659),  she  having  married  Robert  Heaton 
(or  Hayton,  as  Dugdale  writes  it),  of  West  Leigh. 
Frances,  anobher  daughter,  had  married  for  her 
second  husband  Mr.  George  Bradshaw,  of  Green- 
acre.  The  third  daughter  (Anna)  does  not  appear 
in  this  presentation.  The  name  Gillibrand  was 
local.  In  13  Henry  VIII.  (1521-2),  Thurstau  Gely. 
brond  brought  an  action  against  Oliver  Worsley  and 
Sir  Thomas  Worsley,  priest,  executors  of  the  last 
will  and  testament  of  Hugh  Worsley,  deceased,  for 
a  disputed  title  to  goods  and  chattels  in  the  parish 
of  Legh,  and  depositions  were  taken  therein. 

1685,  13  Aug.—  H  Ulam  Barrett  (Baines,  as  before). 
He  was  presented  by  Anna  Mossocke  (the  youngest 
daughter  of  the  above-named  Richard  Urmston, 
Esq.),  Frances  Bradshaw  (also  above-named),  and 
others,  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Gillibrand. 

1691,  21  Aug. — John  Harrison,  presented  by  the 
same  parties  on  the  death  of  the  former  Vicar.

1693.— In  this  year  there  was  a  Case  about  an  as-

1696,  15  April.— (/eorge  Ward,  presented  on  the 
death  of  Harrison  by  Richard  Shuttleworth  (per- 
haps the  son  of  Frances  Urmston's  first  husband, 
Mr.  Richard  Shuttleworth,  of  Bedford,  who  died 
1650),  Anna  Mossocke,  and  others  (Baines).  Ecton, 
in  his  Thesaurus  Ilcrum  Ecclesiasticarum,  1742,  p. 
740,  mentions  Mr.  Slmttlcworth  and  others  as 
l)atronb  in  1696.  lie  also  adds  "Mr.  Missock  and 
others."     Ward  remained  Vicar  until  1733-4.

1704.— QautroU,  (pioting  from   Vicur  Wftixl'H  no- 
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count  under  date  of  1704,  saya  tbat  a  stipend  was 
reserved  to  the  Vicar  of  .£10  13s.  4d.,  to  which  £5 
was  since  added.  Part  of  the  surplice  fees  belonged 
to  the  Impropriator. 

1714-25. — To  this  period,  during  which  Francis 
GastreU  was  Bishop  of  Chester,  belongs  his  collec- 
tion of  notes  on  Leigh  parish  in  the  Notitia  Cei- 
triensis  (pp.  180  seq.).  He  has  two  returns  of  the 
number  of  families  in  the  parish,  one  being  1,000 
and  the  other  714.  Under  the  heading  of  Papists  he 
has  107  and  13  (viz.,  so  many  persons).  There 
were  about  220  Dissenters.  The  certified  value  of  the 
Vicarage  was  .£32  IBs.  4d.  :  viz.,  house  and  glebe, 
between  seven  and  eight  acres,  .£16;  paid  by  the 
Impropriator,  .£15  13s.  4d.  ;  small  cottage,  lOs.  ; 
given  by  Mr.  Naylour,  and  said  to  be  perpetual, 
15s. ;  the  surplice  fees  belong  to  the  Impropriator, 
but  are  farmed  by  the  Vicar  at  .£2  per  ann,

[No.  i4.}-A  LEIGH  OENTENAEIAN. 
The  following  is  an  extract  from  an  old  book 
which  may  be  of  interest. 

—P.K.,  Westleigh. 

Buried  at  Disley,  Cheshire,  June  2nd,  1753,  Mr. 
Joseph  Watson,  in  the  105th  year  of  his  age.  He 
was  born  at  Moseley  Common,  in  the  Parish  of 
Leigh,  in  the  County  of  Lancaster;  and  married 
his  ^vife  from  EtcheHs,  near  Manchester,  in  the  said 
county.  They  were  an  happy  couple  72  years. 
She  died  in  the  94th  year  of  her  age.  He  was 
parkkeeper  to  the  late  Peter  Leigh,  Esq.,  of  Lime, 
and  his  father  used  to  drive  and  show  red  deer  to 
most  of  the  nobility  and  gentry  in  that  part  of  the 
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kingdom,  to  the  general  satisfaction  of    all  who 
ever  saw  them  ;  for  he  could  have  driven  and  com- 
manded them  at  his  pleasure,  as  if  they  had  been 
common    horned    cattle.     In  the  reign  of  Queen 
Anne,    Squire    Leigh     was     at     Macclesfield,     in 
Cheshire,  in  company  with  a  number  of  gentlemen, 
amongst  which  was  Sir  Eoger  Mason,    who  was 
then  one  of  the  members  for  the  said  county  ;  they 
bein»  merry  and  free,  Squire  Leigh  said  his  keeper 
should  drive   12  brace  of  stags  to  the   Forest  of 
Windsor,  a  present  to  the  Queen.     Sir  Roger  op- 
posed it  with  a  wager  of  500  guineas,   saying  that 
neither  his  keeper  nor  any  other  person  could  drive 
12  brace  of  red  deer  from  Lime  Park  to  Windsor 
Forest  on  any  account.     So  Squire  Leisfh  accepted 
the  wager  from  Sir  Roger,  and  immediately  sent  a 
messenger  to  Lime  for  his  keeper,  who  directly 
came  to  his  master,  who  told  him  he  must  imme- 
diately prepare  himself  to  drive  12  brace  of  stags  to 
Windsor  Forest  for  a  wager  of  500  guineas.   He  gave 
the  Squire,  his  master,  this  answer,  that  he  would, 
at  his  command,  drive  him  twelve  brace  of  stags  to 
Windsor  Forest,  or  to  any  part  of  the  kingdom  by 
his  worship's  direction  or  he  would  lose  his  life  and 
fortune.    Ho  undertook  and  accomplished  this  most 
astonishing    performance,    which     is    not    to    be 
equalled  in  the  annals  of  the  most  ancient  history. 
Ho  was  a  man  of  low  stature,  not  bulky,  of  a  fresh 
complexion,  pleasant  countenance,  and  he  believed 
ho  had  drank  a  gallon  of  malt  liciuor  a  day,  ono 
day  with  another,  for  above  sixty  years  of  his  time.

29,  1811.  Wm.  her  husband  in  Febr.  8,  1825,  aged 
66,  was  a  singer  and  instrument  player  53  years 
and  leader  of  the  choir  40  years  another  choir  their 
of  springs  nearly  continued  untiU  about  the  year 
1839  and  there  seats  taken  from  them  &  the  brass 
plates  pul'd  of  seats  by  Mr.  Walker.  What  a 
Bhame  when  after  so  nxany  years'  servitude  by  them

Sunday  Schools. — Begun  in  1785  Founded  and 
Established  by  Ralph  Peters  Plat  Bridge  First 
School  in  Vipers  Alley  Mr.  Eccles  schoolmaster.  The 
other  on  Hindley  Common  Teacher  Adam  Rigby — 
continued  3  years  untill  Mr.  Peters  erected2  schools 
one  on  Chapel  Geeen  the  other  in  Mill  Lane.  The 
first  charrity  sermon  was  preached  1786  Oct  15th 
by  Mr.  Bennet  Minister  at  St.  Mary's  Manchester. 
Mr.  Peters  fetch  the  children  from  Manchester  in  a 
coach,  the  collection  was  ,£22  7s.  6  pence. 

Next  the  Improvement  of  the  Roads. — In 
1786  the  roads  to  Wigan  and  Ashton  was  through 
the  Brooks  to  Wigan  a  stone  platt  laid  for  foot 
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PeopU  and  to  Ash  ton  from  Bird  likewise  to  the  old 
houses  next  upon  the  left  where  Old  Edward  Smith 
cobler  lived  it  was  releived  a  little  and  came  out  a 
little  higher  the  roads  from  Bird  eth  hand  upon 
each  roads  was  much  raised — by  Benj  Eckersley 
&c.,  Surveyors  and  paved  about  1798  or  1799  by  the 
Town.  The  road  up  MiU  Lane  was  once  in  1787  a 
Gravel  road  maintaind  by  the  Township  of  Hindley 
the  foot  road  going  down  the  lane  was  upon  John 
Aspinal  side  3  feet  higher  than  the  cart  road  with 
large  cops  and  stubs  to  keep  teame  of.  In  1789 
Stoney  lean  was  raised  by  John  Marteew  overseer 
and  paved  by  Steven  Brooks  in  or  about  1796  or 
1797.

Not  an  house  upon  the  right  side  going  from  the 
Presbytain  Houses  to  the  Old  Houses  faceing  John 
Lows  weelwright  shop  on  the  other  side  at  1787. 
Not  one  from  Mill  twining  to  John  Low  shop  ex- 
ceping  John  Burchal  Carding  Place.  Year  after  Mr. 
Peter  Marsh  built  those  other  Step  Houses.  The 
next  building  was  Dawber  row  now  Henry  Lows 
and  the  Catholic  Chapel  1792  or  1793  the  3  follow- 
ing cottages  John  Swift  built  now  Pawdens — but  the 
Sunday  School  before  the  above  Pawdens  built. 
1789  then  the  Barracks  built  by  Mr.  Landel  a 
prentice  of  Mr.  Nichs.  Marsh  to  the  Manufactor 
Buifsnefs  for  a  warehouse.  About  1 793  or  1794  upon 
the  other  side  of  the  lane  Mr.  Pennington  built  an 
house  &c.  1791.  Landalo  and  Phillips  Dichiield 
prentice  Tennant  on  the  left  John  Aspinal  about 
1808.  In  1790  under  old  Lydia  Woods  hedge  and 
trees  faceing  liinl  hand  was  an  old  house  which  Mr. 
Sumner  father  bought  was  puld  down  and  tho

0  ;  Mr.  Clough  in  respect  of 
Crook  Charity  ^£1.  0.  0  ;  the  Agent  of  Wilkbraham 
Egerton  Esqr.  in  respect  Ducy  Clay  ^£1.  0.  0.  In 
1834  Mr.  Mathews  Low  school  master  taught  in  the 
old  School  Chapel  Green  for  about  two  years  was 
clerk  for  Township  left  1834.

[No.  g?".]— NOTES  ON  THE  FAMILY  OF  UKMSTON 
OF  WESTLEIGH. 
(1.)  Richard  Urmston. — In  the  last  two  notes  on 
the  Incumbents  of  Leigh,  several  references  were 
made  to  Mr.  Richard  Urmston  and  his  daughters, 
who  owned  the  advowson  of  the  Parish  Church. 
Richard  was  born  in  1590.  On  20th  of  February, 
1641-2  he  and  his  brother  John,  and  his  son  in-law 
Richard  Shuttleworth,  with  fifteen  other  persons 
of  the  township  of  Bedford,  refused  to  take  the 
Parliamentary  Protestation,  the  inference  being 
that  they  were  Roman  Catholics.  The  entire 
Parish  of  Leigh  then  contained  972  male  persons 
above  the  age  of  eighteen ;  and  of  these,  44  were 
Roman  Catholics,  the  greatest  number  of  the  latter 
viz.,  18,  being  in  the  Squire's  own  township.  Under 
the  political  circumstances  of  the  period,  Mr. 
Urmston  and  his  household  soon  fell  into  trouble. 
Wliat  form  this  assumed  as  regards  his  daughters 
may  \>c  seen  from  a  subsequent  communication  ; 
but  the  narrative  which  follows,  taken  from  the 
proceedings  of  the  House  of  Commons,  will  show 
how  the  liead  of  the  family  was  proceeded  against, 
and  how  he  acted  to  save  his  estates.  It  is  notiee- 
al)le  tliat  the  proceedings  began  the  very  djiy  after 
the  parish  had  taken  tlio  Protestation. 

On  21st  Kel..,  1041-2,  Mr.  John  Moore,  M.P.  for 
Liverpool,  having  received  pormisaion  to  name  por- 
Hons  wlu)  might  bo  Itronglit  up  before  tlio  House,  on 
Mr.  .S|>(!aker'«  wari'iint,  there  was  introduced  tlio  in- 
i'(irin.i.ti<>u  of  Kiehanl  Ijathome  of  IScdl'onl,  in  tlut  (  o. 
of  LancasttT,  genlleiiiun,  taken  huforu  Sir  Tliomas 
Stanley,  Kurt.,  John  Atliertoii,  I<1hi|.,  and  <lohn 
llolliU'ol't,  l'!H(|.,tliruu  of  IliH  MiijoHly'HiluHlii'eHof  the 
J'oiieu  und  i,>uorum  witliin  thuCoiinly  of  LaneaHter. 
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It  was  thereupon  ordered  that  Mr.  Speaker  should 
write  a  letter  to  those  Justices  for  the  apprehending 
and  seizing  and  sending  hither  of  the  gentlemen 
named  in  Mr.  Lathom's  information,  who  had 
harboured  priests  ;  and  Mr.  Moore  and  Mr.  Kirby 
(M.P.  for  Lancashire)  were  to  prepare  the  letter; 
and  the  Sergeant  was  to  send  a  messenger  express 
to  carry  the  letter.  The  letter  was  accordingly 
written,  and  later  on  in  the  Parliamentary  proceed- 
ings of  the  same  day  it  was  put  to  the  vote  that 
Rich.  Bradshaw,  Eich.  Urmpston,  Rich.  Sale,  and 
Rich.  Shuttleworth  should  forthwith  be  sent  for  as 
delinquents  by  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  attending  on 
the  House  ;  and  all  officers  of  the  several  counties 
through  which  they  should  pass  were  respectively 
required  to  be  assistant  to  the  Sergeant  and  hia 
Deputy  in  the  execution  of  the  order.  It  was 
ordered  thereupon  that  Richard  Lathom  should  be 
brought  up  in  safe  custody,  but  not  as  a  delinquent, 
nor  at  his  own  charges.  He  was  to  be  brought  up 
severally,  and  not  permitted  to  speak  with  Brad- 
shaw  or  any  other  of  the  delinquents  at  any  time. 
On  the  following  day  it  was  ordered  that  Mr. 
lleignolds  {Qy.  Mr.  Reynolds,  M.P.  for  Hiudon, 
Wilts.)  and  Mr.  Lisle  (M.P.  for  Winchester)  do 
search  the  trunk  of  Mr.  Urmston  at  Mr.  Elton's 
chamber  in  the  Inner  Temple. 

Mr.  Urmston  and  the  other  delinquents  named 
in  the  Parliamentary  order  seem  to  have  been  duly 
taken  into  custody.  On  the  11th  March,  1641-2,  a 
committee  formerly  appointed  to  examine  Urmston 
was  revived,  and  it  was  instructed  to  examine 
Lathom.  On  the  6th  of  the  following  month  he  was 
bailed:  "Resolved,  upon  the  Question  That  Mr. 
Rich.  Urmston,  now  in  the  Sergeant's  custody,  be 
forthwith  bailed,  who,  as  the  House  is  informed, 
hath  taken  the  Oaths  of  Allegiance  and  Supremacy. '' 

Mr.  Lathom,  of  Bedford,  was  a  staunch  Protest- 
ant, and  headed  the  list  of  the  Protesters  of  Bed- 
ford. Richard  Bradgshawe  (sic)  and  Richard  Sale, 
gent.,  are  included  amongst  the  recusants  of  the 
same  township  along  with  Richard  Urmston  Esquire.

William  le  Boteler,  Lord  of  Warrington,  was 
summoned  to  Parliament  23  Edw.  I.  1295,  24  Edw. 
I.  1296,  and  27  Edw.  I.  1299.  He  died  about  1328. 
leaving  issue,  but  none  of  his  descendants  ever  re- 
ceived a  similar  summons,  nor  were  they  accounted 
Barons  of  the  Eealm.  ( Vide  Corsthope's  Historic 
Peerage.)     Yet  according  to  modern  decisions  in 
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similar  cases,  the  writ  of  summons  to  William  le 
Boteler  being  repeated,  a  sitting  thereunder  must 
be  inferred,  and  a  barony-in-fee  was  thereby  created 
inheritable  by  his  heirs  general  I  want  to  know 
wlio  now  represents  the  said  Baron  William  le 
Boteler. 

His  direct  male  line  failed  in  the  sixteenth  cen- 
tury with  Edward  Butler,  of  Bewsey,  Esquire,  who 
had  three  sisters — 1.  Margaret,  wife  first  of  William 
Bassett,  and  secondly  of  John  Main  waring,  of 
Warton,  co  Chester.

1733-4.  —  William  Farrington  was  instituted 
Rector  14  Jan.,  on  the  presentation  of  W.  Raw- 
Btone,  G.  Farrington,  and  Thos.  Hesketh,  Mr, 
Farrington  was  also  Rector  of  Warrington  in  the 
year  1767,  in  which  year  he  was  buried  there.  His 
name  is  on  the  largest  of  the  eight  bells  of  Leigh 
Church.  He  was  the  second  or  third  son  of  William 
Farrington,  Esq.,  of  Shawe  Hall,  Ley  land,  the  heir 
of  theWorden  Estates,  and  was  born  in  1704.  He 
■was  of  Brasenose  College,  B.  A.,  1 726;  M.A.  and  B  D. 
in  1766.  He  married  Hester,  daughter  and  co-heiress 
of  —  Gilbody,  of  Manchester,  Esq.  His  portrait, 
in  the  collection  at  Worden  Hall,  which  is  supposed 
to  be  the  work  of  his  son,  Joseph,  the  landscape 
painter,  a  Royal  Academician,  and  the  biographer 
of  Sir  Joshua  Pceynolds.  This  Vicar  was  the  author 
of  a  posthumous  collection  of  Sermons  on  several 
Important  Subjects,  a  copy  of  wliich  is  in  the  pos- 
Bcsaion  of  the  writer  of  this  note.  They  wore 
printed  at  Warrington  in  1769,  and  edited  by 
Edward  Owen,  M.A.,  Rector  of  Warrington.  Of., 
for  further  particularH,  77ic  Grammar  Sck'xd  Rcijhtcr 
((Jhctliaiii  iSoc).  i.

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1777. — A  new  organ  erected. 

1779. — Mr.  Barlow  was  this  year  "taken  off"  in 
the  Charactenstic  Strictures  of  the  Eev.  Thomas  Secl- 
don,  whose  book  of  local  celebrities  supposed  that 
those  whom  he  criticises  were  pictui'es  upon  exhibi- 
tion. Vicar  Barlow  is  on  view  in  this  gallery  as 
Father  Paul,  i.e.,  Fra  Paolo  Sarpi,  the  well-known 
author  of  the  Llislory  of  the  Council  of  Trent,  1619. 
In  the  absence  of  any  information  about  ^Ir.  Bar- 
low, it  can  only  be  conjectured  that  Seddon  inten- 
ded to  satirise  Mr.  Barlow's  personal  appearance, 
and  the  character  of  his  sermoaa  or  studies.

I. — Given  at  Leght  the  Sunday  next  before  the 
feast  of  St.  Peter  m  Cathedra,  (January  IS)  15th 
Edward  III.  (1332)  A  quit-claim  of  land  in  Worki  - 
leigh,  by  which  Hujo  de  Tildeslegh  quit-claims  to 
Richard  del  WicJcenese,  &c.,  all  my  right,  &c.,  in 
all  lands  and  tenements  which  I  had  by  the  demise 
of  the  said  Hichxtrd,  in  le  Wickenese,  in  the  viU  of 
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Workisleigh,    as    entirely  as   Adam,    the  son  of 
William  the  Clerk,  held  that  of  me.     The  usual 
covenant  of  warrantry  and  the  seaUng  follow. 
Witnesses  :  A  dam  de  Lever, 

John  de  Hetone, 

John,  son  of  Henry  de  Hulton, 

John  de  Bedeford, 

Richard  de  Farnworth,  clerk, 
and  others. 
A  small  slip  of  parchment ;  the  writing  legible 
and  beautiful,  ink  brown ;  seal  gone.  Hugh  de 
TUdesley,  the  grantor,  was  probably  the  second  son 
of  Thurstan  de  TUdesley  and  his  wife  Margaret, 
daughter  and  co-heir  of  John  de  Wovshy,  Lord  of 
Wardley.  This  Hugh's  elder  brother,  Thomas,  was 
sergeant-at-law  to  King  Henry  IV.,  and  dying 
without  issue,  the  manor  and  estates  passed  to  the 
line  of  Hugh. 

II. — Given  at  Bedeford,  after  the  feast  of  Pente- 
cost (Whitsuntide,  i.e.,  Tuesday,  May  14)  27th 
Edward  III.

by  all  services  which  to  the  said  lands,  &c.,  belong, 
foi-  ever  ;  with  all  liabilities  and  easements  to  the 
saids  viils  belonging.  And  if  the  said  John  shall 
die  without  heirs  of  his  body,  I  will,  and  by  these 
presents  grant,  that  then  all  the  lands,  &c.,  should 
remain  to  Thomas,  his  brother,  son  of  the  said 
Jioger  and  Alice,  to  Have,  &c.  Remainder  to  the 
heirs  of  Roger,  borne  by  Alice  his  wife,  &c.,  for 
ever.     Remainder  to  right  heirs  of  Roger  for  ever.

This  is  a  stained  and  discoloured  parchment,  the 
writing  being  large  and  of  pale  brown.  The  dark 
green  wax  has  a  very  perfect  impression.  Within 
an  oblong  octagonal  border  is  an  heraldic  shield, 
bearing  what  seem  to  be  a  pair  of  open  compasses 
inverted,  and  intersected  by  crossed  swords  ;  be- 
low annulet.  There  is  no  endorsement.  The 
old  form  of  the  name  of  Shuttleworth  seems 
to  have  been  Shotlis  or  '  Shuttlis'  Worth  (i.e., 
Shotlis'  way  or  road  in  a  hamlet  or  village).  Of  the 
branch  of  Legh  here  named  no  trace  can  be  found. 
The  witnesses  are  all  of  resident  families  in  the 
i-icinity.

A 
strip  of  parchment  is  cut  from  the  bottom  to  form 
the  pendant  for  attaching  the  seal,  and  there  are 
about  two-thirds  of  a  dark  green  seal  remaining ;  in 
the  centre  of  which  is  an  heraldic  shield,  bearing  a 
band  engraved,  between  three  fleur  de  Ih,  and  there 
also  seems  to  be  a  bird  on  the  field.

Ror/er   GUli- 
hrond  was  of  that  family  of  Chorley  (lower)    Hall, 
which  gave  place  in  1807-8  to  the  present  (iillibrand 
Hall.  A  clean  parchment,  in  good  preservation,  with 
legible  yellow-brown  writing,  and   dark  brownisii 
green  Hoal  attacli(;d,  very  perfect,   representing  \.\w 
rude  elligy  of  a  man  or  woman,  in  gown,  lioMing  'v 
Hort  of  branch  or  Hciiptro  in  tlio  right  hand. 

V. — (Jivoiiat  {{iinihuii,  on  I  iiesday  next  aftor  th(> 
foant  of  St.  UarLoiciniiw,  the  aponlK^  in  liu-  17(11 
year  of  our    Lord    King    l';d\vanl    111.     (Aug.    .'JO, 
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1373.)  A  bond  or  obligation  in  Norman  French, 
called  a  Statute  Merchant.  Whereas  Thomas  de 
Shotlesworth,  of  Bedford,  is  held,  and  by  an  obliga- 
tion of  the  Statute  Merchant,  fuUy  [plajTiement] 
bound  to  Henry  de  IliUton,  of  BurnhuU,  in  20 
[vynt]  marks  (£13  6s.  lOd.),  at  a  certain  day  and 
place,  as  in  the  said  obligation  is  more  fuUy  con- 
tained. Now,  therefore,  the  said  Henry  wills  and 
grants  for  himself,  &c.,  that  if  the  Thomas  enfeoffs 
or  cause  to  be  enfeoffed,  Thomas  de  Clayton,  chap- 
lain, into  all  his  lauds  and  tenements,  with  their 
appurtenances,  which  he  had  after  the  decease  of 
Roger  de  Shotlesioorth,  liis  brother,  in  the  will  of 
Burnhull ;  and  that  the  said  Thomas  de  Clayton, 
&c.,  will  not  impleade  2'Ao»»as  de  Shotlesworth,  &c., 
neither  by  law,  fraud,  or  in  any  other  manner. 
Then  because  (or  on  account  of)  these  things,  the 
obligation  (or  bond)  of  the  Statute  Merchant  to  be 
of  no  value.  And  if  the  covenants  be  not  punctu- 
ally or  exactly  held  (de  paynt  en  poynt),  then  the 
said  Thomas  wills  and  gi-auts  that  the  said  obliga- 
tion of  Statute  Merchant  be  in  force  and  use,  and 
that  it  may  be  used  according  to  law.  In  witness 
whereof  the  said  Henry  has  placed  his  seal. 

A  soft  skin  cut  for  seal  pendant.  The  seal  is  a 
small  round  white  one,  originally  a  sharp  impres- 
sion, but  much  obliterated.  It  has  a  legend  un- 
decipherable, and  in  the  centre  an  heraldic 
seal,  with  a  device  resembling  three  garbs. 
The  Statute  Merchant,  as  this  obligation  or  bond 
was  termed,  was  a  bond  of  record  acknowledged 
before  the  Clerk  of  the  Statute  Merchant  and  Lord 
]\Iayor  of  London,  or  two  merchants  assigned  for 
that  purpose,  or  the  bailiff  of  any  borough,  &c., 
sealed  with  the  seal  of  the  debtor  and  the  King  ; 
its  condition  being  that  if  the  obligor  pays  not  the 
debt  at  the  day,  execution  may  be  had  against  his 
bodj%  land,  and  goods.  This  sort  of  bond  was 
under  the  provisions  of  the  statute  of  Acton 
Buruel,  and  the  Statute  of  Merchants,  of  the  11th 
and  13th  year  of  Edward  I.  Statute  Merchants 
were  contrived  for  the  security  of  merchants  only, 
to  provide  a  speedy  remedy  to  recover  their  debts. 
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but  they  were  found  so  convenient  in  practice, 
that  they  were  used  by  others  not  in  mercantile 
pursuits,  and  had  become  one  of  the  common 
assurances  of  England  at  the  period  of  the  deed. 
This  bond  was  executed  at  Burnley,  and  the  party 
bound  was  in  all  probability  Thomas,  the  son  of 
William  de  Shuttleworth,  or  Shotlesworth.

[No.  ^/.]-p]NQUIRY  CONCERNING  SLANDER 
AT  LEIGH.  TEM1\  HENRY  VIII. 
In  chapter  v.  of  Froudc'a  Hiatury  of  England  (vol. 
i.,  pp.  40S-y,  cd.  Ib72)  ia  an  account  of  houio  do- 
poHitiouM  taken  by  tlio  Earl  of  Derby  touching 
«lundorouH  aixl  tmlittiiig  words  uttered  agaiutit 
King  IJoiiry  Vlll.  and  liia  now  Queen,  Anno,  iu 
tho  moatli  of  July  l^^t'.i,  a  report  of  whirli 
tlio  Karl  Hcnt  up  to  London.  Friuido  dooa  not 
Htato,  aa  waa  tlie  uamj,  (hat  thoHn  (b^poaitiohM  wcro 
iakua  ut  thu  town  of  JLui|jh,  uud  that  Ihu  wilaoaaua, 
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if  not  the  offender  himself,  belonged  to  the  same 
neighbourhood.  The  historian's  source  of  informa- 
tion was  the  annexed  letter,  No.  cxv.,  printed  in 
ElUs's  Original  Letters  illustrative  of  English  History 
{1st  series,  vol.  ii.,  p.p.  42-45),  who,  however,  does 
not  state  where  the  original  is  preserved.  But  either 
tlie  original  document,  or  else  a  copy  which  was 
kept  by  Sir  Henry  Farrington,  the  Earl's  assistant 
in  the  business,  is  now  preserved  in  Miss  ffaringtou's 
collection  of  MSS.  at  Worden.  In  this  way  the 
document  has  come  to  be  calendared  in  the  VJth 
Jlepoit  of  the  Historical  Af>'S.  Commission,  p.  444,  by 
Mr.  Horwood ;  but  it  has  not  been  done  without 
some  inaccuracies  in  dates,  &c.  It  was  also  ab- 
stracted by  Canon  Eaines  in  The  Stanley  Papers, 
pt.  ii.,  p.  24  (vol.  xxxi.  Cheth.  Soc.) 

It  is  a  document  of  some  significance.  In  July, 
1531,  Henry  VIII.,  after  a  union  of  twenty-two 
years,  finally  separated  from  his  first  wife.  Queen 
Catherine.  Archbishop  Cranmer's  sentence  nul- 
lifjdng  that  marriage  was  given  in  May,  1533  ;  but 
Henry's  actual  marriage  with  Anne  Boleyn,  which 
could  no  longer  be  honourably  delayed,  occurred 
about  St.  Paul's  day  (Jan.  25),  1532-3.  Angry  dis- 
cussions throughout  the  country  followed  on  this 
important  event,  and  much  freedom  of  speech  was 
indulged  in.  Differences  of  opinion  created  par- 
tisans ;  and  there  were  persons  in  every  parish  who 
were  unneighbourly  enough  to  report  to  the 
Council  treasonable  words  occurring  in  the  con- 
versation of  friends.  Froude  says  (vol.  i.,  pp. 
310,  365,  and  generally  chapter  iv.,  entitled 
"Church  and  State")  that  an  abominable  system 
of  espionage  was  established  throughout  the  coun. 
try.  Five  months  after  the  marriage  a  Proclama- 
tion was  issued,  and  was  affixed  to  the  Church 
doors.  It  set  forth  that  the  Lady  Catherine  of 
Spain,  heretofore  called  the  Queen  of  England,  was 
not  to  be  called  by  that  title  any  more,  but  was  to 
be  called  Princess  Dowager,  and  so  to  be  held  and 
esteemed.  Discontent  vented  itself  in  very  rough 
language,  the  priests  expressing  themselves  the 
most  heartily.     Some  instances  of  this  out-spoken- 
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ness  are  quoted  by  Froude  in  connection  with  Mie 
northern  and  then  very  remote  ahbeys  of  Whitby 
and  Furness.  The  monks  were  alive  to  the  issues 
involved,  and  the  news  of  the  proceedings  at  Court 
spread  quickly  from  monastery  to  monastery. 

The  Earl  of  Derby  who  signs  the  letter  was  Lord 
Lieutenant  of  Yorkshire.  He  was  Edward  the 
third  Earl,  who  had  been  brought  up  as  a  pupil  of 
Cardinal  Wolsey.  His  "Household  Book,"  1561» 
has  been  published  by  the  Chetham  Society,  being 
an  account  of  his  expenditure.  His  death  occurred 
in  1574.  Sir  Henry  Farrington,  whose  name  ia 
also  aflBxed  to  the  document,  was  a  zealous  promoter 
of  the  views  of  Henry  VIII.  He  was  son  of  Sir 
William  Farrington,  and  was  connected  with  the 
household  of  the  Earl  of  Derby,  and  (as  Canon 
Kaines  beheves)acted  as  secretary  to  that  noble- 
man. In  29  Henry  VIII.  he  is  called  the  King's 
Farmer,  and  in  32  and  35  Henry  VIII.  he  was 
Steward  of  the  King's  Lordship  and  Fee  of  Penwor- 
tham.  He  was  afterwards  one  of  the  Commissioners 
for  the  Suppression  of  the  Monasteries,  and  died  at 
the  end  of  1549,  aged  78. 

Sir  Richard  Clarke,  the  Vicar  of  Leigh  from 
1533-4  to  1556-7,  was  the  first  witness  whose  evi- 
dence was  taken.  In  1551,  he  was  returned  as  a 
priest  of  Croston,  which  is  the  place  meant  in  his 
deposition.  He  was  chantry  priest  of  S.  Trinity 
there,  and,  as  such,  in  1533  received  a  pension  of  £2 
I4b.  Od.  for  life. — (Lane.  Chantries,  p.  1G8.)  Ho 
seems  to  have  been  promoted  to  Leigh  for  his 
carriage  in  the  present  business,  just  about  the  time 
that  the  Vicarage  was  passing  into  lay  hands. 
His  ago  was  74  in  ].'548,  about  which  time  one  of 
hia  name  attended,  with  the  clergy  of  Dean,  one  of 
Binhop  ISirde's  visitations. 

It  does  not  ai)pcar  in  the  authorities  at  my  hand 
where  the  "naughty  priest,"  Sir  JunuiM  Harrison, 
WHH  Htatioiied.  Ho  docH  not  occur  aniongHt  tlio 
JiancaHliini  pri(!HtH  in  llt^nry  VIII. 'a  Valor.  Tho 
family  u]ip('ar  to  liavti  b(i(^n  of  I'nmton.  Tho  worda 
wlii<li  lui  Hpolui  in  reference  to  tlio  KingHconi  to 
mean  tliat  Jieury'H  coatiuuunuu  uh  King  vliuuld  roat 
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on  his  own  coHcluct.  "Bering"  which  is  printed 
"bearing"  by  Froude,  and  "berying"  (as  if 
burying)  by  others,  is  the  Anglo-Saxon  word  for 
behaviour.  The  last  two  witnesses  walked  with 
Harrison  from  "Perbolt,"  i.e.,  Parljold  (which  is 
three  miles  W.N.W.  of  Standish),  to  Eccleston,  five 
miles  apart.  On  this  occasion  Harrison,  interested 
in  the  safety  of  his  order  and  angry  at  the  invasion 
of  tlie  sanctity  of  the  sacrament  of  marriage,  un- 
bosomed himself  more  freely.  It  was  as  Froude 
remarks,  "treason,  confident  of  success,  and 
scarcely  caring  to  conceal  itself ; "  adding,  in 
reference  to  the  dark  speech  of  Dykonsou,  who 
was  probably  a  local  prophet,  that  "Yorkshire 
was  preparing  for  rebellion  and  'the  Pilgrimage 
of  Grace'."  That  rebellion  broke  out  about  two 
years  later. 

In  25  Henry  VIII.,  WiUiam  Dalton  brought  an 
action  against  William  Wallis  for  tortious  posses- 
sion of  title-deeds  to  lands  and  messuages  in  Cros- 
ton,  Mawdesley,  and  Bysham. 

One  error  appears  in  Fronde's  abstract  of  thia 
letter.  He  gives  the  testimony  of  the  first  witness 
tlius :  "Richard  Clark  deposeth  that  the  said 
James  Harrison  reaching  the  proclamation,  said," 
&c.  For  ?-eading  the  word  hearing  should  be  sub- 
stituted, for  it  was  the  Vicar  who  read  it,  with  the 
view  as  it  beems  of  playing  the  part  of  tlie  in- 
former. — John  E.  Bailey.

4] 
your  Highnes  as  by  the  Quenes  grace,  shuld  not

Highnes,  but  also  that  we  shuld  in  the  accomplish  e" 
ment  of  your  said  pleasor  take  th'examynacions 
and  saiugs  of  suche  persons  as  were  present  and 
herd  the  same  unfyttyng  and  sklauuderous  reports 
and  sayngs  of  the  said  preist  in  the  premisses  ;

subscribed  with  our  hands  :  We  according  to  our 
bounden  duties  in  the  accomplishement  of  your 
graces  plesor,  have  called  befor  us  suche  persona 
whose  names  and  deposicions  hereafter  do  ensue  ; 
and  the  same  persons  did  examyn  upon  ther  othes

them,  and  that  nothing  but  a  direct  resignation  on 
his  part  would  avert  the  stroke  ;  that  a  wise  man 
would  endeavour  to  keep  himself  secure,  and  a 
good  shepherd  would  slirive  to  for  the  love  of  hia 
sheep,  and  that  a  word  is  sufficient  to  the  wise.  The 
letter  was  signed  "A.  B.  C."  It  also  appears  that 
on  the  night  of  the  4ih  of  September  he  was  as- 
Baultcd,  battered,  and  wounded.  The  dispute  was 
referred  to  the  arbitration  of  Robert  Tayloi",  of 
Bolton,  gentleman  ;  the  Eev.  Eichard  Godwin,  of 
Gataker,  minister,  and  the  Rev.  John  Hughes,  of 
Bury,  minister,  who  by  an  instrument  dated  the 
1  st  of  June,  ordered  that  he  was  to  resign  his  office 
on  or  before  the  1st  of  July,  and  give  up  possession 
of  the  endowment,  and  that  the  trustees  should  pay 
to  him  the  sum  of  £31  19s.  9d.  This  award  was 
not  to  prejudice  the  right  of  the  Rev.  William 
Davenport  to  proceed  by  action  at  law  against  the 
writer  of  the  anonymous  letters,  or  the  perpetrators 
of  the  assault.

An  interest- 
ing series  of  papers  upon  the  Willoughbys  has  re- 
cently appeared  in  the  Bolton  Weekly  Journal,  in 
which  particulars  of  the  descendants  of  the  family 
are  fully  set  forth.  With  respect  to  the  peerage, 
its  extinction  is  more  than  doubtful.  In  conse- 
quence of  a  most  remarkable  error  in  the  succession, 
by  which  the  younger  line  obtained  possession  and 
for  nearly  one  hundred  years  enjoyed  the  honours 
upon  the  presumption  that  the  issue  of  an  elder 
brother  had  failed,  there  is  strong  reason  for  be- 
lieving that  a  new  Barony  of  Willoughby  was 
called  into  existence.  If  so,  this  latter  dignity 
is  now  in  abeyance  between  the  representatives  of 
the  two  sisters  of  Hugh  15th  Baron,  and  should  at 
any  time  such  representation  centre  in  one  indivi- 
dual, the  title  may  at  once  be  claimed  and  as- 
sumed.

[No.  ^.]— THE  LEIGHS,    OF  LEIGH,  AND  THE 
BARONY  OF  STONELEIGH,  CO.  WARWICK. 

In  the  first  series  of  the  "  Scrap  Book "  some 
particulars  were  asked  of  the  claim  put  forth  by 
the  representatives  of  a  Leigh  family  to  the  old 
Bai'ony  of  Leigh,  of  Stoneleigh,  co.  Warwick,  As 
a  matter  of  antiquarian  interest  the  following  par- 
ticulars are  worth  preserving  in  the  "  Scrap  Book," 
apart  from  the  personal  interest  attached  to  them 
by  the  descendants  of  jVIr.  Thomas  Leigh,  whose 
identity  is  of  course  at  present  only  a  curious 
speculation.  In  Notes  and  Queries  (vol.  v.  March 
26,  1870,  p.  316)  inquiry  was  made  respecting  the 
marriage  of  Thomas,  second  Baron  Leigh,  with  the 
daughter  of  Lord  Eockingham,  and  also  respecting 
Thomas,  tlie  eldest  son  by  the  marriage,  who  was 
baptized  at  Stoneleigh  10  March,  1682,  and  who 
is  usually  stated  to  have  died  an  infant,  but  of 
whom  it  was  proved  on  the  Leigh  Peerage  trial 
before  the  House  of  Lords,  in  1828,  that  no  register 
of  his  burial  could  be  found.  The  tradition  is  that 
Thomas  survived  his  father  many  years,  and  was 
no  other  than  Tliomas  Leigh,  who  was  married  in 
Leigh  Church,  14  April,  1700,  and  buried  there  in 
October,  1733.  According  to  the  Peerages  the  2nd 
Lord  Leigh  had  four  sons,  two  of  whom,  Thomas  and 
Lewis,  died  young,  and  Edward  who  was  born  3 
Februarjr,  1764,  two  years  after  his  brother  Thomas 
succeeded  to  the  peerage  in  1710.  The  present 
Barony  of  Leigh,  of  Stoneleigh,  was  created  11  May, 
1839.  The  statement  is  made  that  for  an  act  of 
felony,  the  murder  of  one  of  his  father's  servants, 
Thomas  Leigh  fled  from  Warwickshire  into  Lanca- 
shire, and  allowed  his  brother  to  succeed  to  the 
title  on    the    death  of    his    father,    although  he 
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himself  was  the  heir  to,  at  least,  the  title,  and  sur- 
vived the  succession  for  more  than  twenty  years. 
The  identity  of  Thomas  Leigh  is  apparently  alone 
wanting  to  prove  the  claim  of  his  being  the  male 
representative  of  the  original  peerage  of  Leigh,  of 
Stoneleigh,  created  in  1643.  No  confirmation  has 
been  discovered  of  the  tradition  as  to  Tliomas 
Leigh's  misconduct.  The  descent  of  the  present 
heir  male  is  thus  traced.  The  list  of  Barons  is 
taken  from   Courthorpe's  Historic  Peerage.

The  second  marriage  of  Thomas  Leigh,  is  said  to 
have  been  necessary  from  the  fact  that  at  the  time 
he  was  under  age.  Before  the  second  marriage  he 
entered  into  a  bond  for  ^1,000  to  the  Diocese  of 
Chester,  and  one  of  the  bondsmen  was  a  Doctor 
Leigh  of  Stoneleigh,  Co.  Warwick.  Thomas  Leigh 
died  2  October,  1733,  and  was  buried  at  Leigh 
Church.     His  will  is  preserved  at  Chester.

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In  his  will  (proved  at  Chester)  he  directs  that  a 
yearly  income  shall  be  paid  to  his  wife  during  her 
life.

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[If^o.  47.]— LOCAL  HERALDIC  SEAL.— (See No.  36.) 

In  the  account  (Local  Deeds  of  the  14th 
Century)  of  an  old  bond  of  Statute  Merchant  given 
by  Thomas  de  ShotlcswoHh,  of  Bedford,  to  Uenry  de 
Uulton,  of  BurnhuU  [Burnley],  dated  30  August, 
1373,  the  seal  was  described  as  having  "a  legend 
undecipherable,  and  in  the  centre  an  heraldic 
seal  with  a  device  resembling  three  garbs.'' 
In  another  description  the  seal  is  described  as 
"  surrounded  by  arches,  and  on  a  small  heater- 
shaped  shield  three  hammers.  Of  the  legend  all  that 

can  be  deciphered  is    '  SIG BEDEFORD.'" 

We  have  traced  the  abstracts  given  (Note  No.  36) 
to  the  source  from  which  they  were  copied — the 
Manchester  Guardian  for  July  27,  1853 — and  should 
be  glad  to  be  informed  in  whose  possession  the 
deeds  are  at  present,  that  the  seals  might  be  care- 
fully examined  and  compared.  The  shields  on  the 
south-west  buttress  of  the  tower  of  Leigh  Parish 
Church  bear  representations  of  a  horseshoe, 
Ivamnier,  and  pincers  ;  but  whether  these  are 
heraldic  or  emblematical  has  not  yet  been  satis 
factorily  explained.  — Editor.

In  the  year  1805  a  small  cottage  was  opened  for 
preaching  by  the  Rev.  W.  Eoby,  of  Manchester.  A 
spirit  of  hearing  has  been  excited,  and  there  is  now 
the  most  pleasing  evidence  that  many  have  been 
savingly  converted. 

In  1810,  the  County  Union  took  this  place  under 
their  patronage,  and  at  the  earnest  request  of  the 
people,  appointed  Mr.  Alexander,  late  of  Prescot, 
to  be  the  stated  minister.  Here  he  preaches  three 
times  on  the  Lord's  Day  ;  and  four  or  five  times  a 
week,  as  an  itinerant  in  the  neighbourhood.  A 
church  has  been  formed  in  Leigh  upon  the  Con- 
gregational plan  ;  and  at  present  it  consists  of  26 
members.  There  is  the  pleasant  prospect  of  an  in- 
crease. Such  has  been  the  success  of  the  present 
laborious  minister,  that  the  room  will  no  longer 
contain  the  number  of  people  disposed  to  attend. 
Their  Sunday  School,  of  near  200  scholars,  is 
herebj'  prevented  the  privilege  of  hearing  the  Word 
of  Life ;  and  a  much  larger  number  could  be  ob- 
tained if  there  were  accommodation. 

Under  all  the  circumstances,  it  is  of  the  greatest 
importance  that  a  suitable  chapel  and  school  should 
be  erected.  For  this  purpose  a  lot  of  land  has  been 
purchased.  It  is  thought  the  expense  of  the  whole 
will  be  about  .£900.  The  people  engage  to  raise 
oue-fourth,  which  is  more  than  could  be  expected, 
considering  their  humble  circumstances,  and  the 
severity  of  the  times. 

It  is,  therefore,  hoped  that  the  present  will  not 
be  considered  as  an  improper  appeal  to  the  benevo- 
lence of  the  religious  public,  and  this  case  is  cor- 
dially and  respectfully  recommended  to  their  kind 
attention  by  the  following  ministers  : —

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book  referred  to  in  Notes  20, 33,  and  35.  The  manu- 
script occupies  pages  54  to  SO.  It  gives  a  connected 
account  of  the  ending  of  the  dispute  between  the  Non- 
conformist and  Conformist  inhabitants  of  Hindley. 
A  Table  of  Benefactions  suspended  inside  the 
Church  and  printed  in  Mr.  Leyland's  Memorials  of 
Hindley,  will  be  interesting  to  compare  with  the 
statement  of  accounts  written  in  the  book  pre- 
served in  the  Church  Chest.  On  this  Table  we

The  chapel  of  Hindley  being  violently  and  by 
force  taken  out  of  the  hands  of  the  Right  Reverend 
Father  in  God,  Doctor  Nicholas  Stratford,  Lord 
Bishop  of  Chester,  and  of  some  of  the  Feofifees  in- 
habitants of  the  said  town,  honest  men  and  stout 
opposers  of  schism  and  division,  in  the  year  of  our 
Lord,  1690,  by  John  Green,  of  Wigan,  and  other 
Feofifees  and  inhabitants  of  the  said  town.  Dissen- 
ters from  the  Church  of  England,  they  the  said 
John  Green  and  his  adherents  did  at  that  instant 
erroneously  elect  a  Nonconforming  Minister  at  the 
said  chapel  contrary  to  the  pious  and  well-meaning 
intentions  of  the  founders  and  benefactors  to  the 
said  chapel.  But  the  Rector  unwilling  to  lose  a 
chapel  within  his  own  parish,  at  his  own  proper 
charge  issued  out  a  commission  of  pious  uses,  and 
obtained  a  Decree  against  them  which  Decree 
(they  the  said  John  Green  and  others  making  many 
exceptions  against)  came  to  be  argued  in  the 
Honble  Duchy  Court  at  Westminster  before  divers 
Chancellors  successively  presiding  in  the  said  court, 
where  at  last  the  said  Rector,  after  a  tedious  and 
expensive  suit,  obtained  a  further  Decree  against 
the  said  John  Green  and  others,  the  ordering  part 
whereof  is  as  followeth  : — 
Monday.  7th  March,  1697.

Which  £56  is  let  out  to  Mr.  Ralph  Peters,  of 
Liverpool,  the  4th  day  of  June,  1701,  and  secured 
by  the  said  Ralph  Peters  and  Richard  Locker,  of 
Ince. 

In  the  year  of  our  Lord  1699,  utensils  for  the 
sacrament  were  bought  at  the  sole  charge  of  the 
orthodox  and  Church  party,  inhabitants  within  the 
Chapelry  of  Hindley,  and  Mr.  Samuel  Hdton,  of 
Aspull,  and  bestowed  on  the  said  chapel,  viz.  : — 
One  table  cloath  and  napkin,  two  pewtor  flaggons 
and  a  pewtor  plate,  one  silver  chalice  and  cover 
(weighing  8oz  &  12t.  Gd%vt.,  touched  or  marked 
with  the  letters  T.  P.),  and  an  earthou  bottle  con- 
taining three  quarts  to  fetch  wine  from  Wigan. 
And  in  the  same  year  Mr.  Worthington,  of 
Hindley  aforesaid,  did  bestow  on  the  said  chapel 
at  his  own  proper  charge  another  silver  chalice 
proportionable  to  the  former,  having  his  cut  upon 
the  cover,  and  the  body  thereof,  which  is  a  goat 
stepping  on  a  thorn,  anel  on  the  other  side  of  the 
chalice  the  following  epigram,  wrote  in  Latin,  thus 
in  English: — "Peter  Worthington,  of  Hindley, 
Esq.,  a  captain  of  the  militia  of  this  county,  and 
the  tirst  who  after  the  consecration  of  this  Chapel 
voluntarily  undertook  the  office  of  the  chapel 
warden,  did  with  this  silver  chalice  given  to  God, 
not  us,  munificiently  embellished  the  table  of  the 
Lord." 
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[m.  5i.]— MILES  STANDISH'S  LIBRARY. 
Miles  Standish,  the  military  leader  of  the  early 
Puritan  settlers  in  New  England,  who  landed  from 
the  "Mayflower"  in  December,  1620,  possessed  a 
small  library,  which  was  catalogued  after  his  death 
in  the  Inventory  of  goods  shewn  to  the  appraisers, 
John  Alden  and  James  Cudworth,  December  2, 
1656.  Captain  Miles  Standish  was  of  a  Lancashire 
family,  probably  the  Standishes  of  Duxbury.  The 
list  of  books  recalls  many  of  the  scenes  describ  ed 
in  Longfellow's  poem — 
Fixed  to  the  opposite  wall  was  a  shelf  of   books,  and 

among  them 
Prominent  three,  distinguished  alike  by  bulk  and  by 

binding  ; 
Bariffe's  Artillery  Guide,  and  the  Commentaries  of 

Csesar 
Out  of  the  Latin  translated  by  Arthur  Goldinge  of 

London, 
And,  as  if  guarded  by  these,  between  them  was  stand" 

ing  the  Bible. 
It  was  whilst  reading  Caesar's  Commentary  that  he 
exclaimed  to  his  friend  and  wooer  by  proxy,  John 
Alden : — 

A  wonderful  man  was  Coesar  ! 
You  are  a  writer,  and  I  am  a   fighter,   but  here  is  a 

fellow 
Who  could  both  write  and  fight,   and  in  both  was 

equally  skilful.

[N'o.  55.]— SIE  ROBERT   PEEL'S    FORTUNE. 

The  following  paragraph  is  copied  from  a  Preston 
newspaper,  published  in  1822.  It  gives  some  inter- 
esting information  as  to  production  from  the  mills 
of  and  the  profits  made  by  the  lirst  Sir  Eobert 
Peel.  —W. 

EAriD  AccuircTLATioN  OF  Wealtj£. — It  is  said 
that  Sir  Piobert  Peel,  the  father  of  Mr.  Peel,  is 
possessed  of  property  to  the  amount  of  a  million  or 
two  in  value.  He  became  possessed  of  a  calico- 
printing  establishment  at  Bury,  in  the  business  of 
which  he  was  very  ably  supported  by  his  partner, 
Mr.  William  Yates,  who  died  some  years  since, 
much  respected  on  account  of  his  excellent  char- 
acter. Sir  Piobert  added  to  this  printing  establish- 
ment two  others,  one  at  a  place  called  Eamsbottom, 
near  Bury,  ami  p^nother  at  the  town  of  Tamworth. 
Daring  many  years  of  the  war  with  France,  when 
England  comparatively  monopolised  the  manufac-

ture  and  commerce  of  Europe,  Sir  Robert,  it  ia 
said,  had  that  branch  of  buainess  so  much  to  him- 
self (indeed  it  was  then  in  its  infancy  in  comparison 
to  what  it  is  now,  as  to  the  quantity  produced) 
that  he  printed  as  many  as  100,000  pieces  of  calico 
in  the  course  of  every  year  for  several*  years,  on 
Wiiich,  at  that  time,  he  obtained,  it  is  baid,  a  clear 
profit  of  a  guinea  each  piece ;  thus  realising  for 
many  years,  for  hiuiself  and  for  his  partners, 
100,000  guineas  per  annum.  That  particular  speciea 
of  goods,  at  that  peiiod,  was  so  scarce,  that  the 
buyers  used  actually  to  scramble  for  them,  even  at 
the  enormous  pi-olit  Sir  Robert  Peel  and  his  partner 
were  realising.  The  case  is  now  materially  altered  ; 
for  owing  to  the  introduction  of  machinery,  the  pro- 
cess of  printing  is  so  easy,  in  comparison  to  what  it 
was  twenty  years  since,  that  where  there  there  was 
then  about  one  piece  produced,  there  are  now  pro- 
bably twenty.  The  consequence  is,  that  the  profit 
on  each  piece  is  reduced  to  nearly  a  similar  pro- 
portion.    Sir  Robert  is  now  out  of  trade  altogether. 


[iVo.  55.]— RANDLE  COLLIER,  OF  HINDLEY. 
Two  centuries  ago  one  Randle  Collier,  a  person 
evidently  of  substantial  means,  resided  in  Hindley, 
Nothing  is  known  of  him  beyond  the  records  pre- 
served of  his  bounties.  Unquestionably,  he  was  a 
benevolent  man.  All  Saints'  Church  or  Chapel  was 
built  in  1041,  and  like  most  other  new  churches 
both  then  and  since,  was  at  first  iusudicicntly  pro- 
vided with  a  maintenance  for  the  oIKciating  minis- 
tor.  In  the  'J'a})lo  of  IJjncfactors  hung  inside  tho 
walls  of  tho  ciiurch,  it  is  nscordcd  tliat  Ilandlo 
Collier  gave  houses  and  land  in  Jfindloy  to  tlio 
yearly  value  of  j610  7s.,  for  tho  Hui)port  of  tlio 
minister.  Koferoncos  to  his  Will, — wliich  ai)poarB 
to  have  been  daUid  Sejjt.  Hth,  Ki.Sl!,  -are  met  with 
in  tho  pajterH  (l(i]K)Hit(:(l  in  tho  (Miurcl)  Clumt,  but  n 
copy  of  tho  Will  itself  ha.t  iKit  Ix^c^i  fimml,  iiltlitiugli 
Hcaruh  liaii  ]»)i:n  iiiado  for  it  Ixitii  tiuirn  and  at  thu 
iJJocoHan  Ki^f^ititry  at  (JhtiHtdr.  'i'iio  liiiioii  (Motli 
(!harity  diMtribut'id  ovory  New  Voiir'H  Day,  at  tho 
Hunday  Huliool,  to  tho  ugud  uiul  noouHuitouM,  owos 
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its  origin  to  him.  ^£50  was  given  by  his  Will  for 
the  support  of  this  Charity,  which  sum  was  aug- 
mented by  subsequent  benefactors  until  it  reached 
d6151  6s  ,  the  amount  now  vested  for  its  support  in 
consols.  Every  year  the  hearts  of  more  than  20 
aged  people  are  gladdened  and  their  comforts  in- 
creased by  the  gift  of  linen  cloth  through  his  active 
benevolence.  His  wife  followed  in  his  footsteps, 
and  devised  in  her  will  £20  for  the  augmentation 
of  the  same  Charity.  The  Probate  of  her  Will  has 
been  kept  among  the  papers  of  my  family,  and  an 
abstract  may  be  interesting  If  any  of  your  readers 
can  throw  any  light  upon  the  history  of  the 
Colliers  it  would  prove  of  local,  if  not  of  wider,  in- 
terest. A  tradition  exists  in  the  Seddon  family 
that  the  Colliers  and  the  Seddons  were  connected 
by  relationship.  — J.  L.,  Hindley. 

The  probate  of  the  Will  is  dated  30  Oct.,  1684, 
the  Will  being  dated  12  September,  in  the  same 
year.  The  executors  to  the  Will  were  Ralph 
Green  and  Mathew  Astley,  of  Hindley.  The  tes- 
tator leaves  the  following  public  bequests : — 
"  Item,  my  will  and  mind  is  and  I  do  bequeath  to 
Mr.  Peter  Worthington,  Mathew  Astley,  John 
Prescott,  James  Marsh,  William  Peters,  Robert 
Thomason,  Mathew  Seddon,  and  William  Cheet- 
ham,  of  H  indley  aforesaid,  my  trusty  friends,  the 
sum  of  Fifty  Pounds  to  bee  paid  or  well  secured  to 
them  by  Richard  Tonnge,  of  Hindley,  his  heirs  or 
assignes,  in  full  satisfaction  of  a  debt  of  One  Hun- 
dred Pounds  which  hee  lately  ought  to  the  said 
Randle  Collier,  my  late  husband,  nevertheless  in 
trust  to  bee  by  them  the  sd  Mr.  Peter  Worthing- 
ton, etc. ,  and  the  survivour  and  survivours  of  them 
his  or  their  heires  and  successors  from  tyme  to 
tyme  for  to  be  sett  forth  and  improved  to  the  best 
advantage,  viz.  :  by  purchasing  of  lands,  rents,  or 
loans  on  interest  or  otherwise,  and  that  all  the  sd 
yearly  benefitt,  interest,  profit,  and  advantage  of 
the  same  shall  bee  yearlye  disposed  of,  imployed 
onto,  or  for  the  only  use  and  behoofe  of  such  ortho- 
dox preacher  or  minister  of  God's  Word  and  sacra- 
ments as  for  ye  tyme  beeing  is  and  soe  from  tyme 
to    tyme   for    ever    hereafter    shall    be    lawfully 
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authorized  to  officiate  or  preach  at  or  in  the 
Chappell  or  place  commonly  called  Hindley  Chapel, 
within  Hiudley  aforesaid,  for  and  towards  the 
better  maintenence  of  such  minister  and  ministers 
for  ever.  Item,  my  will  and  mind  is  and  I  doe 
hereby  give  and  bequeath  the  sum  of  fforty  pounds 
which  is  due  to  mee  by  bond  from  Ralph  Sale  and 
William  Ranicar  unto  Mr.  Peter  Worthington,  etc. 
[same  conditions  as  in  former  bequest],  and  that 
all  the  yearly  benefit,  etc.,  bee  disposed  of  in 
manner  and  forme  following,  viz.  :  that  the  benefit 
and  advantage  of  the  one  twenty  pounds  be  honestly 
and  justly  bestowed  on  linen  cloath  to  be  equally 
and  impartially  divided  at  Hindley  Chappell  upon 
every  first  day  of  January  yearlye  amongst  and 
unto  the  poore  inhabitants  of  Hindley  at  the  dis- 
creson  of  the  aforesaid  Mr.  Peter  Worthington, 
etc.  Item,  it  is  my  will,  etc.,  that  the  yearlye 
profitte  of  the  other  twenty  pounds  be  equally  and 
impartially  given  unto  and  divided  amongst  the 
poore  inhabitants  of  the  township  of  Ince  in 
Makerfield,  at  the  discretion  of  the  aforesaid  Mr- 
Peter  Worthington,  etc.,  yearlye  and  every  yeare 
for  ever."  The  testator  directs  that  she  shaU  be 
buried  beside  her  husband  in  the  Parish  Church  of 
Wigan.  —Uditor.

£263  153.  was  sent,  including  interest  of  money. 
In  Lancaster,  ^51  8s.  was  collected,  and  from 
Ulverstone  the  sum  of  £5  23.  was  sent  towards  the 
Chapel  in  Leigh.  From  a  note  in  some  rough 
accounts  written  in  the  book,  it  appears  that  ,£231 
53.  was  the  price  given  for  the  land  to  Mr.  Wm. 
Heatley.  The  recommendations  and  resolution  are 
printed  at  the  end  of  this  note.

Memorandum. — That  in  the  year  1717  and  ISIS 
there  was  laid  out  of  the  Chapel  Stock  £46  upon 
the  new  building  at  the  .curates'  houses,   besides 
.£20  5s.  9d  which  was  gathered  from  contributors. 
Samuel  Lever,  Curate. 

Margaret  Hart,  of  Hindley,  spinster  by  her  last 
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will  and  testament,  bearing  date  August  the  27th, 
1727,  gave  five  pounds  to  the  Chapel  of  Hindley, 
£3  of  which  was  afterwards  laid  out  in  the  pur- 
chase of  a  small  parcel  of  land  at  the  back  of  the 
curates'  houses  from  John  Green,  and  the  other 
two  pounds  were  added  to  the  Chapel  stock  of 
money.  Samuel  Lever,  Curate. 

January  10,  1736. — In  the  year  1710  ten  pounds 
of  the  Chapel's  money  was  lost  by  the  failure  of 
Mr.  Holme,  of  Holland,  which  money  was  put  out 
to.him  at  interest  by  Captain  Worthington  in  his 
own  name  (as  Mx.  John  Prescott  has  often  com- 
plained to  me  the  said  Captain  being  no  feoffee  for 
the  Chapel),  but  how  the  Captain  got  it  into  his 
hands  I  know  not.  Mr.  John  Prescott  paid  me 
from  Mr.  Holme  12s.  for  interest  July  the  30th, 
1709,  due  some  time  in  the  month  of  April  in  the 
same  year,  which  was  the  last  and  first  money  that 
I  ever  received  upon  this  account.  I  have  made 
what  inquiry  I  could  after  the  bond,  but  could 
never  recover  it.  The  loss  of  this  .£10  (I  believe) 
is  the  reason  why  Mr.  Eanicars,  who,  I  suppose, 
wrote  the  account  on  the  page  foregoing,  sets  down 
Edward  Green's  gift  as  ten  pounds  only,  whereas 
it  really  was  twenty  pounds  (as  appears  on  page  42 
of  the  old  book).  Possibly  the  money  lost  might 
be  part  of  this  legacy  or  gift.

obliged  to  be  called  in.  He  paid  in  the  last  sum 
November  10th,  1780,  to  James  Eckersley  and 
Robert  Ashton,  two  of  the  feoffees  of  the  Chapel, 
to  make  up  the  deficiency  of  the  ^830  in  the  pur- 
chase money  and  the  expenses  attending  this  busi- 
ness, which  were  considerable  as  the  estate  had 
been  mortgaged  to  Lady  Mary  Stanley,  and  she 
was  required  to  join  in  conveying.  There  was  still 
after  a  further  deficiency,  for  Mr.  Wm.  Clayton 
(the  attorney  employed  in  this  affair)  brought  in  a 
second  demand  for  expenses,  which  he  said  had 
been  overlooked  and  forgotten,  so  that  the  feoffees 
were  obliged  to  cut  down  some  timber,  and  I,  the 
Curate,  gave  up  half  a  year's  rent  to  discharge  such 
further  expenses.  Thomas  Lever,  Curate. 

The  Eev.  John  Crowdson  succeeded  to  the 
curacy  of  Hindley  on  the  death  of  Mr.  Thomas 
Lever.     He  died  December  25th,  1810. 

March  3rd,  1811.— The  Rev.  Edward  Grime  suc- 
ceeded Mr.  Crowdson,  and  in  the  same  year, 
September  10th,  vacated  the  curacy  by  accepting 
the  living  of  Marston  Biggot,  near  Frome,  in 
Somersetshire,  in  the  gift  of  the  Earl  of  Cork  and 
Orrey.  The  Honourable  and  Rev.  George  Bridge- 
man,  Rector  of  Wigan,  1811,  September  11th,  pre- 
sented the  Rev.  George  Henderick  to  this  curacy 
who  was  licensed  to  the  same  October  3rd  by 
Bonyer  Edward  Sparke,  Lord  Bishop  of  Chester. 

[A  leaf  or  leaves  have  been  here  torn  out  and  on 
the  next  following  page  there  is  written  these 
Memoranda.] 

October  29th,  1830.— The  Reverend  George  Hen- 
derick departed  this  life,  and  November  6th  the 
Honourable  and  Rev.  George  Bridgeraan,  Rector  of 
Wigan,  presented  the  Reverend  Edward  Hill  to 
this  curacy,  who  was  licenced  to  the  same  Novem- 
ber 23rd  by  John  Bird,  Lord  Bishop  of  Chester. 

On  obtaining  possession  of  this  book  I  discovered 
that  a  leaf  or  leaves  had  been  abstracted  imme- 
diately after  tlie  entry  of  the  presentation  of  the 
Rev.   George  Henderick  to  this  curacy,    but  by 
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whom,  or  for  what  purpose  I  have  not  yet  been 
able  to  ascertain.

[IVo.   57.]— MATHKli   FAMILY   OF    LOWTON 
AND  AMKKICA. 

In  tlio  first  Sorioa  of  the  •*  Scrap  Book  "  some  iu- 
foniiation  was  k'^'''"  ai»cut  this  family.  Tho  ful- 
lowiiij,'  particulars  of  tlio  Anii^rican  Matlicra  may  bo 
intcrcHtiiifi  by  way  of  HiippUimunt,  Hiirving  as  tlioy 
do  to  connect  tliu  two  biiiii<;lit'H.  l''or  tlio  iiiidcr- 
mmilioMcd  ^^«uiralo>{i('al  dtiLailH,  1  am  indolilctl 
niiiinly  to  ii  prdi^'rcd  in  iin  nirly  volinno  of  tho  Aiu< 
Emjland  (h  iirnloglctil  B(yi»ler,  now   l)ut  rwoly  to 
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be  met  with.  Althongh  probably  there  is  nothing 
in  it  new  to  genealogical  readers,  the  circixmstance 
that  a  family,  which  for  several  successive  gene- 
rations, in  the  17th  and  18th  centuiies,  occupied  so 
prominent  a  position  in  the  New  England  States, 
sprang  originally  from  a  small  Lancashire  village, 
is  sufficient  reason  for  inserting  some  notice  of  it  in 
these  columns. 

Of  the  American  Mathers  it  has  been  well  said, 
"  The  succession  of  eminent  men  by  the  name  of 
Mather  through  a  period  of  above  one  hundred 
years,  was  enough  to  make  that  name  conspicuous 
for  several  ages  or  generations  after  those  who 
gave  the  impression  had  passed  away." 

The  first  of  the  name  mentioned  in  the  pedigree 
referred  to  is  John  Mather,  who  is  described  as  "of 
an  ancient  family  of  Lawton  or  Lowton,  co.  Lan- 
caster." He  was  father  of  Thomas  Mather,  **  of 
Lowton,  Parish  of  Winwick,  co.  Lancaster,"  who 
by  his  wife  Margaret  (parentage  not  given)  left  a 
son,  the  celebrated 

Rev.  Richard  Mather,  the  first  of  the  family  who 
emigrated  to  New  England.  He  was  born  at  Low- 
ton  in  1596,  and  after  a  suitable  education  at 
Oxford  settled  as  the  minister  of  the  Episcopal 
Church  at  Toxteth,  near  Liverpool.  In  1633  he 
was  removed  from  his  charge  and  deposed  from  the 
ministry  through  nonconformity  to  certain  of  the 
demands  of  the  church.  Shortly  afterwai-ds  he 
emigrated  to  Massachusetts  Bay,  arriving  at  Bos- 
ton, August  17,  1635  ;  and  the  next  year  August 
23,  1636,  was  appointed  pastor  of  the  church  of 
Dorchester,  J^Iass  ,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  in 
his  life.  Died  April  22,  16ij9,  a;^ed  73  years.  He 
had  two  wives  ;  first,  Catherine,  daughter  of 
Edmund  Holt,  Esq ,  of  Bury,  Lancashire,  whom 
he  married  September  29,  1624,  soon  after  his 
settle. neut  at  Toxteth.  His  second  wife  was  Sarah, 
widow  of  the  distinguished  Be  v.  John  Cotton  -  one 
of  tlie  earliest  of  the  New  England  Fathers,  and 
pastor  of  the  first  church  in  Boston.  By  liis  first  wife 
he  had  surviN-ing  issue —Five  sons  (four  of  whom 
entered  the  ministry),  viz.  :  — 

1.  [Rev.]  Samuel,  born  at  Wooton,  co.  Lancas- 
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ter,  May  13,  1 626,  graduated  at  Harvard  College, 
1643  ;  returned  to  England  and  ultimately  settled 
as  minister  of  a  church  in  Dublin,  where  he  died 
October  26,  1671.  Married  a  sister  of  Sir  John 
Stevens,  of  Dublin,  and  left  issue  a  daughter. 

2.  Timothy,  bom  in  Lancashire,  1628.  Settled 
at  Dorchester,  Mass. ,  where  he  married  Eliza- 
beth, daughter  of  Amiel  Weeks,  and  died  Jan. 
14,  1684,  leaving  four  sons,  the  eldest  of  whom 
Samuel  was  pastor  of  the  church  at  Windsor* 
Conneeticut,  and  died  in  1728,  aged  77,  leaving 
issue. 

3.  [Rev.]  Nathaniel,  bom  in  Lancashire,  March 
30,  1630,  graduated  at  Harvard,  1647,  and  after- 
wards in  1656  was  pastor  of  the  church  in  Barn- 
staple, in  England,  from  which  however  he  was 
ejected  at  the  Restoration.  Succeeded  hia 
brother  Samuel  in  Dublin,  and  ultimately  died 
unmarried  in  London,  July  26,  1697. 

4.  [Rev.]  Eleazer,  born  at  Dorchester,  Mass.. 
May  13,  1637,  minister  of  the  church  at  North 
Hampton.     Died  July  24,  1669,  leaving  issue. 

5.  [Rev.]  Increase. 

The  Rev.  Increase  Mather,  D  D,,  the  youngest 
and  most  illustrious  son  of  the  Rev.  Richard  Mather, 
was  bom  in  Dorchester,  Mass.,  June  21,  1639.  His 
somewhat  singular  name  was  given  him  from  the 
gircumstance  of  "the  never-to-be  forgotten  increase 
of  every  sort  wherewith  God  favoured  the  country 
about  the  time  of  his  nativity."  Having  in  1656 
graduated  at  Harvard  College,  he  went  to  Ireland 
on  a  visit  to  his  brother  Samuel,  wliore  he  entered 
himsolf  as  a  student  at  Trinity  College,  Dublin, 
and  although  but  19  years  of  ago  procoodod  M.A. 
in  that  iuHtitiitioii.  After  Hpuiidiiig  four  yi-ars 
from  homo,  ho  returned  to  New  Knglaiul  in  l(5(il, 
and  was  invitrd  to  preach  at  tlie  North  ('hui\li, 
ill  HoHton,  to  the  paHtorate  of  whioli  ho  was 
onlaiiiod  May  27,  KKil,  and  ooiitinuod  to  hold 
through  the  loiiiaindor  of  HIh  lifn,  a  poriod  of  62 
yoarM.  Kroiii  l(Wl-17()l  ho  wau  I 'roMidont  of  Har- 
vard Colldgo,  rcrtiivin;^  from  tho  Corporation  tho 
di|ihitna  of  Dtitetor  in  iJivinity,  tho  lirMl  iiiHtanro  of 
ooiifcrriiig  such  a  dugroo  in  liriliHli   Aiiiorioa,    ami 
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an  honour  not  repeated  in  any  other  case  for  a 
period  of  79  years.  The  most  famous  incident  in 
the  Ufe  of  Dr.  Mather,  and  one  which  fully 
testified  to  the  esteem  in  which  he  was 
held  by  his  fellow  country-men,  was  his  selection 
by  the  Colonists  as  the  most  suitable  person  to  lay 
their  grievances  at  the  foot  of  the  Throne.  He  had 
several  interviews  with  kings  James  II.  and  Wil- 
liam III.  in  the  years  1688  and  1689,  being  well  re* 
ceived  by  both  monarchs,  and  from  the  latter  ob- 
tained substantial  relief  for  his  countrymen  Upon 
his  return  home  "the  speaker  of  the  House  of 
Representatives  of  the  Colony  returned  him  thanks 
for  his  faithful,  painful,  and  indefatigable  endea- 
vours to  serve  his  country."  Dr.  Mather  was  a  vo- 
luminous writer,  and  left  behind  him  no  less  than 
92  works,  chiefly  of  a  theological  character.  He 
died  August  23,  1723,  in  his  84th  year.  One  of  his 
successors  in  the  ministerial  office  thus  sums  up  his 
character.  "Whether  you  consider  the  extra- 
ordinary honours  that  attended  him  while  living 
or  the  general  sentiment  which  has  followed  his 
memory,  or  consult  the  writings  he  has  left  behind 
him,  you  will  pronounce  him  a  man  richly  endowed 
by  nature,  richly  furnished  by  education,  and  de- 
servedly numbered  with  the  most  pious,  learned, 
and  useful  men  of  New  England."  He  married 
March  16,  1662,  Maria,  daughter  of  the  Rev. 
John  Cotton,  (whose  widow  became  his  father's  se- 
cond wife)  by  whom  he  had  issue,  besides  seven 
daughters,  three  sons,  viz.  : — 

1.  Gotton. 

2.  Nathaniel,  bom  July  6,  1669,  "a person  of 
uncommon  attainments  in  religion  and  erudition." 
Graduated  when  but  16  years  of  age,  at  which 
time  ' '  he  could  read  through  the  Old  Testament 
in  Hebrew  and  the  New  Testament  in  Greek,  and 
was  able  to  converse  familiarly  in  Latin."  Died 
at  the  early  age  of  19. 

3.  [Rev  ]  Samuel,horn  Aug.  28,  1676,  "a faith- 
ful and  useful  minister  of  the  Gospel  at  Witney 
in  Oxfordshire,  and  wrote  several  valuable  trea- 
tises."    Died  leaving  daughters  only. 

The  Rev.  Cotton  JIather,  D.D.,  the  eldest  son  of

Dr.  Increase  Mather,  and  who,  if  i^ossible,  excelled 
his  father  in  learning  and  literary  attainments,  was 
born  Feb.  12,  1663,  graduated  at  Havard  College, 
in  1678,  where  he  received  his  M.A.  when  but  18 
years  of  age.     Four  years  later  he  was  ordained 
minister  of  the  Church  in  Boston  as  colleague  with 
his     father,    whom,   however,    he     survived     but 
five    years,    dying    February   13,    1728,    age    65. 
"  It  may  be  justly  said  of  Cotton  Mather,  that  he 
was  one  of  the  most  remarkable  men  of  the  age  in 
which  he  lived  not  only  remarkable  on  one  but  on 
many  accounts,  and  for  none,   perhaps  more  than 
for  his    precoc.ousness  or  the    early  intuitiveness 
of  his  mind.     Mis  memory  was  very  extraordinary. 
The  acquirement  of  knowledge  seems  to  have  been 
with   him    accomplished   without   effort,    and   hia 
writings  show  that  they  were  generally  drawn  from 
the  storehouse  of  his  mind,  where  from  reading  and 
observation  they  had  been  from  time  to  time  depo- 
sited.    His  ability  for  acquiring  languages  has  pro- 
bably been  surpassed  by  but  very  few,   and  he  is 
gaid  to  have  been  master  of  more  languages   than 
any  other  person  in  New  England  in    his  time." 
{Memoir  by  S.  G.  Drake).    Cotton  Mather  was  a  stiU 
more  voluminous  writer  than  his  father.     Between 
1686      and       1727,       it      is       said      that       no 
year     passed     in     which     he     did     not     publish 
something,  and  that  in  a  period  of  41  years  he  pro- 
duced  no   less  than  283  books   or  tracts,    upon   a 
variety  of  topics— historical,  biograpliical,  theologi- 
cal, &c    Hemarricd  three  times,  latto  Aliiyail,  daugh- 
ter of  Col.  John  PhiUips,  of  Charlostown,  who  died 
in    1702.     Sccomlly,   EUzabrth,    dau.    of   Dr.    John 
Ofar^fce,  died  Nov.  8,  1713,  and,  lastly,  Lydia,  widow 
of  John  Georije,  wlio  died  1734.     By  liis  llrst  wifo  ho 
had  issue  sovon  children,  all  of  whom,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  one  dauglitor,  died  hcforo  liini.    \\y  liis  so- 
cond  marriage  ho  had  three  sons  and  tlireo  daugh- 
tePH  of  whom  the  only  one  to  survive  wa.s  Smniui, 
born    17(»(),  ufldrwardH   niiniMtor  of  tlio  Ohuri^li   at 
lioston  and    l>  D.      Dieil    .Inno    27,    nSS,     Itwiving 
Imhuo. 

DcctindautM  of  the   Mather   family  wtill  cxiHt  in 
Aiaorica,  aud  occupy  a  pouition  of  roBpoctul)ility. 
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Several  of  them  have  been  conspicuous  in  various 
public  offices— oue  the  Hon.  J.  P.  C.  Mather  being 
Mayor  of  New  London  as  late  as  1848. 

Although  the  name  of  Mather  has  never  been  so 
conspicuous  in  old  as  in  New  England,  yet  there 
have  probably  always  existed  persor.s  of  the  name 
in  this  country  of  good  standing  and  respectability. 
At  the  time  of  emigration  to  America  the  family, 
though  of  fair  estate,  was  not  entitled  to  bear  coat- 
armour.  On  Feb.  18,  1847,  a  grant  of  arms  was 
made  to  ' '  Thomas  Mather,  of  Glyn  Abbot,  Co. 
Flint,  and  formerly  of  Liverpool,  Esq.,  a  magistrate 
for  Co.  Flint,  son  and  heir  of  Thomas  IMather  of 
Mount  Pleasant,  Liverpool,  and  grandson  of  Daniel 
Mather  of  Toxeth  Park." 

The  arms  granted  were  "Quarterly,  Argent  and 
Gules,  four  scythes  counterchanged.  Crest  —  A 
demi-husbandman  habited  quarterly.  Argent  and 
Gules,  capped  the  same,  face  and  hands  ppr,  hold- 
ing in  the  dexter  hand  a  horn  Or,  in  the  sinister  a 
scythe  ppr.  Motto,  (in  old  English)  —  Mowe 
Warilie. 

These  arms  have  reference  to  the  name,  *  Mather,' 
being  derived  from  the  Saxon  math  to  mow — ma- 
ther,  a  mower.  According  to  Burke,  the  Mathers 
were  seated  at  Toxteth  Park  in  the  time  of  Eliza- 
beth. It  would  be  interesting  could  the  precise 
connection  between  the  English  and  American 
branches  of  the  family  be  indicated.

[No.    55.J-CURSING    BY    BELL,    BOOK,    AND 
C^ySTDLE  IN  LEIGH  CHURCH  IN  1474- 

The  most  quaint  record  printed  below  is  copied 
from  a  volume  of  transcripts  of  early  Lancashire  and 
Cheshire  deeds  written  about  1650,  at  which  date 
it  was  preserved  amongst  the  deeds  of  the  Shaker- 
ley  family,  who  held  large  estates  in  the  neighbour- 
hood of  Wigan  and  Leigh,  It  sets  forth  that, 
owing  to  some  dispute  as  to  the  titles  of  lands  in 
Westhoughton,  a  certain  Nicholas  del  Ryland,  then 
an  old  man  of  seventy-eight  years,    on    Sunday,

December  4th,  1474,  came  into  the  Parish  Church 
of  Leigh,  and  there — before  a  number  of  the  lead- 
ing gentry  of  the  parish,  whose  names  are  given, 
and  in  the  presence  of  the  whole  congregation — ■ 
solemnly  swore  before  the  then  Vicar  of  Leigh  that 
he  had  never  made  any  feoffment  of  his  lands  in 
Westhoughton,  as  it  was  alleged  that  he  had  done. 
He  also  swore  that  he  had  never  given  authority  to 
his  son,  William  Ryland,  to  make  any  such  deed  of 
feoffment,  or  in  any  way  to  part  with  his  ancestral 
lands.  But,  not  content  with  these  oaths,  the  re- 
cord continues,  that  after  thus  solemnly  swearing 
"the  said  Nicholas  kneeled  down  under  the  hand 
of  the  Vicar,  and  there  the  said  Vicar,  by  the 
virtue  of  a  letter  from  the  Dean  [?  of  Lichfield  or 
Warrington]  to  him  directed,  for  to  receive  a 
purgation  of  the  said  Nicholas  on  all  these  points, 
then  cursed  the  said  Nicholas  if  ever  he  was  guilty 
in  the  points  before  stated  loith  book,  bell,  and 
candle ;  and  thereupon  the  candle  being  done  [or 
put]  out  he  pronounced  as  accursed  those  who  had 
aided  the  said  William  Ryland,  the  son,  in  forging 
the  said  deed  of  feoffment. "  The  quaint  English 
of  the  record  itself  is  given  below. 

Although  some  hundreds,  perhaps  thousands,  of 
early  Cheshire  and  Lancashire  deeds,  ether 
originals  or  transcripts,  have  passed  through  my 
hands  during  the  past  live  or  six  years,  I  have 
never  met  witli  any  similar  instance  of  "  cursing  by 
bell,  book,  and  candle  "  before,  nor  can  I  hear  of 
any  similar  record  being  in  existence.  Indeed,  a 
Roman  Catholic  antiquary  wrote  me  tliat  he  had 
always  oousiilered  that  this  form  of  cursing,  whioli 
lie  liad  never  seen  in  any  Roman  ritual,  was  au  in- 
viMition  of  Protestants,  and  as  suoh  was  easily 
believed  in  by  them.  Another  Roman  Catholic 
authority,  however,  states  tliat  this  form  of  cursing 
may  bu  found  in  some  local  rituals,  the  forms  vary- 
ing iu  (liflerunt  dintricts.  "Suoh  indix^oroun 
corumoiiicH,"  ho  adds,  "did  occur  in  ritnals  ut'  curly 
date  and  l)elongin)^  to  ptu'liuiilar  ulnirclieH,  but  thoy 
were  forhiddon  liy  the  Holy  See  u«  momu  u«  iIIh- 
<-.ovurud."  it  may  not  purhapH  l>u  out  of  plnru  to 
ruproducu  hum  the  woids  put  intolhu  mouth  of  tlio 
T 
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Cardinal  of  Rheims,  in  the  famous  Ingoldsby 
Legends,  by  the  Rev.  R.  H.  Barham,  an  accom- 
plished scholar,  who  may  have  seen  such  an  old 
form  of  cursing. 

'  The  Cardinal  rose  with  a  dignified  look, 
'  He  caU'd  for  his  candle,  his  bell,  and  his  book  1 
'  In  holy  anger,  and  pious  grief, 
'  He  solemnly  cursed  that  rascally  thief  I 
'  He  cursed  him  at  board,  he  cursed  him  in  bed  ; 
'  From  the  sole  of  his  foot  to  the  crowa  of  his  head  ; 
'  He  cursed  him  iu  sleeping,  that  every  night 
'  He  should  dream  of  the  devil  and  wake  in  a  fright ; 
'  He  cursed  him  in  eating,  he  cursed  him  in  drinking, 
'  He  cursed  him  in  coughing,  in  sneezing,  in  winkiog  ; 
'  He  cursed  him  in  sitting,  in  standing,  in  lying, 
'  He  cursed  him  in  walking,  in  riding,  in  flying, 
'  He  cursed  him  living,  he  cursed  him  dying  ! 
'  Never  was  heard  such  a  terrible  curse  ! ! 
'  But  what  gave  rise 
*  To  no  little  surprise, 
'  Nobody  aeem'd  one  penny  the  worse  I ' 

Of  the  authenticity  of  this  deed  there  can  be  no 
doubt.  It  will  be  observed  that  it  is  witnessed  and 
sealed  by  persons  of  repute,  and  it  occurs  with 
more  than  100  other  deeds  relating  to  lands  in 
Westhoughton,  Leigh,  &c.  It  and  the  two  deeds 
which  accompany  it  throw  light  upon  the  history  of 
the  Rylands  family,  which  has  already  received  so 
much  attention  at  the  hands  of  Mr.  J.  Paul 
Rylands,  of  Warrington.  This  record  is  also  a  good 
specimen  of  the  English  in  use  at  the  end  of  the 
15th  century.  The  plural  ending  in  en,  and  such 
words  as  reide  for  advice,  querfor  for  wherefore, 
kyrke  for  church,  hom  for  them,  and  such  parti- 
ciples as  deliveret,  leveret,  sealet,  contenet,  direc- 
ket,  &c.,  are  very  noticeable. 

The  William  Rylond,  gent.,  named  in  the  first 
deed  following,  may  have  been  the  same  William 
named  in  the  cursing  deed,  and  the  Ralph  Rylands, 
also  named  below,  was  no  doubt  of  the  same  family, 
and  possibly  grandson  to  Nicholas  : — 

' '  Know  all  men  &c  that  I  Geofifrey  Shakerley  of  tho 
parish  of  Leght,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster, 
Esquire,  have  given  and  granted  to  William  Rylond, 
of  Maidstone  in  the  county  of  Kent,  gentleman,  all 
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those  my  lands  and  tenements  in  the  parish  of 
Ditton  in  the  aforesaid  county  of  Kent  called 
Drakys  otherwise  called  Sheplond."  Witnesses  : 
Edward  Culpepir,  gent.,  Alexander  Davy,  James 
Asheton,  Nicholas  Bradshawe  and  others.  Dated 
at  Dytton  aforesaid  22  Edw.  IV.  [a.d.  1482-3.] 

"Be  it  known  to  all  men  by  these  presents  that  I 
Ralph  Rylonds,  otherwise  Ryland,  have  remitted  to 
the  lady  Anne  Shakerley,  widow,  and  lately  the  wife 
of  Geoffrey  Shakerley,  and  to  Peter  Shakerley  son 
and  heir  of  the  said  Geoffrey,  and  his  heirs  and  as. 
signs,  all  my  right  &c.  which  I  have  in  all  the 
lands  &c.  in  the  parishes  of  Winwicke,  Leght,  and 
Deane,  or  other  lands  in  the  county  of  Lancaster, 
which  said  lands  &c  the  aforesaid  Anne  lately  had 
in  pp'titia  sua  with  other  lands  in  the  name  of  dowry 
or  jointure  for  term  of  her  life  &c."  Witnesses  : 
Master  James  Stanley  Archdeacon  of  Richmond, 
James  Hidme,  Ralph  Hulme,  Robert  Chetham, 
Edward  [or  Edmund]  Berdisley  and  others.  Dated 
19  Hen.  VII.  [a.d.  1503.]

CENTURY. 
In  Boynes'  Tokens  of  the  Seventeenth  Century  re- 
ference is  made  to  two  Leigh  tokens,  both  issued  in 
the  year  1668.  The  first  is  described  as 
having  on  the  obverse,  round  the  rim, 
GEORGE  .  KING.  In  the  centre  HIS  HALF- 
I'ENY.  The  reverse  has  the  inscription  IN  . 
LEIGH  .  1668  .  and  Three  Tobacco  Rolls  as  the  sign. 
The  second  token  has  on  the  one  side  CHARLES  . 
RODGERS  .  OF  with  Three  Crowns  on  the  Royal 
Oak  as  the  sign  ;  and  on  the  reverse  LEAH  .  HIS  . 
HALFE  .  PENNY  with,  in  the  centre,  the  Royal 
monogram  and  date  thus — C.R.  1668.  The 
apolling  of  the  name  of  the  town  in  the  second 
token  is  sufficiently  unusual  to  throw  doubts  upon 
the  token  being  actually  issued  in  this  town.

The  quaint  deed  which  my  friend  Mr.  Earwaker 

has  printed  in  last  week's  Chronicle  "Scrap  Book" 
is  remarkable  in  many  ways,  more  particularly  with 
regard  to  the  curious  ceremony  of  cursing  by  Bell 
Book  and  Candle,  which  is  mentioned  by  Shaks- 
pere  in  Kiny  John  :  (Act  III.,  Scene  III). 
K.  John.  Cousin,  away  for  England ;  haste  before  : 

And,  ere  our  coming,  see  thou  shake  the  bags 
Of  hoarding  abbots  ;  imprison'd  angels 
Set  at  liberty  :  the  fat  ribs  of  peace 
Must  by  the  hungry  now  be  fed  upon  : 
Use  our  commission  in  his  utmost  force. 
Falgonbbidgb.  Bell,  Book,  and  Candle,  shall  not  drive 
me  back, 
"When  gold  and  silver  beck  me  to  come  on. 

I  leave  your  highness.  " 

In  ^Ir.  HalliweU's  large  annotated  edition  of  the 
works  of  Shakspere,  vol.  vii'.,  p.  432,  is  the  follow- 
ing note  : — 

In  the  solemn  form  of  excommunication  used  in  the 
Romish  Cauich  the  bell  was  tolled,  the  book  of  offices 
for  the  purpose  used,  and  three  candles  extinguished, 
with  certain  ceremonies.  Four  times  a  year  the  fol- 
lowing curse  was  read  in  the  church,  in  terrorem, 
against  all  who  in  any  way  defrauded  the  church  of 
her  dues.  The  prelate  stood  in  his  pulpit  in  his  albe, 
the  cross  was  lifted  up,  and  the  candles  lighted ;  when 
he  proceeded  thus  : — 

"  Thorow  authoritie  of  Lord  God  Almighty,  and  our 
Lady  Si.  Mary,  and  all  the  saints  of  heaven,  of  angels 
or  archangels,  patiiarches  and  prophets,  evangelists, 
apostles,  m  irtyrs,  confessors,  and  virgins  ;  also  by  the 
power  of  all  holy  church,  that  our  Lord  Jesu  Christ 
gave  to  6.  r..ter,  we  denounce  all  those  accursed  that 
we  have  thus  reckned  to  you  :  and  ail  those  that  main- 
tains hem  in  her  sii  s,  or  given  hem  hereto  either  helpe 
or  couucell,  so  that  they  be  departed  from  God,  and 
all  holy  churih,  ami  th-it  they  have  noe  part  of  the 
passion  of  our  Lord  Jrsu  Christ,  ne  of  noe  sacraments 
that  been  in  holy  church,  ne  noe  part  of  the  prayers 
among  christenfolke,  but  that  they  be  acr^ursed  of  God 
and  of  holy  church,  from  the  sool  of  their  foot  unto 
the  crown  of  their  head,  sleaping  and  waking,  sitting 
a,iid  standing,  ia  all  her  woids,  and  in  all  her  w^ikes* 
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and  but  if  they  have  grace  of  God  for  to  amend  hem 
here  in  this  life,  for  to  dwell  in  the  pain  of  hell,  for 
ever  withouten  end,  fiat,  fiat.  Doe  to  the  book,  quench 
the  candle,  ring  the  bell.     Amen.     Amen." 

This  form  was  extracted  from  the  Canterbury 
book,  by  Sii-  Thomas  Ridley,  or  his  annotator,  J. 
Gregory  (see  his  View  of  the  Civile  and  Ecclesiasticall 
Law,  p,  249.)  The  days  of  cursing  were  Advent  Sun- 
day, the  first  Sunday  in  Lent,  the  Sunday  in  the 
Feast  of  Trinity ;  and  the  Sunday  within  the  utas  or 
octave  of  the  Virgin  Mary.  The  curse  was  very  like 
that  of  Emulphus. 

In  Archbishop  Winchelsea's  Sentences  of  Excom- 
munication, anno  1298,  it  is  directed  that  the  sentence 
against  infringers  of  certain  articles  should  be  '  — 
throughout  explained  in  order  in  English,  "with  hells 
tolling  and  candles  lighted,  that  it  may  cause  the 
greater  dread  ;  for  laymen  have  greater  regard  to  this 
solemnity,  than  to  the  effect  of  such  sentences.' 

Chaucer  alludes  to  the  practice  in  his  Manciple's 

Tale  :— 

Thei  move  by  law,  as  that  thei  sain, 
Us  curse  and  dampne  to  hellis  brinke ; 
And  thus  thei  puttin  us  to  pain, 
With  candles  queint,  and  bellis  clink.     .     . 
And  Christis  people  proudly  curse 
With  brode  boke,  and  braying  bell. 
The  engraving  by  Mr.  Fairholt,  represents  the  stone 
coffin-lid  of  a  priest  of  the  thirteenth  century,    origi- 
nally in  the  Church  of  St.    Giles',  and  now  in  the 
Abbey    Church,   Shrewsbury.      The  bell,   book,    and 
candle,  the  insignia  of  his  priestly  office,  are  executed 
by  incised  lines. 

The  woodcut  referred  to  represents  the  figure  of 
a  priest  in  a  standing  posture,  the  hands  joined  as 
if  in  prayer.  Above  the  head  of  the  priest  is  an 
elaborate  cross,  ami  lowor  down,  near  to  hia  head, 
the  bell  and  a  clialico  with  tho  sacramental  wafer 
within  it ;  lower  still  is  tho  book  with  a  single 
clasp  ;  and  below  that  tho  candlostick,  which 
Btands  uiion  the  ground  at  tlio  priest's  side  ;  tho 
canillo  itself  tonninatos  in  a  sliarp  point,  which 
toiiclioH  tlio  lowor  cidgo  of  tlio  book. 

Mr.  Fosbroiiko,  in  bis  /'Jiiri/clo/nrdid,  of  Aiifii/iti- 
UtM,  18-;'^,  Vol.  J[.,  p.  (iH7,  undor  tho  artielo  "  hlx- 
coniinunication,"  nays  :  — 

Tho  ciii'omoiiy  coiihiHlod  in  ccrluiii   luiatlirmiiM,  tho 
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book  at  the  end  suddenly  closed,  candles  thrown  vio- 
lently on  the  ground,  and  the  bells  rung  with  a  hide- 
ous noise.  The  first  instance  of  bishops  carrying 
torches  in  their  hands  and  throwing  them  down  occurs 
in  the  excommunication  of  some  murderers  in  Eheims, 
about  the  year  900. 

In  Knight's  Pictorial  Shakspere,  Histories,  Vol. 
I.,  p.  45,  we  have  the  following  "Altogether  curi- 
ous description  of  the  ceremony  of  excommunica- 
tion." It  is  from  Bishop  Bale's  "  Kynje.  Jokan," 
Pandulph  denounces  John  in  the  following 
fashion  : — 
For  as  moch  as  kyng  Johan   doth   Holy  Church  so 

handle. 
Here  I   do   curse  hym   wyth  crosse,   boke,   beU  and 

candle, 
Like  as  this  same  roode  turneth  now  from  me  his  face, 
So  God  I  requyre  to  sequester  hym  of  his  grace. 
As  this  boke  doth  speare  by  my  worke  manuall, 
I  wyU  God  to  close  uppe  from  hym  his  benefyttes  all. 
As  his  burnyng  flame  goth  from  this  candle  in  syght, 
I  wyll  God  to  put  hym  from  his  eternall  lyght. 
I  take  hym  from  Cryst,  and  after  the   sownd  of  this 

beU, 
Both  body  and  sowle  I  geve  hyra  to  the  devyll  of  hell. 
I  take  from  hym  baptym,  with  the  other  sacramentes 
And  sufiEerages  of  the  churche,  bothe  amber  days  and 

lentes. 
Here  I  take  from  hym  bothe  penonce  and  confessyon, 
Masse  of  the  wondes,  with  sensyng  and  processyon. 
Here  I  take  from  hym  holy  water  and  holy  brede, 
And  never  wyll  them  to  stande  hym  in  auy  sted. 

In  Fox  we  have  the  ceremony  of  excommunica- 
tion minutely  detailed  ;  the  bishop  and  clergy,  and 
all  the  several  sorts  of  friars  in  the  cathedral, — the 
cross  borne  before  them  with  three  wax  tapers 
lighted,  and  the  eager  populace  assembled.  A 
priest,  all  in  white,  mounts  the  pulpit,  and  then 
begins  the  denunciation.  Those  who  are  curious 
as  to  this  formula,  may  consult  Fox  or  Strype  ; 
and  they  will  agree  with  Corporal  Trim  that  the 
"  soldiers  in  Flanders"  swore  nothing  like  this. 
The  climax  of  the  cursing  was  when  each  taper 
was  extinguished,  with  the  pious  prayer  that  the 
souls  of  the  "malefactors  and  schismatics"  might 
be  given  ' '  over  utterly  to  the  power  of  the  tiend  aa 
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this  caxidle  is  now  quench'd  and  put  out."  Henry 
VIII.,  in  1533,  abolished  the  General  Sentence  or 
Curse,  which  was  read  in  the  churches  four  times  a 

year.

{No.  65.] -THE  MATHER  FAMILY.— (See  Nos.  57 
and  60.) 
In  reply  to  "  X.L.C.Il.,"  I  do  not  think  that  the 
preacher  refeiTed  to  could  have  directly  descended 
from  Cctton  Mather,   although  it   is  quite  likely 
that  he  was  related  to  him  collaterally.     Out  of  a 
large   familj^  of  six  sons  and  seven  daughters  the 
only  son  who  reached  maturity  and  survived   his 
father  was  the   Dr.  Samuel  Matlier,  who  died  in 
1785,  as  mentioned  in  my  last  note.     By  Hannah, 
daughter  of  Thomas  Hutchiusou,  and  sister  of  the 
celebrated  Governor  Thomas  Hutchinson,  Samuel 
Mather   had  issue  : — 1.    Thomas,    died    in    1762, 
unmarried.     2.  Samuel,  died  1813,  aged  76,  leaving 
a  widow  (who  survived  as  late  as  1842,  aged  94), 
but   no   surviving    issue      3.    Increase,    of  whom 
nothing  is  said  in  the  pedigree,  but  who  probably 
died   young.      4.    Hannah,   wife   of    Rev.    Josiah 
Crocker,  and  mother  of  the  well-known  Hannah  M. 
Crocker,  author  of  "  The  Rights  of  Woman."     The 
male  descendants   of  Cotton  Mather   would  seem 
thus  to  have  failed.     The   numerous  members  of 
the  ilather  family  now  existing  in  America  all  de- 
rive their  origin  from  Samuel,  Richard,  and  Ather- 
ton,  the  three  sous  of  Timothy,   elder  brother  of 
Dr.  Increase  Mather.     I  understand  the  house  in 
which  the  Rev.  Richard  Mather  was  born,  in  1596, 
is  still  standing  in  Mather-lane,  Lowton,    the  letterg 
"  R.  M.,"  in  brickwork,  yet  appearing  on  the  gable. 
There  can,  therefore,  be  little  doubt  as  to  the  origin 
of  the  name  given  to  the  lane  in  which  the  house 
stands.  — W.  D.  Pink,  Leigh. 

I  think  there  is  not  the  least  shadow  of  a  doubt 
that  Mather-lane,  Lowton,  takes  its  name  from  the 
Mathers.  Tradition  says  so  ;  it  is  accepted  by  the 
Lowton  people,  and  I  have  been  told  so  by  an  old 
servantmau,  a  native  of  Lowton,  who  worked  for 
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my  father  and  grandfather  fifty  years,  and  who 
died  some  thirty  years  ago  considerably  over  eighty 
years  of  age.  The  birthplace  of  the  Puritan 
Mather  is  still  standing,  and  has  the  initials  of 
"  R.  M."  on  the  brickwork  of  the  front  gable.  A 
more  modern  house  is  now  in  front  of  it,  and,  I  am 
told,  was  built  by  a  descendant  of  the  Mathers  in 
the  year  1741.  The  property  belongs  to  Richard 
Leigh,  Esq.,  Hastings,  and  formerly  of  Wigan.

[No.  6<5.]— THURSTAN  PERCIVALL,  VICAR  OF 
LEIGH. 
In  Mr,  J.  E.  Bailey's  papers  on  the  Rectors  and 
Vicars  of  Leigh,  which  have  appeared  in  your 
columns,  he  introduces  a  Thurstaii  Percyvall  as 
Vicar  in  the  middle  of  the  15th  century,  but  queries 
the  name,  as  if  of  doubtful  authority.  That 
Thurstan  Percival  was  Vicar  of  Leigh  in  1474  is 
clear  from  the  quant  record  of  the  cursing  "by 
bell,  book,  and  candle,"  which  has  already  ap- 
peared in  your  columns.  The  two  following  deeds, 
in  which  his  name  occurs,  show  tliat  he  must  be 
rightly  included  iu  the  list  of  the  Vicars  of  your 
ancient  Parish  Clmrch.  These  are  taken  from  the 
same  volume  of  transcripts  of  Lancashire  deeds 
before  referred  to  : — 

(L)  *' Be  it  known,  &c.,  that  I,  Geoffrey 
tSliakirloy,  Esq,  have  given,  granted,  &c.,  to 
John  Uriiiestoa,  son  and  heir-apparent  to  Gilbert 
Urmestou,  ICsq.,  certain  lands  in  the  vill  [or  ter- 
ritory] of  W'orsluy,  &c.

[No.  67.]— LANCASHIRE    PARLIAMENTARY 
REPRESENTATION, 

Parliamentary  Kepresentative  History  dates 
from  the  thirteenth  century.  Whatever  of  a  re- 
presentative element  may  have  existed  in  the 
Witenagemot  and  other  national  organisms  of  the 
Saxon  era,  was  altogether  lost  upon  the  introduc- 
tion of  Feudalism  at  the  Norman  Conquest.  From 
the  reign  of  William  I.  to  that  of  Henry  III.  the 
supreme  legislative  power  of  the  nation  was  lodged 
in  the  King  and  Great  Council.  This  latter  as- 
sembly consisted  of  the  chief  Barons  and  heads  of 
the  Clmrch  and  military  tenants  of  the  Crown,  and 
was  accustomed  to  meet  at  least  three  times  a  year 
— usually  at  Christmas,  Easter,  and  Whitsun.  In 
no  way  was  this  Council  representative  in  its 
character,  or  any  provision  made  in  its  constitution 
for  securing  the  rights  of  those  not  personally 
entitled  to  be  present.  "The  first  occasion  on 
which  the  Representatives  of  the  Shires  were  sum- 
moned to  consult  with  the  King  and  other  estates 
is  in  the  15th  of  John  [1213],  when  the  King  by 
Writ,  addressed  to  the  Sheriffs,  directs  that  four 
discreet  men  of  each  shire  shall  be  sent  to  him  '  to 
confer  with  us  concerning  the  business  of  our 
kingdom.'"  (Stubb's  Select  Charters,  Introd.  p.  40  ) 
On  what  principal  these  Knights  were  summoned 
we  have  no  means  of  ascertaining,  for  both  the 
nature  and  condition  of  the  first  forms  of  Parlia- 
mentary Representation  are  enveloped  in  much 
obscurity.  In  the  following  reign  —that  of  Henry 
III. — we  find  the  Commons  clearly  recognised  as 
participating  in  the  National  Councils,  although 
only  to  a  limited  extent.  In  the  Great  Council, 
which  met  at  Westminster,  April  26,  1254,  "  Four 
chosen  Knights  from  each  County  and  represent*- 
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tives  of  the  clergy  of  each  diocese  were  directed  to 
report  of  the  amount  of  aid  which  their  constitu- 
enta  were  prepared  to  grant."  (Stubb's  Gonstit. 
Mist.,  ii.  68.)  The  element  thus  introduced  into 
the  National  Assembly  was  repeated  in  several 
after  Councils,  and  was  further  developed  in  the 
famous  Parliament  which  met  at  Westminster 
20  January,  40  Henry  III.  [1265],  when  Simon  de 
Montfort,  Earl  of  Leicester,  in  the  King's  name 
caused  Writs  to  beissued  to  theSherifFs  commanding 
them  to  return  two  discreet  Knights  from  each 
shire  and  two  Burgessses  from  every  tovra  within 
their  jurisdiction.  This  Parliament  is  usually  re- 
garded as  the  origin  of  national  representation,  but, 
although  Knights  of  the  shire — and,  in  some  few 
instances,  representatives  of  some  of  the  principal 
towns — continued  to  be  summoned,  with  more  or 
less  regularity,  thirty  years  elapsed  before  the  next 
full  Parliament  was  held.  To  the  Parliament 
which  met  at  Westminster,  13  Nov.,  23  Edward  I. 
[1295.]  were  summoned  two  Knights  from  each 
shire,  two  Citizens  from  each  city,  and  two 
Burghers  from  each  borough.  From  this  time  for- 
ward the  representation  of  the  Commons  became 
an  established  part  of  Parliamentary  Constitution, 
and  no  further  obscurity  attends  its  history. 

The  County  of  Lancaster — unlike  the  other  two 
Palatines  of  Chester  and  Durham — has  returned 
representatives  to  Parliament  ab  origine.  Unfortu- 
nately the  returns  made  by  the  Sheriffs,  prior  to 
the  23  Edward  I.  [1295],  arc  not  in  existence,  so  that 
it  in  impossible  to  ascertain  who  served  as  Knights 
of  the  shire  for  the  County  of  Lancaster  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  III.,  and  tlio  early  part  ol  tliat  of 
PMward  I.  To  tlio  I'arliainent  of  l-ll.')  tlie  Sliorill's' 
ffturns  f(ir  L.-iiicasliiro  wcro  two  Knights  for  tho 
Bhire,  and  two  HurgcHscH  each  for  tlio  ItorougliH  of 
LaiicaHtur,  I'roMton,  Wigan,  and  Liverpool.  Tlio 
Kli<:i'iff  u(1<Ih  to  tliiH  I'ctiirn,  "  tlicro  iH  no  oily  in  tlio 
County  of  IwiiiciiHtur." 

Tliu  four  Iforougim  tliuM  eiifrniiciiiHt'd  did  not 
long  continue  to  hoimI  rcprtimmtativim.  At  thin 
tinio  "  all  the  roi)n-Mi^ntiitiv(<H  of  tliu  ConiiuonH  ri'- 
cuivud  wnguH  to  defray  tliuir  nouoBHiiry   oxiiommum. 
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These  were  fixed  on  the  16th  of  Edward  II.  at  four 
shilliugs  a  day  for  a  Kuight  and  two  shillings  for  a 
Citizen  or  Burgher,  and  they  were  due  for  the 
whole  time  of  his  service,  his  journey  to  and  fro, 
and  his  stay  in  Parliament."  (Stubb's  Constit.  Hist. 
ii.  235)  The  payment  of  these  expenses  was  felt 
in  many  Boroughs  to  be  a  serious  tax — amongst 
them  in  those  of  Lancashire, — and  the  inhabitants 
were  glad,  as  often  as  could  be,  to  dispense  with  a 
right  which  was  then  regarded  more  as  a  burden 
than  a  privilege.  One  after  another  of  the  Lanca- 
shire Boroughs  was  excused,  according  to  the 
SheriflF,  "  on  account  of  the  debility  and  poverty  of 
the  burgesses. "  Wigan  and  Liverpool  were  thus 
excused  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.,  after  making 
but  two  returns  ;  Preston,  in  that  o  Edward  II., 
having  made  seven  returns,  and  Lancaster,  after 
sixteen  returns,  discontinued  early  in  the  reign  of 
Edward  III.  To  the  Writ  issued  36  Edward  III. 
[1362.],  the  Sheriff,  in  his  return,  writes,  "there 
is  not  any  City  or  Borough  in  this  County  from 
which  citizens  or  burgesses  ought  or  are  accustomed 
to  come  as  this  Writ  requires."  And,  still  more 
definitely,  in  1365,  "there  is  not  any  City  or 
Borough  from  which  any  citizens  or  burgesses  are 
able  or  accustomed  to  come,  according  to  the  tenor 
of  the  Writ,  by  reason  of  their  debihty  and 
poverty."  (Baiues'  Hist.  Lane,  vol.  i.,  p.  96.) 
Erom  the  22nd  of  Edward  III.  [1359]  until  the  1st 
of  Edward  VI.  [1547] — a  period  of  nearly  two 
centuries — no  Lancashire  Borough  sent  members  to 
Parliament,  and  the  County  was  represented  in  the 
Great  Council  of  the  nation  solely  by  the  two 
Knights  of  the  shire. 

In  the  first  Parliament  of  Edward  VI.,  Nov.  4, 
1547,  Writs  were  re-issued  to,  and  returns  again 
made  by  the  Boroughs  of  Lancaster,  Preston, 
Wigan,  and  Liverpool.  To  the  Parliament  which 
met  1st  of  Elizabeth,  Jan.  23,  1559,  Clitheroe  and 
Newton  were  added,  making,  with  the  County 
members,  a  total  of  fourteen  representatives  from 
Lancashire.  With  a  brief  exception — during  the 
Commonwealth — this  continued  to  be  the  strength 
of  Lancashire   Parliamentary  Kepresentation  until 
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the  passing  of  the  Roform  Act  in  1832. 

Under  the  Commonwealth  all  small  Boroughs 
were  deprived  of  the  right  of  election,  the  returns 
to  Pai'lianieut  being  confined  chiefly  to  the  Counties 
and  large  Towns  and  Corporations.  To  the  Par- 
liaments of  1654  and  1656,  four  members  were 
returned  for  the  County,  and  one  each  for  Lancas- 
ter, Preston,  Liverpool,  Wigan,  and  Manchester — 
the  only  time  the  latter  town  sent  a  representative 
to  Parliamept  prior  to  1832.  But  matters  returned  to 
their  former  condition  in  the  Parliament  which  pre- 
ceded the  Restoration. 

By  the  Reform  Act,  2  William  IV.  [1832],  the 
Parliamentary  Representation  of  the  County  of 
Lancaster  and  its  Boroughs  stood  thus:— The 
County  to  return  four  knights  instead  of  two, 
namely,  two  each  for  the  Northern  and  Southern 
Divisions  The  Boroughs  of  Lancaster,  Preston, 
Liverpool,  and  Wigan  to  send  two  members  each 
as  before.  Clitheroe  one  member  only,  and  Newton 
to  be  disfranchised.  The  following  new  Boroughs 
were  created  :— Manchester,  Bolton,  Blackburn, 
and  Oldham,  to  return  two  members  each  ;  Ashton- 
under-Lyne,  Bury,  Rochdale,  Salford,  and  War- 
rington, one  member  each.  Making  a  total  of  26 
members,  or  nearly  twice  the  strength  of  Lanca- 
shire Representation  prior  to  the  passing  of  the 
Act. 

The  changes  since  then  have  been  as  follows  : — 
In  1861,  upon  the  allotment  of  the  scats  of  the 
disfranchised  Boroughs  of  Sudbury  and  St.  Albans, 
a  third  member  was  added  to  South  Lancashire. 
By  the  lleform  Act  31  Victoria,  [18(i7,l  the  two 
parts  of  the  (bounty  wore  furtlier  divided,  forming 
the  North  and  North-Kant,  Soiitti-Kant,  and  Soutli- 
Wi'st  DivisioiiH,  oacli  to  return  two  members.  Tho 
City  of  MaiiehcHter  and  tho  IJoroiighs  of  Liverpool 
and  Salford  iiad  each  an  additional  inunil>or  given, 
tlio  two  former  returning  thnui  miitnJM^rH  and  tho 
lultor  two  ;  anil  ii  now  Itoroiigii  was  (ireatod  at 
Htiihiybridgo  to  return  one  ineiiiber.  On  tho  other 
Hide  tlio  aniiiont  horough  of  liiine/iNtitr  wti»  dis- 
fraMcliimid  fur  l)rilniry  and  <iiirii|tl  imictieoH.  'I'hoHo

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sentatives  to  32  members,  at  which  number  it  now 
stands. 

The  right  of  Election  in  the  Counties  from  time 
immemorial  to  1832  appears  to  have  rested  with 
the  freeholders  at  large.  In  the  Cities  and  Boroughs 
it  varied  considerably,  being  governed  in  part  by 
local  usage,  in  part  by  Charters  establishing  exclu- 
sive privileges  in  part  by  various  resolutions 
of  the  House  of  Commons  in  cases  of  disputed 
elections.  By  the  Reform  Act  of  1832  a  great  ex- 
tension of  the  elective  franchise  was  established. 
In  the  Counties,  besides  the  Freeholders  as  before, 
the  right  of  voting  was  extended — 1st.  To  Copy- 
holders having  an  estate  of  the  yearly  value  of  not 
less  than  £10  ;  2ndly.  To  Leaseholders  for  a  term 
of  not  less  than  sixty  years,  and  of  the  yearly  value 
of  not  less  than  £10;  3rdly,  to  Leaseholders  for  a 
term  of  not  less  than  twenty  years,  and  with  the 
yearly  value  of  not  less  than  £50 ;  and  4thly.  To 
every  Tenant  paying  a  yearly  rent  of  not  less  than 
dE50.  In  Cities  and  Boroughs  one  uniform  fran- 
chise was  established  in  favour  of  every  male 
householder  or  occupier  of  premises  of  the  yearly 
value  of  not  less  than  £10.  The  right  of  Freemen 
to  vote  was  not  continued,  unless  residing  within 
seven  miles  of  the  place  of  polling,  and  all  vobers 
to  be  registered.  By  the  Act  of  1867  the  fran- 
chise was  further  extended  thus  : — In  the  Counties 
to  every  occupier  of  land  of  the  rateable  value  of 
not  less  than  £12.  In  the  Cities  and  Boroughs — 
1st.  To  every  male  inhabitant  householder  ;  2ndly. 
To  every  occupier  of  lodgings  of  the  yearly  value 
of  not  less  than  £10 ;  and  3rdly.  To  every  owner 
of  land  or  tenements,  whether  freehold,  copyhold, 
or  leasehold — the  latter  to  be  for  an  original  term 
of  not  less  than  ten  years — of  the  yearly  value  of 
not  less  than  £50.  But  no  person  to  vote  for  more 
than  two  candidates  in  any  County  or  Borough 
represented  by  three  members  or  for  more  than 
three  candidates  where  four  members  are  sent. 

The  Knights  for  the  Shire  of  Lancaster  have 
always  been  chosen  from  amongst  the  magnates 
and  great  landowners  of  the  County.  In  the  list 
of  Representatives  the  names  of  some  of  the  best 
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known  and  most  illustrious  of  Lancashire  families 
— both  past  and  present — will  be  recognised.  In 
the  early  Parliaments  those  of  the  most  frequent 
occurrence  are  Boteler,  Bradshaigh,  Hoghton,  Rad- 
cliif,  Nevill,  Haydock,  Lawrence,  Banastre,  Pilk- 
iugfcon,  Athertou,  Harrington,  and  Stanley.  Among 
the  later  appear  those  of  Stanley,  oghton,  Gerard, 
Molyueux,  Assheton,  Radcliff,  Egerton,  Shuttle- 
worth,  Staudish,  Ireland,  Bold,  and  Blackburne. 
F>jr  the  last  four  hundred  years  the  Stanleys  have 
s  lared  largely  in  the  representation  of  the  County. 
Prior  to  1832  "the  estates  and  connexions  of  the 
Earl  of  Derby,  together  with  his  personal  influence, 
always  enabled  him  to  nom  uate  one  of  the  mem- 
bers for  the  County,  the  other  being  selected  by 
the  old  Tory  County  families."  (Oldfield's  Repre- 
sentative History,  vol.  iv.,  89.)  And,  notwith- 
standing the  great  extension  of  the  franchise  by 
the  two  Reform  Acts,  the  Earl  can  still  invariably 
command  a  seat  for  a  member  of  his  family  in  the 
Northern  Division  of  the  County. 

The  population  of  the  County,  according  to  the 
various  official  censuses  since  1801,  is  as  follows  :  — 
In  1801,  673,486;  in  1811,  828,499;  in  1821, 
1,052,948;  in  1831,  1,336,854;  in  1841,  1,667,054; 
in  1851,  2,031,236;  in  1861,  2,429,440;  in  1871, 
2,818,904.

Sir  Henry  le  Boteler  or  Henry  Pincerna,  eldest 
son  of  William  le  Boteler,  Baron  of  Warrington. 
Died  before  his  father  in  1297.  His  son, 
William,  who  afterwards  inherited  the  War- 
rington Barony,  was  summoned  to  Parliament 
as  a  Baron.

WINWICK:  CHARLES  HERLE    AND 

THE    GEE  FAMILY. 

A  regard  for  what  is  due  to  the  principles  upon 
which  literary  investigations  are  conducted,  no  less 
than  to  the  supreme  value  of  accuracy  in  the  compila- 
tion of  History,  prompts  the  following  communica- 
tion. 

Last  year  I  put  together  a  short  account  of  the 
Rev.  Charles  Herle,  rector  of  Winwick,  the  well 
known  Prolocutor  of  the  celebrated  Assembly  of 
Divines,  based  upon  a  large  amount  of  materials, 
which  for  some  years  I  have  been  collecting  from 
MSS.  and  contemporary  literature  with  the  view  of 
writing  an  adequate  memoir  of  a  man  who  typified 
the  religious  historj'  of  his  eventful  time.  This  ac- 
count was  read  at  Winwick  as  a  Lecture  to  the 
members  of  the  Manchester  Field  Naturalists'  and 
Archaeologists'  Society.     It  was  printed  in  the  first 
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series  of  the  Leigh  Chronicle  Scrap  Book,  and  in  other 
local  newspapers,  and  has  been  twice  reprinted.  I 
now  find  from  the  second  edition  of  a  History  of 
Winwick,  by  Mr.  Beamont,  of  Warrington,  which 
I  have  just  purchased,  that  many  of  the  material 
facts  in  my  Lecture  concerning  Herle  and  his  inter- 
esting Lancashire  parish  have  been  appropriated  by 
the  author  of  that  work  without  a  single  note  of 
acknowledgment !  By  the  aid  of  my  Lecture, 
which  was  placed  at  the  time  in  the  libraries  of 
Warrington,  Manchester,  <Su;. ,  and  was  also  issued 
with  the  last  report  of  the  Field  Naturalists'  So- 
ciety, the  full  extent  of  Mr.  Beamont's  indebted- 
ness to  my  labour  may  readily  be  seen,  many  of  the 
interjected  passages  having  been  inserted  in  the 
present  work  with  scissors  and  paste  rather  than 
with  the  pen.  If  any  alteration  is  attempted,  the 
probability  is  that  Mr.  Beamont  leads  his  readers 
astray,  as,  e.g.  at  page  42,  where  John  Ley  of  Bud- 
worth  did  not  say,  as  he  is  made  to  say,  that  a 
monthly  Exercise  was  set  up  "at  Winwick,"  but 
"  at  W.,"  by  which  I  believe  he  meant  Warrington  ; 
or  on  the  same  page,  where  "  the  suspicious  man," 
•whom  I  quoted  (page  7  of  my  Lecture)  from  Herle's 
Wisdom's  Tripos  in  connection  with  Prince  Rupert's 
dog,  is  turned  into  "one  of  Herle's  parishioners." 

Mr.  Beamont  is  also  indebted  to  the  writer  of 
this  note  for  many  other  documents,  &c.,  in  the 
present  edition  which  were  given  up  with  habitual 
readiness.  Amongst  them  wore  the  important  List 
of  the  Protestors  of  the  parish  of  Winwiok,  l(')41-2 
(pa-^o  4;^),  the  only  paper  of  high  value  in  the  en- 
tiro  History  ;  the  notes  on  tlio  payment  of  the  Rec- 
torial i'mt  fruits,  wliich,  with  intonnation  from  i\ 
Wood  and  olhcT  sourcoH,  reduced  to  orchn-  Mr.  Hea- 
moiit'H  first  list  of  IJoctors  ;  as  also  many  other 
memoranda  (inehiding  sovoral  notes  for  which  I  was 
indebted  to  a  friend)  citiier  corrootive  of  niistaUcH, 
or  in  Mupply  of  oniisHioiia. 

PaHsiriLt  by  sovoral  other  miHtalcoH,  in  which  [  fool 
coneoniod,  it  ought  to  b((  iiidiwitrd  that  itno 
point  to  which  I  calhid  Mr.  Kcainoiit'H  attention,  on 
til"  pubIi(!ation  of  the  lirMt  oditioii  of  hiH  IliHlonj, 
wan  tiio  confuHodnimii  wliieh  porvadod  his  BtatoniontR 


about  the  Gee  family  of  Manchester.  It  now  ap- 
pears from  the  present  new  edition  that  my  hints, 
by  the  aid  of  which  I  endeavoured  to  put  Mr.  Bea  • 
mont  on  more  accurate  lines  of  research,  have  not 
been  pursued,  and  that  his  statements  in  conse- 
quence are  still  at  sixes  and  sevens. 

In  the  first  edition  of  his  History  (page  31)  Mr- 
Beamont  said  that  in  1622  "  Mr.  Gee  occurs  as 
curate"  of  Winwick  ;  but  where  he  occurred  was  not 
explained.  Mr.  Beamont  farther  stated  that  he 
was  Edward  Gee,  D.D.,  a  prisoner  in  1656,  and 
made  Eector  of  Eccleston  in  1660;  that  he  was 
"  thought "  to  be  "the  Mr.  Gee  who  was  called 
carate  of  Newton  ;"  and  that  he  wrote  two  sermona 
— one  on  Judges  v.  23,  and  another  on  James  v.  7. 
All  this  was  wrong,  three  or  four  Gees  having 
been  rolled  up  into  one.  As  far  as  I  was  then  able 
I  pointed  out  some  of  these  errors  to  the  Author, 
explaining  inter  alia  that  the  preacher  at  Newton 
(which  was  Newton,  near  Manchester,  not  Newton- 
le- Willows)  was  George  Gee,  whose  dates  were 
1618-36  ;  and  that  there  was  a  Robert  Gee,  who 
was  pastor  at  Newchurch,  in  Winwick  parish, 
about  1641-2.  Supplied  -with,  these  and  other 
hints  Mr.  Beamont,  in  the  present  second  edition, 
has,  unfortunately,  still  further  complicated  the  mat- 
ter bj'^  making  the  following  statement  (pp.  38-40), 
which  I  intersperse  with  corrections  and  remarks. 
"Winwick,  or  some  of  its  chapelries,  had  the  ser- 
vices of  several  members  of  the  Gee  family  as 
curates."  There  were  but  tivo  members.  "In 
1571  there  was  an  Edward  Gee,  who  had  a  bene- 
fice in  Chester,  of  which  he  was  deprived,  and  he 
afterwards,  in  1598,  became  proctor  of  Brazenose  " 
(sic).  This  very  careless  statement  is  transferred, 
but  not  quite  accuratel}',  from  an  ill-digested  note 
in  Dr.  Grosart's  Xowell  MS.,  page  123.  The  Proc- 
tor of  1598  entered  Merton  College  in  1582,  aged 
17,  and  therefore  could  not  be  deprived  of  a  living  in 
1571,  when  he  would  be  six  years  old  !  Moreover, 
it  is  mere  assumption  that  Gee's  name  was  Edward, 
that  his  benefice  had  been  in  Chester,  and  that  the 
deprivation  occurred  in  1571.  Mr.  Beamont  con- 
tin-.es :    "Another  Edwaed,  probably  the   son  of 
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the  former  [Not  so  :  he  was,   according  to   Oliver 
Hey  wood,  the  son  of  John  Que  hereafter  mentioned 
or,  according  to  better  evidence  jjenes  me,    son  of 
George  Gee  before-named],  received  his  education 
at  Newton  or  more  probably   Winwick  School,  in 
Lancashire  [Not  so  :  he  was  bred  in  Newton  School 
in  the  parish  of  ManchesJer],  and  went   afterwards 
[viz.,  in  1626]  to  Brazenose  College,  Oxford,  where 
he    ultimately   graduated   D.D.    [That   degree   he 
never  attained  :  it  belongs  to  the  Proctor   hereto- 
fore named,  who  is  the  same  person  as  the  Rector 
of  Tedbourne  S.   Mary,   Devonshire],  and   became 
chaplain  to  Dr.  Parr,  Bishop  of   Sodor  and   Man, 
whom  he  succeeded,  in  1643,  in  the  bishop's  living 
of  Eccleston.  Before  that  time  hehad  probably  offici- 
ated as  curate   of   Winwick."     This   is  the   third 
probably  in  this  short  piece  of  biography.     I  do  not 
believe  that  Edward  Gee  had  any  official  standing 
whatever  in  Winwick  j)arish.     Continuing   his  ac- 
count of  Edward  Gee,    the  writer   assigns  another 
year — still  incorrect — to  his   imprisonment.     Then 
this    explanation    intervenes,    in    reference  to  the 
statement  of  the  first  edition  :   "  It  was  not  he,  but 
another  Edward  Gee,  who  preached  two  sermons  in 
1620."      Matters   become   worse;    this    "another 
Edward  "  was  the  Proctor  before-named,  of  Devon- 
shire, who  died  in  1618  ;  and  he  could  not,  there- 
fore,   preach     two   sermons   in    1620,     except    by 
applying  the   text   about  being    dead,  yet   speak- 
ing.      The    sermons     (one    of     which,    at    least, 
was     preached    in    the    former    century)    are    in 
the     Chotham    jjihrary,    and    will    explain    them- 
BelvcH  when  looked  at.      Mr.    Ream<mt  next   deals 
with  (JKOKCiic  (iKK,   rej)oating  the  mistake  tliat  ho 
waH     of      Newton-le-VV'illows    :       "   (Jeorge      Gee, 
]<i(lward'H  l>rotlior  [tlie  authority   for   this    relation- 
bliij)  is  not  givcnl,  \vaH(!urate   of    Newton,    ono  of 
tb(!  Winwick   cliaiielrieH,  from  Kil"  iiL  tlio  least,  to 
l(i;ir)-(),  diligently   wuteliing  over  hJM  lloeU,    Imt  not 
coming  ho  niiicli  beroru  tlir  pnlilJoiiH  IiJn  weil-linowu 
brotlier,"     II<j  wan  (piito  iih  much  bi'l'ori)  tlio  |>ublio 
an  hJH  Wdll-liown  "  bmtlior."     Masti'r  Oco  of  Nnw- 
lon  waH  ono  of  Hiomh   godly    liiirniMl   m«>n,    butter 
than  tliOHo  of   lloiiiMworlliM  day,    wlm    imd    "uh- 
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tained  a  good  report  in  Manchester  and  the  parts 
about  it ;"  and  there  was  a  very  lively  recollectioa 
of  him  when  in  1646  our  Mancunian  Annalist  com- 
mended him,  with  the  famous  Bourne  of  Man- 
chester, the  two  Midgeleys  of  Rochdale,  and  Hil- 
dersham  of  Ashby-de-la-Zouch.  George  Gee  is  in- 
deed described  as  o'  Leigh,  clerk,  in  1617  ;  but  the 
entries  relating  to  him  in  the  Manchester  registers 
(one  baptism  and  three  deaths,  beginning  24  Aug. 
1017,  and  ending  28  Jan.,  1635-6,  when  he  wa3 
buried)  call  him  Preacher  of  Newton  Chapel. 
Lastly,  tlie  Robert  Gee,  whom  I  found  for  Mr. 
Beamont  in  my  lists  of  those  who  took  the  Protest- 
ation in  1642,  is  thus  introduced:  "Robert  Gee, 
also  a  brother  of  Edward  [Query],   had   charge  of 

Newchurch,  another  of  the  chapekies 

Robert  Gee  remained  the  pastor  of  Newchurch 
[from  when?]  until  1642."  This  extraordinary  ac- 
count of  the  Gees  concludes  with  the  following 
statement:  "Martindale  mentions  an  interesting 
occasion  in  1658  when  the  three  brothers  all  met  and 
preached  in  Manchester  on  the  same  day."  New- 
come  [Autohioijraphy,  page  90),  and  not  Martindale, 
^s  the  authority.  The  year  was  not  1658,  but  very 
much  earlier,  for  the  writer  is  jotting  down  the  re- 
miniscences of  the  past.  In  the  text  it  is  "the 
three  Gees,"  not  "the  three  brothers." 

The  most  curious  circumstance  that  has  come 
under  my  notice  while  working  my  way  out  of  the 
maze  into  which  Mr.  Beamont  had  led  me  is  this, 
his  revised  account  of  the  Gees,  is,  that  he  had 
omitted  the  most  celebrated  curate  of  them  aU  ; 
whose  name  at  one  time  was  on  the  lips  of  every- 
body !  This  was  John  Gee,  of  Brazenose  College, 
B.A.,  28th  February,  1615-16  ;  M.A.,  17th  Oct., 
1621;  "who,"  says  an  authority  which  Mr.  Bea- 
mont has  overlooked,  ' '  after  he  had  taken  one  de- 
gree of  arts,  became  beneficed  at  Newton,  near  Win- 
wick,  in  Lancashire,  of  which  last  place,  Mr.  Josias 
Home  being  then  Parson,  Gee  had  oftentimes  con- 
ferences with  him  concerning  matters  of  religion ; 
but  they  savouring  much  of  a  mind  inciting  to 
Popery,  Mr.  Home  and  the  neighbouring  ministers 
concluded  among  themselves  that  he  had  changed 
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Ilia  religion  before  he  had  left  that  place."  From 
other  sources  it  is  to  be  ascertained  that  Gee  held 
some  unenviable  position  under  Bishop  Bridgeman, 
and  as  such  "  played  many  notorious  pranks."  On 
leaving  Winwick,  John  Gee  connected  himself 
■vvith  the  Roman  Catholics  of  London  ;  was  present 
at  the  "doleful  Vespers  "  at  Blackfriars,  26  October, 
1623,  when  he  escaped  with  his  life  ;  was  re-con- 
verted by  his  father  (an  aged  minister  in  the  diocese 
of  Exeter),  and  Archbishop  Abbot ;  and  penned 
bitter  tracts  against  the  Romanists,  of  which  Tlw. 
Foot  out  of  the  Snare  (Lond,  4to  1624,  issued  four 
times  that  year)  is  noticed  in  Dodd's  Certamen,  &c, , 
1724,  as  No.  87  of  the  Protestant  Writers,  and 
which  is  there  said  to  be  by  the  "  Curate  of  Win- 
wick." He  was  again  in  Lancashire  in  1633,  being 
a  kind  of  Rural  Dean  to  his  Bishop.  He  died  in 
1639  (according  to  Hasted)  at  Tenterden,  in  Kent' 
where  he  had  been  beneficed  by  Archbishop  Abbot. 
There  is  one  passage  in  the  works  of  this  quondani 
curate  of  Newton,  which  contains  so  much  of  in- 
terest to  aU  who  desire  to  look  closely  into  the  reli- 
gious life  of  the  parish  about  the  year  1622,  that  no 
apology  need  be  offered  for  introducing  it  into  this 
communication.  It  occurs  in  his  very  bitter,  yet 
entertaining,  work,  called  The  Foot  out  of  the  Snare, 
where  the  writer,  after  bewailing  the  injury  he  had 
done  to  the  Church  of  England  by  his  one  year's 
withdrawal  from  her  communion,  as  well  as  to  his 
aged  father,  makes  the  following  confession  in  re- 
gard to  his  former  iiitorcourso  with  his  Hector  : 
"  I  must  needs  do  jmblick  right  unto  one  whom  I 
hauo  pubhkely  wronged,  I  moano,  my  Neighl)our- 
Minister,  Miintor  J osiah /lornf,  Fttrson  oi  H'iniiHcl,; 
in  Liinaixhln: :  at  wliose  groat  danger,  if  not  ruinc, 
1  oaruiot  deny,  hut  that  I  was  induced  to  aimo  by 
HuggeHto<l  HurmizcH  aiul  gniuncUeHS  criiuinationH.  F 
will  uotHocki!  to  sliift  off  my  fault  and  lay  it  on 
thoHo  of  tlm  I'lipiHli  faction,  who  W(iro  my  Inciti^rs. 
AheltorH,  or  (!(»Mf(;d()nitt!n;  though  Homo  of  thcni 
know  and  cannot  (without  <loulilo  dmiling)  dtiuy 
tliiit  tlioy  offrod  hoth  tho  proofo  of  tho  orimiimtion, 
luni  pri(!«  of  my  ohiiigoM,  f<jr  liiH  couuiotiou  in  thoso 
huauy  Sl  vniuHt  ArticIoH  which  I  uxhibiled  and  pur- 
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sued  against  him.  By  their  instigation,  a  double 
poyson  crept  into  my  soul ;  of  Hatred  and  Slander 
against  man,  and  of  defection  from  the  t)'ae  wor 
ship  of  God.  Both  these  bitter  weeds  took  root 
together  in  my  vnderstanding  and  passions,  and 
each  of  them  gaue  mutuall  growth  to  the  other.  My 
hatred  against  this  my  industrious  &  religious 
neighbour,  a  learned  preacher  &  bountiful  house- 
keeper, draue  me  on  toward  Popery  ;  and  my  giving 
eare  to  Popish  motiues  did  more  kindle  my  distaste 
against  him.  So  with  one  breath  those  that  seduced 
me  blew  those  coles  which  branded  my  heart  and 
hand.  Let  them,  to  whom  of  right  it  belongeth, 
owne  their  own  part  of  the  crime  of  this  Eeuerend 
good  mans  false  and  iniurious  accusation  :  I  will 
take  mine  o'^Tie  share  and  (though  to  my  shame) 
confess  that  as  in  the  first  breach  betwixt  Master 
Horna  and  mee,  I  gaue  the  first  occasion  by  con- 
uersing  too  familiarly  with  those  whose  neither 
life  nor  belief  did  suit  with  my  profession  ;  and  as 
in  other  respects,  so  in  the  maine  mischiefe  against 
him,  I  was  such  an  inte  ntiue  and  active  an  instru- 
ment, that,  summing  vp  all  circumstances  of  aggra- 
uation  against  my  selfe,  I  think  I  cannot  be  guilty 
of  a  greater  sinne  er ga  proximum  than  that  against 
him.  For  which  I  humbly  and  hartily  crave  par- 
don of  God  and  of  him  "  (pages  92-6).

CANDLE  IN  LEIGH  CHUECH  IN  1474. 

(See  Nos.  58  and  63.) 

I  am  able  to  give  a  little  information  regarding 

the  chief  actor  in  the  quaint  ceremony  of   cursing 

by  bell,  book,  and  candle,  an  account  of  which  has 

been  printed  in  the  ' '  Scrap  Book. " 

Nicholas  of  the  Eyloml,  or  del  Bylondes,  was  the 
son  of  Robert  del  Bylondes  (of  the  Kyelands,  in  the 
to^vnship  of  Westhoughton,  in  the  parish  of  Deane, 
an  estate  which  his  ancestor  John  fil :  Bobert  de 
Blhindes  possessed  in  the  reign  of  Edward  I.), 
and  A'jnes  his  wife,  who  survived  him,   and  was 
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living  in  the  year  1430,  when  Nicholas,  tlieir  son 
(Avho  was  born  circa  1396  and  would  then  be  about 
34  years  of  age),  married  Margery,  the  daughter  of 
Sir  Thomas  Gerard,  knight.  From  the  fact  that 
Nicholas  invariably  seals  with  a  merchant's  mark, 
I  think  it  probable  that  he  was  a  merchant. 

The  following  abstracts  of  deeds  were,  with  his 
characteristic  courtesy,  copied  for  me,  together 
with  others  relating  to  earlier  members  of  the  same 
family,  by  the  late  Canon  Raines,  F.S.A.,  from  his 
Lancashire  MSS.,  vol.  xxv.,  and  they  are  here 
translated  from  the  Latin  : — 

(I).  "  Know  all  men  &c.  that  I  Agnes,  who  was 
the  wife  of  Robert  del  Rylondes,  have  given  &c.  to 
William  son  of  Roger  de  Assheton  and  to  Robert 
Olyver  chaplain  all  my  lands  and  tenements  which 
Thurstan  de  Pemberton  holds  of  me  in  the  town  of 
Pemberton  To  have  &  to  hold  &c.  These  being 
witnesses  -.—John  Gerard  del  Bryn,  John  Gerard  de 
Lice,  James  de  Wynstanley,  Henry  de  Pemberton, 
Roger  Molyneux,  and  others.  Dated  at  Pemberton 
the  sixth  day  of  May  in  the  year  of  the  reign  of 
King  Henry  the  Sixth  after  the  conquest  of  Eng- 
land the  eighth."  [a.d.  1430.]  Seal  :  A  crest,  a 
lion  (?)  sejant  regardant. 

(II).  "  Know  all  men  &c.  that  we  William  sou  of 
Roger  of  Asaheton  and  Robert  Olyver,  chaplain, 
have  given  to  Agnes  who  was  the  wife  of  Robert 
del  Rylondes  all  the  lamis  and  tenements  which 
lately  we  had  by  the  gift  and  feoffment  of  the 
aforesaid  Agnes  iu  the  town  of  Pemberton.  To 
have  and  to  hold  to  the  said  Agnes  for  the  term  of 
her  life  of  tin;  chief  lord  of  the  fee  by  service  &o. 
And  after  the  decease  of  the  aforenaid  Aipies  wo 
wish  and  grant  tluit  all  the  aforesaid  lauds  &,e.  may 
remain  to  Nicholas  del  RylomleA  and  Margrry  tlio 
daughter  of  Sir  Thomas  Gerard,  hiiighl,  and  the 
lawful  lieirH  of  the  bodies  of  the  aforoaaid  Nicholas 
and  Miinjery.  'i'o  have  and  to  iiold  &c.  Uoniaindor 
to  the  right  lieifH  of  tlio  said  Nicliolmi  for  «iv»t. 
I'lioMo  being  witueHsttK  :  John  llfrard,  del  liryni\ 
John  Gerard  de  hies,  Jamva  <lr  W'yiivtanlty,  thiiry 
de  /'rvJirrlon,  /\'oger  Mulynnuv.  and  othorM.  l)atoil 
»L  Pcmbcrlou  IJU  May.     b  ll«u.  VI."    (.a.  l>.  1430.1 
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Seal  :    The  letter  R  between  two  oak  or  palm 
sprigs, 

(III).  "To  all  the  faithful  ia  Christ,  &c.  I 
Nicholas  del  Rilondes  and  Margery  my  wife  send 
greeting  in  the  Lord.  Know  ye  that  we  have  re- 
mitted &c  to  Thurstan  de  Pemherton  and  his  heirs 
and  assigns  all  our  right  and  claim  which  we  have 
in  aU  those  messuages  lands  and  tenements  which 
the  aforesaid  Thurstan  has  of  onr  gift  and  feoff- 
ment in  the  town  of  Pemberton  by  a  certain  charter 
©f  our  to  the  said  Thurstan  and  bis  heirs  &c. 
These  being  witnesses  ;  James  de  Wynstanley,  Hugh 
de  Pemberton,  Henry  de  Pemherton  and  others. 
Dated  at  Pemberton  12  March 
14  Hen.  VI."  [a.d  1436.] 
Seal  :  The  merchant's  mark. 
(See  woodcut). 

(IV).  "Bond  from  Nicholas 
del  Rylondes  and  Margery  his 
wife  to  Thurstan  de  Pemberton 
in  twenty  pounds  of  silver  to 
be  paid  to  the  said  Thurstan  at  the  feast  of 
Ascension  next  coming.  Dated  14  March. 
14  Henry  VI.  [a.d.  1436.]  The  condition  of 
the  said  obligation  is  such  that  if  the  said 
Nicholas  and  Margery  del  Rylondes  his  wife 
above  bounden  to  make  to  the  Thurstayi  within 
named  a  surrender  of  all  the  lands  which  the  said 
Thurstan  had  of  the  gift  and  feoffment  of  the  said 
Nicholas  and  Margery  at  the  cost  of  the  said 
Thui'stan  then  this  bond  to  be  null  and  void  or  else 
&c."     Seal  :  The  merchant's  mark  as  before, 

(V).  "Know  all  men  &c  that  we  Nicholas  del 
Rilondes  and  Margery  my  wife  have  given  &c  to 
Thurstan  de  Pemherton  his  heirs  and  assigns  all 
our  messuages  lands  and  tenements  which  we  had 
of  the  gift  and  feoffment  of  William  son  of  Roger 
de  Assheton  and  Robert  Olyrer,  chaplain,  within  the 
town  of  Pemberton.  To  have  and  to  hold  for  ever 
always  pro\'ided  that  whenever  the  aforesaid 
Nicholas  and  Margery  and  their  heirs  shall  pay  to 
the  aforesaid  Thurstan  twenty  pounds  that  then  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  us  the  said  Nicholas  and  Mar- 
gery and  our  heirs  in  all  the  aforesaid  messuages 
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&c  to  reenter  and  to  peacefully  possess  them  as 
formerly.  These  being  wi  tnessea  :  James  de  Wyn- 
Stanley,  Hugh  de  Pemberton,  Henry  de  Pemherton 
and  others.  Dated  at  Pemberton  the  8th  March 
14  Hen.  VI."  [a.d.  1436.  ]  Seal  :  The  merchant's 
mark  as  before. 

In  the  Cheshire  Recognizance  Eolls,  now  in  the 
Record  Office  and  recently  calendared  by  the 
officials  there  are  several  Recognizances  dated  from 
1441  to  1443  to  which  Nicholas  Rylondes  was  a 
party — most  of  them  being  bonds  in  100  marks  for 
him  and  others  to  keep  the  peace  towards  other 
persons  in  Ch  eshire  whose  names  are  given.  This 
Nicholas  was  probably  the  person  referred  to  in  the 
above  deeds. 

With  regard  to  "  Merchants'  marks"  the  follow- 
ing notes  may  be  of  interest.  In  the  Creed  of  Piers 
Plowman  (347)  in  describing  a  monastry  the  loUow- 
ing  occurs : — 

Wyde  wyndowes  y-wrought, 
Y-writen  ful  thikke, 
Shynen  with  shapen  aheldes, 
To  shewen  aboute, 
With  merkes  of  merchaunies, 
Y-medeled  betweue, 
More  than  twentie  and  two 
Twyse  y-noumbbred. 
Ther  is  uon  heraud  that  hath 
Half  swiche  a  rolle, 
Right  as  a  rageman 
Hath  roknod  hem  newo. 
Mr.  William  Newton,  in  his  excellent  "  Display 
of  Heraldry,"  (Pickoring  1840)  has  a  chapter  upon 
Merchants'  Marks  &c.  and  thoro  figures   aud  des- 
cribes a  niimbuf  of  cxaiuplos.     After  oxplaiuiug  tho 
position  of  I'lngiisii  incrchantH,   moat  »>f   whom,  ho 
Btattjs,  after  tlio  Torniiiiation  of   tlio   Holy    Wars, 
wcro  "  morohaiits  of  tho  staple  of  wool,"  Mr.  Mow- 
ton  says  : — 

Miiiiy  uf  tiiu  wuaUliy  iiHirchaiitH  in  thu  ir.idillo  iikuh, 
buili  lieiu  niid  alu'oixl,  IiuvIiik  iiu  itiiiiorial  licaiiiiKH, 
and  not  biiint{  allowtnl  to  iiNHiinio  iluvicim  of  an  lioraliliu 
cliaracliir,  iMnploycil,  nn  lliuir  Hi^ntitx  or  niaikH  of  i'i)(j;- 
ni/anco,  ('(trliiin  iiciMiliar  li^iinm  or  nionof(raniH,  by 
wliioh  Ihuir  gouiU  inighl  hu  known,  in  tliu  abnciico  uf 
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written  names,  and  as  eubatitutes  for  armorial  insigniai. 
These  characters,  though  answering,  in  civil  trans- 
actions, aU  the  purposes  of  heraldic  figures,  were  not 
armorial,  but  merely  personal  marks,  by  the  employ- 
ment of  which  aa  seals,  the  property  and  legal  acts  of 
the  bearers  were  certified. 

A  merchant's  mark  resembling  the  head  of  a 
trident  may  be  seen,  below  a  carved  niche,  on  one- 
of  the  pillars  in  Wigan  Parish  Church.  la  thi» 
case  the  mark  is  carved  upon  a  shield. 

It  may  be  added  that  merchants'  marks  are  occa- 
Bionally  met  with,  impaled  with  armorial  bearings, 
in  cases  where  the  owner  of  auch  a  mark  had 
married  the  daughter  of  a  gentleman  of  coat- 
armour,  or  where  a  gentleman  of  coat-armour  has- 
married  the  daughter  of  a  merchant.

The  document  given  below  is  so  curiously  worded 
and  possesses  so  much  local  interest  that  we  re- 
print it  from  **  Miscellanea  Oenealogica  et  Herah 
dica,"  edited  by  Joseph  Jackson  Howard,  Esq., 
L.L.D.,  F.SA.,  &c.  Vol.  I.,  p.  61.  (Quarterly 
Series.)  The  grantee,  William  fFaringtou,  gent., 
was  the  son  of  Sir  Henry  flFarington,  of  ffarington, 
knight,  by  his  second  wife  Dorothy,  daughter  of 
Sir  Humphrey  Okeover,  of  Okeover,  co.  Stafford, 
knight.  Mr.  William  ffarington,  who  was  (after- 
wards) a  Deputy  Lieutenant  and  a  J.  P.  for  the 
county  of  Lancaster,  married  Ann,  daughter  of  Sir 
Thomas  Talbot,  of  BashaU,  knight,  and  his  great 
grandson  William  ffarington  was  one  year  old  at 
the  Visitation  of  Lancashii'e  in  1613  when  Sir 
Pachard  St.  George,  Norroy  King  of  Arms,  at- 
tached his  signature  to  the  document.

and  Ireland  Deffendor  of  the  faithe  &  viidre  god  of 
the  Churches  of  England  and  Ireland  supreme 
gou'nor  &  ia  the  yere  of  our  Lord  god  1560.

[No.  75.]— THE  STONE  CROSS  AT  LOWTON. 

The  following  notes  respecting  the  old  stone  cross 
at  Lowton,  which  in  ancient  times  stood  on  a  plot 
of  ground  at  the  Four  Lane  Ends,  near  to  Lowton 
Parish  Church,  may  be  interesting.  The  site  of 
the  old  cross  is  now  marked  by  five  lime  trees, 
which  are  planted  in  the  form  of  a  cross.  The  only 
direct  documentary  evidence  of  its  existence  which 
I  have  been  able  to  find  is  that  in  the  Olivorian 
Survey  of  Ecclesiastical  Benefices  in  the  County  of 
Lancantcr,  (Hi)>lothec  MSS.  Lambeth,  fo.  358 
Baines'  Hist.  Lane,  vol.  iv.,  fo.  812),  and  is  in- 
cluded in  an  in({ui8itiou  taken  at  Wij^an,  on  Tluirs- 
day,  the  20tli  day  of  Juno,  1050,  Ijoforo  liichard 
Shuttloworth  (no  doubt  Richard  Shuttloworth,  of 
Bedford,  Emiuiro),  .John  StarU(-y,  TlioinaH  Wliit- 
tingham,  .Jolin  Sowroy,  .Joromiah  AHpiiuviilI,  (^oorgo 
TouIhou,  William  VVoHt,  and  (Jtiorgo  IMgott, 
KmiuiroH,  tlio  CommiMHionorH  for  the  (lounly  of 
IjaiiciiHtcir,  for  oiKjuiring  into  tlio  iiiinibcr  and 
valudH  of  Cliuroh  IjiviugM  in  tlio  (!oiiniy.  Jt  i.i  an 
foliowB : — 

"WlNWIOiC-OUM-IIULMK.— Lftwlon-ouniKoiiyon, 
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— Here  it  is  fit  that  a  chapel  should  be  built  at  the 
Stone  Cross,  withia  the  town  of  Lawton  and  that 
the  township  of  Lawton  and  Kenyon  and  the  in- 
habitants of  Golbome  are  fit  to  be  annexed  to  the 
new  built  church  at  Lawton.  The  inhabitants  of 
Golbome  should  join  with  Lawton  for  the  building 
of  a  church  at  the  Stone  Cross,  and  be  part  of  that 
parish." 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  did  not  take 
any  efifect,  so  far  as  the  bu  ilding  of  a  church  at 
Lowton  is  concerned,  for  the  parish  church  was  not 
built  until  the  year  1732,  when  the  money  for  its 
erection  was  raised  by  subscriptions,  and  indeed 
the  report  was  entirely  without  effect.  We  find, 
however,  that  when  the  church  was  built  it  was 
built  at  the  Stone  Cross,  the  same  position  which 
was  chosen  for  it  by  the  Commissioners.  It  is 
very  probable  that  the  trees  were  planted  at  the 
time  the  cross  was  r  amoved.  They  occupy  a  square 
mound  which,  doubtless,  at  one  time  formed  the 
steps  to  the  Cross  ;  and,  within  the  memory  of 
persons  now  living,  the  land  adjoining  and  sur- 
rounding this  mound  was  unenclosed,  and  Morris 
dances  were  held  there  annually  on  the  1st  of  May. 
Now,  the  land  has  been  enclosed,  but  the  mound 
still  remains.  The  lane  opposite  the  church  still 
retains  the  name  of  the  Stone  Cross-lane,  and  is 
thus  described  in  an  old  plan  in  my  possession. 
Latterly  it  has  somet  imes  been  called  the  Stone 
Croft-Jane,  and  the  Bolton  and  St.  Helens  Turn- 
pike Trustees  so  erroneously  describe  it  on  a  board 
at  the  toU-bar  at  the  end  of  the  lane.  Many  refer- 
ences to  Cross-lane  may  be  met  with  in  deeds  of 
land  in  the  neighbourhood.  I  have  searched  in  vain 
for  any  remains  of  this  ancient  cross  ;  it  seems  to 
have  entirely  disappeared.  Li  many  cases  where 
the  crosses  fell  into  decay  or  were  destroyed  by 
Puritanical  fanaticism,  their  places  were  filled  by 
obelisks.  This  has  been  done  in  the  Leigh  Market 
Place,  and  it  seems  evident  that  it  was-  the  inten" 
tion  of  the  persons  who  planted  the  five  lime  trees 
(which  by  the  way  are  at  Lowton,  for  some  reason 
or  other,  generally  called  the  Lodge  trees)  to  pre- 
serve the  memory  of  the  cross  having  stood  there 
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"by  planting  them  in  the  form  in  which  they  did.  I 
am  sorry  to  hear  that  the  purchaser   of  the  land  at 
a  recent  sale  is  thinking  of  cutting  the  trees  down.

His  second,  but  ultimately 
eldest  surviving  son,  William,  acquired  the 
estate  of  Smithills,  in  the  Parish  of  Dean, 
where  his  descendants  continued  until  the 
16th  century.  The  last  of  the  line  Ralph 
Radcliffe,  of  SmithiUs,  Esq.,  left  an  only 
daughter,  Cecily,  the  wife  of  John  Barton. 
whose  heiress  in  the  next  century  carried  the 
manor  of  Smithills  and  the  representation  of  the 
family  to  Belasyse  Viscount  Fauconberg.  Rad- 
cliff, of  Smithills,  is  now  represented  by  Sir 
George  Wombwell,  Bart.,  and  ihQ  Duke  of  Nor- 
folk, as  heirs  of  the  two  surviving  daughters  of 
Henry,  second  Earl  Fauconberg,  who  died  in 
1802.

worthy  of  great  laud  that  found  out  the  sciences 
liberall,  ■wherewith  the  soul  of  man  is  beautified  ; 
yet  is  there  due  as  great  commendation  to  them 
that  had  searched  forth  the  way  to  make  the  body 
not  much  inferior  to  the  soul ;  and  those  are  they 
(adds  he)  that  have  written  and  be  the  authors  of 
"this  science  of  sciences."  Although  Legh  lived 
at  a  time  when  the  herald's  profession  was  held  in 
intelligent  honour,  he  yet  finds  occasion  to  write  in 
vigorous  English  against  some  "  gentel  ungentile  " 
persons  who  would  rather  swear  arms  than  bear 
»rms,  or  who  would  out  of  negligence  stop  mustard- 
pots  with  their  fathers'  pedigrees  ;  against  un. 
gentile  gentlemen  who,  though  advanced  to  honour 
by  their  fathers,  would  dice  away  as  much  money 
as  would  pay  for  the  paternal  obsequies ;  and, 
worst  of  all,  against  some  ' '  very  stubble  curres, " 
who  were  neither  doers,  suflferers,  or  well-speakers 
of  honour's  toke  is.  Such  unkindly  sentiments 
towards  a  science  which  is  of  untold  importance  to 
the  historian  and  genealogist  received  a  more  hostile 
deve''opment  a  few  years  later  in  the  action  of  the 
English  Presbyterians,  who,  making  havoc  in  the 
cathedrals  and  churches,  left  the  armorial  bearings 
on  the  tombs  "not  only  crestfallen,  but  their 
colours  scarce  to  be  discerned."  (Fuller's  Hol]f 
State.)  Their  successors,  the  Puritans  in  the  next 
century,  seeing  in  heraldry  nothing  but  its  ostenta- 
tion, as  the  humour  of  Gray  viewed  it — 

The  boast  of  heraldry,  the  pomp  of  pK)wer, — 

likewise  assailed  it  with  scorn.  They  quoted  St» 
Paul's  advice,  1  Tim.,  i.  4,  "  Neither  give  heed  to 
fables  and  endless  genealogies "  ;  but  were  not 
mindful  of  the  fact  that  the  priests  in  Ezra  who 
could  not  show  a  pure  pedigree  were  put  out  from 
the  priesthood  (Ezra  ii.,  62).  The  Puritans,  in- 
deed, beheld  superstition  in  the  order  of  Knight- 
hood, and  in  the  time-honoured  ceremonies  of  the 
Universities.  Sir  Robert  Harley,  the  notorious 
leader  of  the  more  advanced  iconoclastic  spirits 
who,  in  their  violation  of  the  churches,  destroyed 
the  heraldic  glass  in  the  windows,  actually  sent  a 
queation  to  the  Assembly  of  Divines,  asking  whether 
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he  should  likewise  destroy  all  books  which  con- 
tained images  or  pictures    of  the  Trinity,  or  title- 
deeds   of  estates   whose  seals  contained  the  same 
devices  !     It  was  during  the  time  that  such  senti- 
ments   were  rife   that    William    Ryley    and    his 
8on   lived  ;    and  although  for  a  long  period  they 
tacitly,  at  least,   acquiesced   in   the  course  of  the 
revolution,  their  education  and  tastes  did  not  lead 
them  to  approve  of  intolerant  measures  against  the 
liberal  sciences  ;  and  they  certainly  regarded  with 
horror  the  proposal   of  Hugh  Peters  to   burn  the 
records.      Although    it    is    true   that    the    Earl- 
Marshall's     Court     of     Honour    fell    with    other 
"  abuses,"  it  forms  a  satiric  comment  on  the  sup- 
posed popular  aversion  to  heraldry  to  find  that  the 
College  of  Arms  was  in  nearly  as  active  and  useful 
operation   as   before.     The  Puritans  abolished  the 
Kingship,  gave  another  name  to  the  King's  Bench, 
and  used  realm  (i.e.,  roy-aulme)  for  "kingdom"  in 
the   Lord's   prayer  ;  and  yet  they   paid  a  certain 
deference  to  the  Kings  of  Arms.     In  just  the  same 
way  they  banished  music   from  the  national  wor- 
ship, and  yet  impaled  a  harp  in  the  national  arms. 
The  annals  of  the  interregnum  are   indeed  full  of 
these  silent  protests  in   favour  of  the  ancient  pre- 
cedents,   of  the  good  old  times,  and  of  the  old 
English  manners. 

William  Ryley  the  elder  offers  us  the  example 
of  one  who  was  unceasingly  assiduous  in  his  pro- 
fession of  herald.  He  is  likewise  to  be  remembered 
with  the  gratitude  of  all  students  of  history,  not 
only  from  the  fact  that  ho  did  much  amidst  many 
oljstaclcs  to  preserve  and  arrange  tho  national  re- 
cords wliich  lio  liad  for  many  years  under  his  care, 
and  to  make  them  availal)lo  to  some  woU-known 
liistorical  onciuirurs,  but  also  that  lie  puhlislied 
a  folio  wliidi  ia  in  many  respoota  to  l)o  coni- 
monded.  And  ho  ban  a  Hpticial  claini  iipoii 
our  notice  in  that,  )i<t  wuh  a  l/iincuHliiru 
man.  I''r()in  tlio  rimidingM  in  tlic  Duchy  Court  of 
LancaHtor  it  is  nncnrtainod  tliat  braiu^hoM  of  tlio 
Ilyley  family  were  neatcd  in  thr  niM^-jilmuihuod  of 
Ihiruluy,   Coluo,     Clithoroo,    WlialU-y,    ami    I'adi- 
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ham,  and  particularly  at  Igtenhill  [See  Note  2], 
Pendle  Forest,  Chatburn,  near  Clitheroe,  and 
Hapten,  near  Haslingden.  The  Burnley  stock 
were  in  humble  circumstances.  In  1535-6,  Thos. 
E.yley  paid  one  penny  and  a  pair  of  gloves  as 
one  of  the  tenants  of  a  farm  in  Hapton  belong- 
ing to  Sir  John  Towneley.  Soon  after  1575  the 
same  branch  of  the  family  received  charitable  gifts 
of  clothing  by  the  bequest  of  their  countryman  and 
neighbour,  Robert  Nowell,  the  brother  of  Dean 
NoweU.  {Noioell  MS.,  pp.  346,  352,  364,  &c.) 
Thomas  Riley,  of  Chatburn,  iu  Dugdale's  time, 
married  Margaret,  a  daughter  of  the  Towneleys,  of 
Stonedge.  (Fiaito^JOH,  p.  314.)  There  was  another 
stock  of  the  Ryleys  near  Blackburn  ;  for  in 
Flower's  Vi$itation  of  Lancashire,  in  1567,  a  family 
called  Ryley  del  Green,  or  Ryley  of  the  Greene, 
which  is  near  Hoghton  Tower,  entered  a  pedi- 
gree of  three  generations  ( Visitation,  p.  125),  in 
which,  however,  William  had  not  then  appeared 
as  a  Christian  name  This  family  bore  for  arms  ! 
Quarterly,  1,  4,  argent  a  fesse  between  three 
crosses,  patt6e  fiche,  sahlt ;  2,  3,  sable,  three 
mascles,  argent.  In  Harl  MS.  6159  (being  a  copy 
of  Flower's  Visitation  in  the  hand-writing  of 
William  Smith,  Rouge  Dragon,  1597-1618),  the  field 
of  the  coat  of  1,  4,  is  or.  The  crest  was  a  dragon's 
head  erased  sable,  charged  on  the  neck  with  three 
besants.  The  quarters  2,  3,  are  for  Whittaker* 
Thomas  Ryley,  who  enters  the  pedigree,  having 
marrie  J  Jane,  daughter  and  coheir  to  James  Whita- 
ker  of  Henthom,  near  W^halley.  One  of  the  younger 
sons  uf  the  above-named  Thomas,  viz.,  Hugh  Ryleyi 
is  by  the  herald  entered  as  "of  New  Sarum,  steward 
to  B  Jewell."  This  individual  is  in  the  folio  life  of 
Bishop  Jewell  miscalled  Ridley.  He  is  described 
as  the  steward  of  the  Bishop's  house  ;  and  it  is 
said  of  him  that  it  was  he  who  shut  the  eyes  of  the 
Bishop  about  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  Sept. 
22  (23),  1571.  Hugh  Reyley  and  William  Cham- 
bers,   servants  and  executors,   were  the    Bishop's

It  is  believed  that  William  Ryley's  connections 
were  settled  at  Accrington,  where  many  of  the 
name  lired  in  a  hu-nble  sphere  of  life.  (Nowell 
MS.,  pp.  318,  320,  322,  &c.)  One  Thomas  Ryley 
was,  however,  a  person  of  consequence  in  that 
parish,  in  the  reign  of  Elizabeth,  and  was  one  who 
if  we  may  judge  from  the  litigation  in  which  he 
was  concerned,  stood  upon  his  rights.  {Calendar 
Duchy  Pleadings,  pas&im.)  Alexander  Eyley  of 
Accrington  was  married,  in  the  time  of  Flower 
the  herald,  to  Mabell  Birtwistle.  (Visitation,  p. 
42  ;  Whitaker's  Whalley,  ed.  1872-6,  ii.  285  ;  and 
cf.  ii.  162-3.)  Near  Acci-ington  there  was  some 
property  called  Ryley  Hey.  (Calendar,  iii.  99,  117.) 
In  the  township  of  Accrington,  in  1608,  Owen 
Riley,  Edward  Riley,  and  Charles  Riley,  all  of 
High  Riley,  and  Jolin  Riley  of  Laund,  were  each 
copyhold  tenants  of  Clitheroe  Court,  in  Accrington. 
Thomas  Ryley,  who  was  minister  of  Burnley  when 
he  was  buried  in  1631,  is  described  as  the  father  of 
a  numerous  family,  whose  names  are  entered  in  the 
parish  register  ;  and  he  is  said  to  have  been  minis- 
ter from  about  1588  (Wilkinson's  Burnley,  p.  97, 
and  cf.  Whitaker's  Whalley.  ii.  169,  where  Canou 
Raines  says  that  he  was  surrogate  and  minister  of 
Burnley  10  June,  1598). 

William  Ryley,  who  was  born  late  in  the  16th 
century,  is  supposed  to  have  had  a  brother  Thomas, 
a  king's  scholar  at  Westminster  School,  elected  to 
Trinity  College,  (Jambridgo,  in  1625,  and  after- 
wards a  Fellow  ami  Tutor  on  that  foundation.  [See 
Note  3.]  William  Ityluy  iiail  a  legal  education, 
being  entered  at  the  Middle  Toinplo.  Soon  after 
1G20  ho  liad  conceivtsd  a  taste  for  anti([uarinn  pur- 
Buits,  and  ho  entered  the  Tower  oa  a  Clerk  of  tho

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Records,  under  Sir  John  Borough,  Garter  King  of 
Arms,  Keeper  of  those  Archives.  The  first  place 
where  these  invaluable  memorials  of  the  past  were 
deposited,  was  the  palace  of  the  king  and  the  trea- 
sury of  the  Exchequer.  When  the  bulk  increased 
they  were  removed  to  other  public  buildings  in 
Westminster,  particularly  the  Chapter  House.  At 
subsequent  times  the  records  of  Parliament  and 
Chancery  were  deposited  at  the  Rolls  Chapel- 
office  ;  and  other  collections  were  sent  to  the  Tower 
of  London.  The  latter  place  for  long  years  re- 
mained the  chief,  but  not  the  only  repository  of 
the  Records  ;  and  it  was  not  until  the  publication 
of  the  Record  Report  in  the  year  1800  that  serious 
steps  were  taken  to  arrange  and  remove  them,  one 
of  the  commissioners  in  this  good  work  being 
Richard  Pepper  Arden,  Lord  Alvanley.  When 
Ryley  went  amongst  these  documents,  they  were  in  a 
Tery  c»nf  used  state,  and  perishing  through  neglect ; 
and  it  was  only  occasionally  when  some  political 
precedent  was  wanted,  or  when  some  historian 
wished  to  scrutinise  a  document,  or  when  parties 
were  engaged  in  litigation,  that  the  parchments 
were  turned  over.  The  fees  for  searches  formed 
part  of  the  pay  of  the  junior  clerks. 

In  1630  Ryley  received  promotion,  being  created 
a  herald  of  the  third  rank.  Rouge  Rose  pursuivant 
Extraordinary,  31  July.  lu  the  preceding  month 
William  Ryley,  junior.  Clerk  of  the  Records  in  the 
Tower  to  the  king,  indited  a  petition  saying  that  he 
had  been  educated  by  his  father  in  the  records  and 
heraldry  for  twelve  years  past ;  and  he  prays  for  a 
grant  of  the  office  of  Bluemantle  pursuivant  at 
arms.  Three  years  later,  however,  viz.,  on  4  Sept., 
1633,  the  elder  Ryley  was  created  Bluemantle ; 
and  on  11  Nov.,  1641,  he  became  a  herald 
of  the  second  rank,  being  created  Lancaster 
Herald.     The    installation    of    these     Officers    of 

which  he  says  was  edited  by  Braithwaite.  Ryley  has 
Bimilar  verses  in  Duport's  Job,  1637  ;  and  in  Russell's 
Battles  of  Lypsick,  1634  ;  and  his  name  is  also  found 
in  two  or  three  collections  of  Cambridge  University 
Poems.  In  1638  he  was  sick,  occasioned  by  discontent 
of  mind  and  want  of  sleep  by  crossts  from  his  pupilB. 
Cf.  WainiinaLtr  Scholars,  pp.  97  8. 
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Arms  was  a  matter  of  some  ceremony.  The 
oath  which  they  took  was  similar  to  that 
of  King  Arthur  and  his  Knights.  It  perpetuated 
the  chanty  and  benevolence  of  ancient  manners  ; 
but  it  had  lost  nearly  all  its  original  significance. 
Its  spirit  has  been  for  the  most  part  embodied  into 
the  Euskin  Order  of  the  Companions  of  St.  George. 
Ryley's  duties  were  technical  rather  tlian  moral, 
consisting  in  the  regulation  of  armorial  bearings, 
the  preparation  of  genealogies  and  coats,  the  mar- 
shalling of  processions  at  coronations,  installations, 
and  the  like,  as  well  as  in  making  visitations  to 
register  arms  and  pedigrees. 

The  first  Visitation  in  which  Ryley  bore  part  was 
that  of  Oxford  and  Bucks  in  163i,  when  he  was 
Bluemantle.  Anthony  a  Wood,  of  Oxford,  who 
was  the  grandson  of  a  Lancashire  man  [See  note  4], 
and  who  himself  once  desired  to  become  a  herald,  de- 
scribes the  coming  that  year  of  two  ofiicers  of  arms 
at  the  Summer  Assizes  held  in  the  Chnld-hall,  and 
mentions  Piyley  by  name.  The  Oxford  portion  of 
this  Visitation  was  published  by  the  Harleian 
Society,  1871,  under  the  care  of  Mr.  W.  H. 
Turner,  of  Oxford,  the  original  being  Ilarl.  MS. 
1480,  Xo.  2.  The  Bucks  Visitation,  which  was 
taken  at  the  Cock  in  Buckingham,  is  MS.  1533, 
&c. 

From  this  time  Ryley's  name  begins  to  bo  at- 
tached to  other  public  documents,  and  chiefly  to 
funeral  certificates  of  the  nobility  and  other  im- 
portant persons.  The  obsequies  of  those  of  th* 
upper  class  were  at  tliat  time  conducted  with  groat 
splendour  ;  and  heralds  marshalled  the  processions, 
preparcid  tlio  escutchoons,  and  proclaimed  the  auc- 
C'JHHorH  of  the  defunct.  Sir  Tliomas  Browne,  wlio 
hu<l  Hdcn  many  of  these  funoroal  coiidijrH  lilo  into 
the  Cabiiudral  uf  Norwicli,  tliuu   muralisud   upou

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them  :  "  Man  is  a  noble  animal,  splendid  in  ashes, 
and  pompous  in  the  grave,  solemnizing  nativities 
and  deaths  with  equal  lustre,  nor  omitting  cere- 
monies of  bravery  in  the  infamy  of  his  nature.'' 
(Hydriotaphia,  cap.  v.)  Very  many  of  Ryley's 
certificates  from  1634  to  16-40,  are  in  the  State 
Papers  in  the  Record  Office.  A  few  of  them  are 
those  of  Lancashire  persons.  Thus,  about  June, 
1035,  he  wrote  the  funeral  certificate  of  Mary 
Viscountess  Molyneux,  relict  of  Sir  Richard  Moly- 
neux  of  Sefton,  co.  Lancaster,  Knt.,  who  was 
created  the  second  baronet  of  England  22  May, 
1611,  and  afterward  made  Viscount  Molyneux  of 
Maryborough,  Ireland,  by  King  Charles.  This 
documeut  further  acquaints  us  that  the  deceased 
ladj',  who  was  daughter  and  one  of  the  co-heirs  o^ 
Sir  Thomas  Carroll,  of  Sussex,  departed  this  life  at 
her  house  in  St.  Martin's  Lane  in  the  Fields,  1G39. 
She  had  issue  by  the  said  Viscount  :  1st,  Richard, 
her  eldest  son.  Viscount  Molyneax  after  his  father, 
who  married  ^lary,  daughter  of  James,  Lord  Strange, 
heir-apparent  to  William,  Earl  of  Derby,  Lord  Stan, 
ley,  [Baron]  Strange,  of  Knockin,  and  of  the  Isle-of- 
Man,  and  Knt.  of  the  Garter  ;  2nd.  Carroll,  second 
son;  3rdj  Frances,  eldest  daughter,  who  died 
young ;  4th,  Charlotte,  second  daughter,  un- 
married ;  5th,  ^lary,  third  daughter,  unmarried. 
The  said  Viscountess  was  afterwards  married  to 
[unfinished].  [State  Papcr.i,  JDom.,  Clias.  I.,  vol. 
ccccxxiv.  No.  lOG  )  It  is  interesting  to  compare 
this  information  with  that  supplied  by  the  funeral 
certificate  of  the  Lady's  husband  (who  died 
at  Sefton,  8  May,  1G36)  which  is  edited  by  Mr. 
Langton  in  Lane.  Funeral  Certljs.,  pp.  60-1.  In  the 
same  volume,  page  62,  the  certificate  of  Alice 
Countess  of  Derby,  who  died  at  "  Harust  "  [Hare- 
field],  Middlesex,  23  Jau ,  1636-7,  was  taken  "by 
William  Riley,  Blew-mantle  Officer  of  Armes." 

Among  other  curious  matters  which  came  under 
the  official  notice  of  Rylej'  was  the  settlement  of  a 
dispute  Feb.,  1637-S,  amongst  some  of  the  Jeamesea 
de  la  Plush  at  Court  Chai'les  I.'s  barbers  had 
begun  to  quarrel  abor.t  the  date  named  ;  and  Thos. 
Davies,    the    then  barber,   wrote  to  the  Commia- 
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sioners  of  the  Household,  stating  that  having  moved 
His  Majesty  for  the  rights  that  have  belonged  to 
the  barbers  to  the  King's  predecessors,  His  Majesty 
promised  all  that  belonged  thereunto,  so  that  Davies 
could  produce  proofs.  Davies  therefore  presented  a 
copy  of  a  record  whereby  it  was  manifest  that  former 
Kings'  barbers  were  Sergeants  of  the  Ewry,  and  had 
the  sole  disposing  of  the  barbers'  tents  that  attended 
the  household.  During  Queen  Elii^abeth  and  King 
James's  time  William  Ealph  and  Francis  Bates  were 
barbers  for  the  household,  and  paid  rent  for  the  same 
to  the  Sergeants  of  the  Ewry,  as  appears  by  an  affi- 
davit of  Bates's  widow  ;  and  he  alleged  other  facts 
from  which  he  inferred  that,  there  being  no  use 
of  barbers  under  Queen  Alary  and  Queen  Eliza- 
beth, the  disposition  of  the  barbers'  tents  con- 
tinued with  the  Sergeants  of  the  Ewry,  not 
as  such  Sergeants,  but  as  being  the  King's 
barbers.  This  document  is  accompanied  by 
a  translation  by  Wm.  Byley,  of  Letters  Patent, 
granted  20  July,  25  Henry  VI.  [1447],  to  Bobert 
Belley,  Sergeant  of  the  Ewry,  and  Alexander 
Dover,  Groom  of  the  Ewry,  by  which  the  barbers' 
tents  at  the  gate  of  the  royal  house  were  assigned 
to  those  persons,  who  were  to  occupy  the  same 
with  their  servants,  and  to  receive  fees  frojn 
Knights  of  the  Bath  and  other  Knights,  and  a  1 
peers,  on  their  creation.     (Vol.  ccclxxxii.     No.  30.

Sir  Robert  de  Clijderhow,  Lord  ot  the  j\Ianors  of 
Clitheroe  and  Salesbury,  in  the  Hundred  of 
Blackburn.

me  the  following  additional  notes  : — 

1339.— Sir  Robert  de  Clydtrhow.  In  1330,  there 
was  an  Inquisition,  probably  of  ad  quod 
damnum,  to  enquire  if  the  King  or  others 
would  sustain  any  damage  if  Robert  de  Cider- 
hou  were  licensed  to  convey  certain  lands  in 
Cliderhou  to  the  abbot  and  convent  of  Coke- 
sand,  CO.  Lane.  Exch.  4  Edw.  III.  No. 
106.  In  1337,  a  similar  Inquisition  was  taken 
to  ascertain  if  any  damage  would  arise  if 
Henry  de  Cliderhou  were  permitted  to  convey 
40  acres  of  land  in  Eibbelchester  and  Dutton, 
parcel  of  the  mauor  of  C  liderhou,  for  founding 
a  Chapel  or  Chantry,  the  mauor  of  Cliderhou 
to  remain  to  the  said  Henry.  Sir  John  Mac- 
lean cannot  speak  with  any  degree  of  cer- 
tainity  as  to  the  iiatui-e  of  these  Inquisitions, 
not  having  seen  them.  Their  supposed  pur- 
port is  only  conjectural.  The  reference  to  the 
last  is  Exch.  11  Edw.  Ill       No   10. 

1341. — Sir  John  de  Haver yngton  would  seem  to 
have  died  in  1363,  seized,  inter  alia,  of  the 
manor  of  Haveryngton,  with  its  members,  in 
CO.  Cumlierland,  with  divers  other  lands  in 
that  county,  and  of  the  manors  of  Aldingham 
and  Ulverston  with  other  lands  in  Lane, 
together  with,  manors  and  lands  in  the  counties 
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of  Lincoln  and  York.  Inq.  p.m..  37  Edw. 
III.  No.  52.  A  John  de  Haveryngton,  of 
Aldington,  would  seem  to  have  died  1347, 
seized  of  the  manors  of  Thirnum,  Repel, 
Ulverston,  and  Aldingham,  co.  Lane.,  and  of 
other  manors  in  Westmorlaad.  Inq.  p.m.  21 
Edw.  III.  No.  53.  A  John  de  Haveryngton, 
of  Caldecotes,  died  in  1352,  seized  of  Thorneby 
Manor,  80  acres  of  land  and  a  messuage  called 
Tranterne  in  Westmorland.  Inq.  i).7n.  26 
Edw.  III.  No.  13.  In  1327,  John  de  Haver- 
yngton held  one  knight's  fee  at  Lorklaiid,  co. 
York,  of  John  de  Mouhray.  Inq.  p.m.  1 
Edw.  III.  No.  57.  One  of  the  above-men- 
tioned Johns  would  probably  be  the  knight  for 
the  shire  of  Lancaster.  ir  John  Maclean 
is  very  doubtful  of  the  connection  between 
Haveryngton  and  Harrington.  A  John  Ilaryng- 
ton  died  seized  inter  (di((,of  the  Manor  of  Farle- 
ton,  in  Lonsdale,  co.  Lane,  1362.  He  held  the 
lands  in  right  of  Katherine,  his  wife.  He  was 
clearly  a  different  person  from  the  Ha  very  ngtons. 
—  W.  D.  Pink,  Leigh. 

Sir  Thomas  de  Belham,  M.P.  for  Lancashire, 
1311,  was  probably  the  same  who  is  described 
in  a  Pedigree  in  my  possession  as  M.P.  for 
Westmorland  in  1301,  1:508,  1311.  He  re- 
ceived a  grant  of  a  market  in  Betham,  4  Edw. 
II.,  1310,  callnd  "do  Bezom,"  in  the  Poll  of 
Arms  of  the  Bannerets  of  I'Jigland,  VAw.  II., 
and  also  "de  Bozom."  Hi.s  wife  Kni)na  had 
dower  in  Betham,  7  Kdw.  HI.,  1332.  His  son, 
Sir  llolicrt  de  JJelhdin,  was  father  of  Sir 
ThoinaH,  I,o '(l  of  the  Manor  of  Bctiiain  and 
jure  iij-oriH  of  Burton,  having  niairiod  Parnell, 
or  Pelronelht,  lioir  to  li<ir  brotlior,  .inthoin/  de 
liurtov.  Lord  of  Burton,  co.  Lan<  uHtor  (?  Bur- 
ton in  Kttndiil).  Tho  hall,  Sn',.,  al  Burton  in 
Kontlal  witH  in  iioHMiNHinn  of  my  brancli  of  tlio 
funtily  until  lain  in  Ww  iiiHt  ctMilury.  'Mm 
Bntlianm  ori)<inally  ilcm-rndi'il  from  Audeliert 
tir  Miiiilgoiiicrii,  Mill  I  ol  Mairh,  113."),  wIioko 
uucuud  t)ou  luuk  Ihu  iianiu   "du   iiulliuui,"  uu 
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being  restored  to  some  of  his  grandfather's 
manors,  that  of  Betham  being  amongst  them.

[No.  57.] -THE  TKOUBLES  OF  WILLIAM  RYLEY, 
LANCASTER  HERALD,  AND  OF  HIS  SON, 
CLERKS  OF  THE  RECORDS  IN  THE  TOWER. 
Continued,— (See  No.  81.) 

On  22  December,  163S,  there  was  a  royal  pp-ant 
of  the  office  of  surveyor  of  the  starch  business  to 
William  Ryley  during  life,  with  the  yearly  fee  of 
J6100,  to  be  paid  by  the  company  of  starchmakers 
{Dom.  Ser.,  vol.  cccciv.  No.  112.)  ;  but  it  is  not 
clear  whether  this  was  Ryley  the  Herald. 

On  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  the  Heralds  took 
opposite  sides.  All  the  officers  were  bound  in  pur- 
suance of  their  duty  to  give  their  attendance  to 
Charles  I.  The  three  Kings  at  Arms,  and  a  few 
other  subordinates  (amongst  whom  was  Ryley), 
adhered  lo  their  brother  monarch  ;  and  the  others 
sided  with  Parliament.  On  6  April,  1642,  the 
House  of  Commons  ordered  that  Sir  John  Bor- 
oughes  should  give  order  to  Mr.  Ryley,  who  had,  as 
the  son  says,  actually  gone  to  Oxford,  to  stay  in  Lon- 
don and  attend  the  Parliament  with  such  records  as 
should  be  required  for  the  service  of  the  Common- 
Wealth.  {Journals,  vol.  ij.,  p.  515.)  And  on  7  July 
they  recommended  the  Commissioners  of  the  Trea- 
sury to  pay  Sir  John's  fee  of  ^£50  per  annum  belong- 
ing to  his  place,  together  with  his  arrears.  On  the 
14  March,  1642-3,  the  Heralds  and  Pursuivants  were 
anxious  about  the  safety  of  the  documents  which 
were  in  tlieir  charge,  as  well  as  about  their  college, 
and  gave  expression  of  their  fears  to  the  House  of 
Commons,  who  passed  the  following  order  :  "That 
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the  Books  of  Record,  Registers,  Entries,  Prece- 
dents, Arms,  Pedigrees,  and  Dignities  ;  and  all 
Buch  other  Books,  Monuments,  and  Papers,  that 
belong  to  the  Office  and  College  of  Heralds  ;  be 
kept  from  demolishing,  defacing,  embezling,  or 
purloining, notwithstanding  any  Pretence  of  Entring 
that  may  be  made  for  any  Distress."  {Journals, 
vol.  ij.,  p.  1,003.) 

William  Ryley  was  ordered  by  the  King,  in  a 
•warrant  dated  at  Oxford,  on  31  July,  1643,  to 
repair  to  London  and  there  attend  the  safety  of 
the  Records  in  the  Tower  in  the  absence  of  Sir 
John  Borough.  (30th  Report  of  the  Deputy  Keeper 
of  the  Puhlic  Records,  p.  249.)  While  in  London 
Ryley  vacillated  between  the  two  parties.  His  son 
afterwards  claimed  for  him  that  he  "justified" 
the  King's  Commission  of  Array  contrary  to  the 
ordinances  of  Parliament.  (Ibid.)  But  this 
business  is  put  in  another  and  more  accurate 
light  by  the  following  entry  in  the  Journals  of  the 
House  of  Commons,  7  July,  1642:  *' Ordered  that 
Mr.  Wheeler  do  pay  the  sum  of  Forty  Pounds  to  be 
distributed  amongst  the  Three  Clerks  at  the  Tower, 
that  have  taken  pains  in  transcribing  the  Records 
concerning  the  Commission  of  Array,  and  their 
Attendance  about  that  business  ;  viz.,  to  Mr.  Rily, 
Twenty-tive  Pounds  ;  to  Mr.  CoUelt,  Ten  Pounds  ; 
to  the  Under  Clerk,  Five  Pounds."     (ii.  657). 

Ryley  soon  came  to  be  regarded  as  a  zealous 
Parliamentarian.  Ho  was  assessed,  it  appears,  for 
JC20,  being  the  tax  known  as  the  twentictli  part, 
and  Ills  friends  in  the  House  of  Conunons  procured 
the  romis.sion  of  the  assossinont  on  the  ground  tliat 
on  all  ot^casiouH  ho  had  doiiu  good  service  to  tho 
Parliament.  Tlio  date  of  this  order  is  8  Sept., 
1643,     {Journals,  iii.,  233.) 

An  important  cliango  in  the  Record  Oflieo  was 
made  in  tin;  following  inontli,  wlicn  ilio  celcbnitotl 
lawyer  and  liiHloriaii,  .litlin  Scldcn,  wliolwidin  1623 
firnt  entered  I'lirliunirnt  as  lliu  reproHontiktivu  of 
LaitcaHtur,  was  niipointed  chief  lci'e|)er  in  plut'O  of 
Sir  .lohn  linroiigii.  The  wiHilom  of  the  Holuotion 
waH  adniirahic.  The  fdllowing  in  tho  entry  from 
tho  JournuU  of  tho  Huuho  of  Coininoua,  27  Oot., 
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1643  (vol.  iii.,  291),  relating  to  this  appointment : — 
"Ordered  that  the  Office  of  the  Clerk  and  Keeper 
of  the  Records  in  the  Tower  of  London  be 
sequestred  into  the  hands  of  Mr.  Jo.  Selclen,  a 
Member  of  this  House  [viz.  for  Oxf .  Univ.  ]  ;  and 
that  Mr.  Collet  and  Mr.  Bi/le>/,  Clerks  in 
that  Office,  do  continue  still  in  the  Execution  of 
the  said  Place,  under  Mr.  Selden,  as  formerly  they 
did  under  Sir  Jo.  Borough  or  any  other ;  and  that  Mr. 
(SeZc^e/t  receive  the  Profits  of  the  said  Place."  The 
measure  was  agreed  to  by  the  Lords  on  the  31st 
Oct. 

About  the  same  time  (8  Nov.,  1643,)  William 
Lenthall,  Esquire,  Speaker  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons, was  by  Parliament  appointed  Master  of  the 
Rolls  then  lately  void  by  the  death  of  Sir  Charles 
Caesar,  Knt.  ;  but  it  was  provided  that  the  order 
of  the  preceding  month,  confirming  to  Selden  the 
office  of  Keeper  of  the  Records  in  the  Tower, 
should  continue  in  force  {Ibid,  iij.,  306).  Sir  John 
Borough,  whose  position  at  the  Tower  was  thus 
taken  away  on  account  of  his  loyalty,  died  at  Ox- 
ford in  April,  1644.  Weever  called  him  a  learned 
gentleman  ;  and  one  of  his  successors  said  that  he 
was  a  good  judge  of  men.  (Noble's  Collerje  of  Arms, 
pp.  233-4).  To  him  succeeded  as  Garter,  Sir 
Edward  Bysshe. 

Early  in  the  year  1644,  William  Ryley  fell 
under  displeasure  for  "intelligence  Avith  Oxford," 
and  he  was  committed  to  prison,  Jan.  7,  1643-4. 
This  fact  rests  on  the  authority  of  Whitelock  (Oxf. 
ed.  i.,  232),  but  from  an  entry  on  the  next  page 
(233)  01  Whitelock,  I  entertain  a  suspicion  that  his 
information  is  misleading  ;  for  he  seems  to  be  con- 
founding two  circu instances  and  two  persous.  About 
this  time,  indeed,  charges  were  laid  against  Ryley  by 
Robert  Browne,  Bluemautle,  and  other  persous ;  one 
exception  being  that  he  held  the  Kings  special  dis- 
pensation to  reside  in  London  to  look  to  the 
Records  in  the  Tower  and  Herald's  Office.  In  con- 
sequence of  these  complaints  he  was  .sequestered  by 
order  of  the  Committee  of  Canideu  House,  aud  his 
study  was  sealed  up.  His  sou's  words  about  this 
trouble  are  that  ' '  he  was  accused  at  the  Committee 
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of  Examinations  at  Westminster  and  kept  pr  isoner 
many  weeks."  But  it  was  not  he,  but  a  Th'O' 
plt'>'i(s>  Ryley  or  Roy  ley,  Scoutmaster  of  the  City 
of  London,  who  about  the  same  time  was  im- 
plicated in  what  was  called  Eyley's  Plot,  discovered 
early  in  Januai-y,  1643-4,  which  designed  to  set 
the  city  and  Parliament  at  variance.  (See  Com- 
mons JouniaJH,  iij.,  358,  362;  and  Rushworth,  v. 
379-381.) 

Another  of  the  boasted  good  offices  of  Ryley  in  be- 
half of  the  King  is  somewhat  questionable.  His  son 
stated  that  in  1645  Ryley  made  a  collection  of  all 
the  comets  [i.e.,  fla^s)  and  colours,  horse  and  foot, 
used  in  the  Parliament's  sei-vice,  in  a  fair  book 
which  he  sent  to  the  late  King  at  Oxford.  (ZOih 
Report,  p.  249.)  As  to  this  collection,  it  might 
be  a  matter  of  enquiry  whether  it  ever  came  under 
the  notice  of  Sir  John  Prestwich  of  Hulme,  who 
has  a  similar  compilation  in  that  curious  performance 
called  Bespicblica,  quarto,  1787,  in  which  pages  24- 
118  are  occupied  with  f  Jl  descriptions  of  the  pen- 
nons,  &c.,  of  the  commanders  in  the  service  of  the 
Commonwealth  ;  and  he  describes  this  section  of 
his  book  as  "a subject  never  before  published,  and 
now  first  set  forth  in  blazon."  In  any  case  Prest- 
wich must  have  followed  some  authority  who  made 
the  collection  in  the  civil  war.  Ryley,  however, 
was  discreet  euouijh  to  perform  the  same  service 
for  the  Parliament.  On  26  June,  1645,  the  House 
of  Commons  ordered  all  the  ensigns  and  cornets 
taken  at  NaMol)y,  or  formerly,  and  which  might  be 
taken  afterwards,  to  bo  brong  lit  into  the  Herald's 
office  and  to  bo  there  registered,  and  Mr.  Ryley 
was  to  bo  entrusted  with  the  business.  (White- 
lock,  Oxf.  od.,  vol.  i.,  41.').)      [See  Note  5.]

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It  was  in  the  month  of  April,  1645,  that  William 
Ryley  penned  the  first  of  his  petitions  relating  to 
his  troubles,  which  had  their  origin  for  the  most 
pari;  in  the  non  -payment  of  his  salary.  This  docu- 
ment, which  has  not  been  calendared,  is  as  fol- 
lows {State  Papers  Dom.  Sev.,  Chaa.  I.,  June, 
1645)  :— 

To  the  hoble.  the  Comittee  for  his  Matiea.  Revenue. 
The  humble  peticon  of  Wm.  Ryley  Lancaster 
Herald ,  and  one  of  the  Clerkes  of  the  Records 
in  the  Tower. 
Sheweth — 

That  the  petr.  hath  diligently  attended  the  service 
of  the  Parli%ment,  and  hath  had  noe  support  or 
maintenance  at  all  (but  from  this  hoble.  Comittee)  for 
these  three  yeares  last  past.  And  t'lere  is  due  to  yor 
petr.  as  Lancaster  Herald,  the  some  of  £13  6s.  8d.  for 
halfe  a  yeares  wages  from  Midsomer  till  Christmas 
lost. 

The  petr.  humbly  praieth  that  you  would  be  pleased 
to  order  that  he   may   receave  the  said  halfe  yeares 
w<«ge3,  he  being   not  otherwise  able  to  provide  bread 
for  his  wife  and  seaven   small   children,  nor  to  subsist 
in  the  pformance  of  the  service  of  the  State. 
And  he  shall  daily  pray,  &c. 
xj  °  Apl:  1645. 
Ordered. 

Indorsed.     Petition  to  ye  Comittee  of   Revenue  for 
ttalfe  a  yeares  wages  being  £13  6s.  8d. 
for 
Wm.  Ryley  Lancaster 
Herald. 

Other  troubles  overtook  Eyley  in  quarrels  arising 
from  his  intercourse  with  his  brother  officers.  Ou 
24  Jan.  1645-6,  Ryley  drew  up  a  large  petition  to 
the  House  of  Lords.  In  this  document  he  stated 
that,  as  the  prime  officer  of  arais,  and  the  sole 
herald  attending  his  place,  it  was  his  duty  to  pre- 
serve the  pedigrees,  books,  and  records  belonging 
to  the  office.  On  14  March,  1642-3,  he  continued, 
the  Commons  had  passed  an  order  tliat  the  books, 
&c.,  should  not  be  defaced,  and  the  House  of 
Lords  had  drawn  up  another  ordinance  for  rectifying 
and  regulating  the  office  and  officers  of  arms  ;  but 
this  latter  ordinance,  delayed  by  other  business,  had

not  then  passed  the  House  of  Commons  ;  petitioner 
is  therefore  obliged  to  apply  to  the  House  to  pre- 
vent the  strange  abuses  and  enormities  of  Robert 
Browne,  Blue  Mantle,  and  prays  that  the  doors  of 
the  office  may  be  sealed  up.  Annexed  to  this 
petition  were  papers  indicating  Ryley's  causes  of 
complaint  against  his  brother  Herald,  who  was,  he 
said,  an  actor  against  Parliament ;  had  been  created 
D.C.L.  at  Oxford  for  his  services  ;  had  been  taken 
prisoner,  but  had  not  compounded  for  his  delin- 
quency ;  had  abstracted  documents  from  the  office 
and  sold  them  to  one  William  Wheeler  ;  had  de- 
vised arms  for  persons  of  mean  condition  ;  had 
animated  the  Company  of  Painter-stainers  against 
petitioner  ;  &c.  The  Lords  thereupon  ordered  the 
doors  of  Browne's  office  to  be  sealed  up  by  the 
Gentleman  Usher,  in  the  presence  of  both  parties, 
and  that  Browne  was  to  answer  the  articles  on 
the  following  Thursday.  Browne  replied  that 
Ryley  exhibited  the  articles,  which  were  untrue 
and  frivolous,  in  recrimination ;  that  he  himself 
had  served  the  State  with  all  faithfulness,  and  that 
he  had  in  consequence  a  lodging  assigned  him  in 
the  Herald's  office.  {Hist.  MSS.  Oomn.  vi.  95  b. ) 
[See  Note  6].  The  Lords  were  concerned  to  Iicar 
that  Wheeler  had  embezzled  the  original  pedigrees 
of  divers  of  the  nobility  ;  and  they  agreed  to  an 
order  that  the  Book  of  Accompts  in  the  Heralds' 
office  should  be  brought  into  the  House  ;  and  tliat 
the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Examinations 
of  the  House  of  Commons  should  be  desired  that 
the  Pedigrees  remaining  with  that  Committee 
nhould  also  bo  brouglit  into  tlio  Mouse.  (Joanuds, 
2!)  Jan.,  I(i4r).().     Vol.  viij.  VM.) 

'I'licre  irt  little  doulit  tliat  Ryloy's  son  exaggerated 
thoHO  troubles   wlien  ho   tlius   enumerated    tlieni  :

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"After  this  [viz.,  the  trouble  about  the  book  of 
pennons]  he  was  againe  (1646)  prosecuted  very 
vigorously  before  the  Comittee  of  Sequestration  at 
Campden  House  upon  the  old  articles,  whereupon 
he  was  sequestered,  and  his  study  sealed  up  by 
order  of  that  Comittee.  At  the  door  of  which 
Comittee  these  words  following  were  then  written 
and  putt  up  and  entered  in  their  Bookes,  vizt., 
Ryley  told  the  King  that  he  had  Records  to 
PROVE  THE  Parliament  Traytors. — 1647.  Hee 
was  again  violently  prosecuted  at  Haberdashers 
Hall  untill  the  yeare  1650,  and  the  old  charge  re- 
vived, and  other  articles  preferred  against  him,  as 
adhering  to  and  maintaining  the  King's  right  to  the 
Militia  and  sending  records  to  Oxford,  mentioning 
his  sequestration  at  Campden  House,  Ao.  1646, 
where  he  stood  still  sequestured  wch  with  much 
labour,  cost,  and  fi-iendshipp  he  bore  out  untill  the 
yeare  1653." 

Meanwhile  Eyley's  industry  in  his  profession  is 
incidentally  shewn  by  one  of  his  compilations — now 
amongst  the  Harleian  MSS  (No.  4,991), — which  is 
thus  described  by  Mr.  Casley  (Catal.  iij.,  236)  : 
"  A  Collection  of  Arguments  in  Several  Cases  of 
Heraldry  :  by  Wm.  Ryley,  Lancaster  Herald,  1646. 
A  moderate-sized  folio  of  papei-,  badly  written,  in 
Latin."  This  book  is  inscribed  :  "Guilielmus  (sic) 
Ryley  Lancastrensis  Faicialis  Armorum  .  . 
lil>rum  possidet.     Ano.  1646." 

On  the  death  of  the  Earl  of  Essex,  in  Septem- 
ber, 1646,  there  was  a  creation  of  three  Kings  at 
Arms  in  order  more  fittingly  to  celebrate  the 
funeral.  William  Ryley  was  made  Norroy  (20  Oct. , 
1646).  On  this  occasion  a  Committee  was  ap- 
pointed to  regulate  the  fees.  {Ath.  Oxon.  iij., 
1218  ;  Whitelock,  ii.,  78.)  Ryley's  office  as  Norroy 
was,  however,  as  he  himself  described  it,  an  office 
of  quality,  not  of  profit,  and  he  still  continued  to 
live  precariously  upon  the  money  which  he  could 
obtain  by  virtue  of  his  appointments.  In  August, 
1648,  he  addressed  a  petition  to  the  Houses  of 
Parliament,  which  gives  us  an  insight  into  the 
arrangements  of  his  office  at  the  Tower.  It 
was  read  on  tiie  11th    of    that  month.       His  ob- 
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ject  was  to  draw  attention  to  his  poverty  ;  and 
in  doing  so  he  laid  emphasis  on  the  fact  that  the 
public  interest  lay  nowhere  more  eminently  than 
in  the  Public  Records  of  the  Kingdom.  [See  Note 
7].  His  pleas  were  favourably  considered,  and 
i6200  was  advansed  for  his  present  subsistence.  Ac- 
cording to  the  minutes  of  the  House  of  Commons, 
11th  August,  this  gift  was  to  come  out  of  such  de- 
linquents' estates  as  Ryley  should  discover  to  the 
Committee  of  Haberdashers'  Hall,  and  it  was  said 
to  be  in  consideration  of  his  services  to  Parliament 
in  keeping  the  Records  in  the  Tower.  From  the 
same  source  £50  additional  was  given  to  him  for 
repairing  the  Books  of  Records  and  Repertories, 
and  mending  the  windows  of  the  rooms  where  the

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Records  lay.  And  the  Committee  of  the  Tower  was 
ordered  to  consider  of  the  house  formerly  taken 
from  tlie  Record  Office  ;  and  to  consider  of  a  way 
how  the  same  might  be  restored  and  annexed, 
again,  to  the  said  office,  (vi.  667-8.)  The  notice- 
able absence  of  all  reference  in  this  and  other  docu- 
ments to  Selden,  the  Keeper  of  the  Records,  may 
be  explained  by  Clarendon's  sketch  of  that  great 
lawyer,  who  is  said  to  have  loved  his  ease  and  re- 
tirement, and  who  had  already  begun  to  estrange 
himself  from  public  affairs. 

In  one  of  Dodsworth's  letters  to  Dugdale,  dated 
25  April,  1650,  an  illegible  passage  seems  to  refer  to 
the  Ryley  household  at  Acton,  Middlesex,  whither 
about  this  time  it  removed  :  "  There  ia  great  dis- 
taste .  .  .  into  bitter  curses  against  our  freind 
when  shee  went  out  of  the  house  to  Acton.  I 
heere  bee  .  .  .  for  her  house,  and  both  stock 
and  swatche  is  unpayd,  and  that  there  is  feare  of 
trouble."  (Dugdale's  Diary  and  Letters,  page  229). 
The  old  arrangements  at  the  College  of  Arms 
began,  it  would  appear,  to  be  re-established.  In 
former  days,  viz.,  in  June  of  the  year  1627,  the  Earl 
Marshall  had  issued  an  order  for  the  speedy  putting 
out  the  wife,  children,  and  family  of  William 
Peuson,  Lancaster  Herald,  from  the  College  of 
Arms ;  and  it  had  then  been  ordered  that  no 
Officer  of  Arms  for  the  future  should  be  permitted 
to  bring  in  the  College  any  of  his  family  to  inhabit 
the  same,  under  pain  of  suspension.  (Harl.  MS. 
1,301.    No.  21.)

[No.  .55.]— THE  TROUBLES  OF  WILLIAM  EYLEY 
LANCASTER  HERALD,  AND  OF  HIS  SON, 
CLERKS  OF  THE  RECORDS  IN  THE  TOWER. 

Co^'TlNDED.     (See  No.  81  and  87. ) 

Matters  at  the  Tower  were  not  yet  pleasant  to  Mr. 
Ryley,  who  probably  regarded  Selden  as  one  who 
had  taken  his  place.  In  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Council  of  State,  17  Oct.,  1650,  the  Lord  Chief 
Justice  St.  John,  I^Ir,   Martin,  Mr.  ChaUoner,  and 
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Sir  Henry  Mildmay,  were  appointed  a  committee 
to  consider  the  petition  of  Mr.  Ryley,  concerning 
the  settling  this  office  of  the  Records,  and  to  con- 
fer with  Mr.  Selden  thereon.  (Vol.  ix.  Cal.  p.  391.) 
On  1  January,  1651,  Parliament  ordered  a  gratuity 
of  £20  to  be  given  to  Mr.  Ryley,  and  on  the  16th  the 
Council  of  State  directed  its  payment.  (Vol.  xv. 
Cal.  pp.  1,  15.)  The  questions  of  the  due  preser- 
vation and  arrangement  of  the  archives,  and  of  put- 
ting the  office  in  efficient  order,  were  kept  in  view 
both  by  the  Council  and  Parliament.  On  the  20 
December,  1650  (Council  of  State  Proceedings,  vol. 
xi.  No.  115  ;  Cal.  p.  476),  Sir  Wm.  Armyne  was 
directed  to  report  to  Parliament  that  the  Council 
— considering  the  usefulness  of  the  office  of  Records 
in  the  Tower,  not  only  to  particular  men,  but  to 
the  Commonwealth,  and  finding  that  the  said 
office  is  now  in  charge  of  Mr.  Selden,  into  whose 
hands  it  was  sequestered  by  order  of  Parliament  of 
27  October,  1643,  and  that  Mr.  Collett  and  Mr. 
Eiley  continue  under-clerks  under  Mr.  Selden,  as 
they  did  under  Sir  John  Burroughs,  and  that  Mr. 
Selden  receives  the  profits  of  the  said  office  ;  but 
that  by  reason  of  putting  down  the  Court  of  Wards, 
the  profitable  part  of  that  office  is  taken  away,  so 
as  those  that  attend  have  no  means  of  subsistence, 
and  thus  those  records  are  in  danger  to  be  ren- 
dered useless,  or  lost,  or  disordered, — proposes 
that  the  said  office  be  continued  where  it  is  ;  that 
Mr.  Riley  remain  undbr-clerk  there,  with  a  salary 
of  £,200  a  year  in  lieu  of  all  fees  ;  and  that  the  house 
adjoining  to  the  office,  called  Bowyer's  House,  bo 
appointed  for  a  dwelling  to  tlio-so  who  attend  the 
said  office,  it  Jiaving  formerly  lieen  used  for  that 
purpose.  AIho  tliat  the  ollicers  entrusted  bo  re- 
quired to  cause  a  calendar  to  bo  made  of  the  said 
records,  to  be  given  in  to  I'ailinineiit,  to  bo  kept 
by  Hucli  as  I'arliainent  whall  appoint  clerk  or  comp- 
troller upon  tlio  said  iHHuu'dH,  to  j)rovent  tlu>  hms 
or  cnilMt/zliMiiDht  of  any  of  tlumi.  'I'liin  iutereHting 
and  ini[Mirtaiil  propoHul  fonmliilied  much  of  ilio 
IdgiMlation  of  more  recent  dayn  Notiiing  MoeniH  to 
have  Luuu  done  until  (>lli  AiigUHt,  KiAl,  when  a 
MOparuto  koupur  for  llio  'I'owur  Koconlx  wiin  alio 
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ished.  On  the  date  named  there  was  an  Order  in 
Parliament  upon  the  report  (not  by  Armyne,  as 
formerly  directed,  but  by  Lord  Commissioner 
Whitelock,  from  the  Council  of  State)  of  the  use- 
fulness of  the  office  of  Records  in  the  Tower  of 
London,  that  the  ]SIaster  of  the  Rolls  for  the  time 
being  have  the  care  and  superintendence  of  the 
records  there.  It  was  thereupon  ordained  that 
William  Ryley  was  to  be  clerk,  under  the  Master  of 
the  Rolls,  in  the  said  office,  to  look  to  the  records 
there  ;  that  .£200  a  year  be  allowed  for  himself  and 
under-clerk  ;  that  the  house  adjoining  the  said 
office,  called  Bowyer's  House,  be  appointed  for  his 
dwelling  as  formex-ly ;  that  the  said  clerk  shall 
from  henceforth  take  only  2s.  6d.  for  every  search, 
in  lieu  of  10s.  formerly  taken  ;  that  the  said  ^£200 
a  year  shall  commence  from  24  June  last,  and  the 
Council  of  State  are  to  consider  where  it  may  be 
charged,  and  report ;  and  that  the  said  clerk  be  re- 
quired to  make  a  perfect  calendar  of  all  the  Records 
in  the  Tower,  and  return  the  same  to  the  clerk  o 
Parliament,  to  be  kept  amongst  the  Records  of 
Parliament.  (Vol.  xvi.  Cal.  p.  305,  and  cf.  the 
Journals,  vi.  317-8.) 

We  may  now  best  follow  the  narrative  of  the 
connection  of  Ryley  with  his  office  by  citing  several 
entries  from  the  Proceedings  of  the  Council  of 
State  in  the  Stat'i  Papers. 

Oct.  17.  1651.  £50  to  be  paid  to  William  Ryley, 
on  account  for  defraying  the  charges  of  taking 
up  the  Scotch  Records  and  placing  them  in  the 
Tower.  (Vol.  xvi.  Ca/.  p.  480.)  These  documents 
wore  the  Public  Writs  and  Registers  of  Scotland, 
which  after  the  defeat  of  the  Scotch  at  Dunbar, 
were  seized  when  being  conveyed  by  ship  towards 
Stirling,  and  shipped  at  Leith  for  London  by 
Cromwell's  order.     (Thurloe,  State  Papers,  i.  117.) 

1651.  Nov.  22  (vol.  xvi..  No.  16,  Council  of 
State  Proceedings).  Note  to  enquire  for  the  Order 
made  last  night  concerning  Mr.  Ryley.     (Page  30.) 

Nov.  28.  So  much  of  the  Order  of  Parliament 
as  refers  it  to  Council,  to  satisfy  such  clerks  as 
shall  be  employed  in  the  Scotch  Records  in  the 
Tower  referred  to  the  Irish  and  Scotch  Committee, 
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who  are  to  speak  with  Mr.  Kyley  thereon,  ami  to 
report.     (Page  40.) 

Dec.  4.  Warrant  to  be  issued  to  Mr.  Frost  to 
pay  Mr.  Riley  .£100  out  of  the  contingent  money 
of  Council,  on  account  for  the  clerks  to  be  employed 
about  the  Scotch  Records  in  the  Tower,  and  the 
charge  of  parchment,  paper,  &c.,  for  the  methodiz- 
ing and  ordering  the  said  Records  for  public  use  ; 
and  when  an  account  is  brought  in  of  that  amount, 
a  further  sum  to  be  ordered.     (Page  47. ) 

Dec.  11.  The  Ix'ish.and  Scotch  Committee  to 
order  Mr.  Ryley  to  make  particular  search  first  of  all 
in  his  sorting  of  the  Scotch  Records,  for  the  bills 
and  bonds  for  money,  and  to  employ  Andrew  Ker, 
mentioned  in  Major-General  Lambert's  letter,  so 
far  as  they  think  fit.     (Page  56.) 

1652.  Jany.  2.  The  House  of  Commons  ordered 
that  it  be  referred  to  the  Council  of  State  to  con- 
sider  of  and  appoint  a  fit  person  to  receive  from 
the  Master  of  the  Rolls  the  writings  and  Records 
ordered  to  be  sent  to  Scotland,  by  Indentures  ;  and 
likewise  the  bonds  ;  that  the  Master  of  the  Rolls 
do  deliver  them  unto  such  person  accordingly.  On 
the  same  occasion  Lord  Commissioner  Whitelock 
reported  that  the  Council  of  State  had  taken  into 
consideration  the  Parliamentary  Order  of  6  Aug., 
1651,  and  offered  the  Council's  opinion  that  the 
je200  for  Ryley's  salary  sliould  be  paid  at  present 
out  of  the  exigent  moneys  of  the  Council,  until 
such  time  as  the  public  treasuries  of  the  Common- 
wealth should  bo  freed  from  Anticipation.  Ryluy's 
aoijuittanco  was  to  be  a  sulliciont  discharge  fur  tho 
money.     {CornmoiiH  JouriKils,  vij.,  ti'A.) 

Jan.  9.  William  Ryley,  8()n  of  William 
Ryley,  Clerk  of  tho  RecordH,  ai)p()intcd  to  receive, 
by  [nihinturo  from  [Leiitliall,]  tiio  Master  of  tlio 
Rolls,  the  reoonlH,  papers,  and  bonds  that  are  to 
bo  sent  into  Scotland.     (I'ago  !)7.) 

Fob.  5.  " 'I'iio  f^n'.a,^,  finioral  from  SomerHt  liouso 
to  VVeHtinr  for  11.  Initoii,  deputy  of  Iroliind  ;  nt 
W<li  y"  lluranldH  wore  now  CoatoH,  «tli  y«i  StatoM 
bad^oH  upon  tliotn,  tliiH  lioin^  y«  lirNt  tinio  of  iiav- 
in/4  tlioMC  eoutoM."  (Dii^dulu'M  />i<irj/,  \>.  \)H.)  lu 
Fob.,  IU50-],  it  had  buuii  ordurud  that  tho  Kiu>{'ii 
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arms  should  be  removed  from  the  tabards  of  the 
heralds,  and  those  of  the  State  placed  in  their 
room.

March  26.  Whitehall.  Council  of  State  to  the 
Lieutenant  of  the  Tower.  Parliament  having 
appointed  the  house  in  the  Tower  adjoining  the 
Record  Office,  called  Bowyer's  House,  as  a  dwell- 
ing for  the  Clerk  of  the  Records  in  the  Tower,  and 
there  being  very  great  necessity  of  accommodating 
him  there  in  order  to  the  methodizing  the  records 
brought  out  of  Scotland,  you  are  forthwith  to  re- 
move all  the  persons  now  there,  and  deliver  the 
same  to  Mr.  Ryley  for  his  residence,  and  for  keep- 
ing the  records.

March  26.  Warrant  from  Council  of  State, 
by  Gualter  Frost  to  Wm.  Ryley  for  ^6100,  in  addi- 
tion to  £100  ah-eady  paid  for  charges  of  clerks  in 
methodising  records,  &c.

Nov.  30.  (Vol.  XXV.)  The  Irish  and  Scotch 
Committee,  in  pursuance  of  an  Order  of  Parliament 
of  2  Jan.,  1652,  to  consider  where  .£200  a  year  may 
be  charged,  to  be  paid  to  William  Ryley,  for  his 
employment  in  the  Office  of  Records  in  the  Tower. 
(Page  514.) 

Nov.  30.  Warrant  by  Gualter  Frost  to  Wm. 
Eyley  for  £200,  one  year's  salary  as  Clerk  of  the 
Records  in  the  Tower.     (Page  621.) 

1653.  Mar.  31.  Order  that  the  Commissioners 
for  inspecting  the  Treasuries  consider  and  report 
how  the  £200  a  year  appointed  by  Parliament  to 
Wm.  Ryley  as  salary  for  his  employment  in  the 
Record  Office  in  the  Tower,  is  to  be  paid  from  29 
March,  it  having  been  paid  hitherto  from  the  exigent 
moneys  of  the  Council,     (Vol.  xxxiv.    Cal.  p.  246.) 

The  old  charge  of  "intelligence  with  Oxford  " 
was  in  1653  renewed  against  him  at  the  Committee 
of  Indempnity,  and  he  was  further  taxed  with 
having  been  in  actual  arms  for  the  King.  "  Hee 
was  in  that  yeare  likewise  questioned  in  the  Petite 
Assembly  or  Bare-bones  Parliament  [which  sat 
4  July  to  12  Dec,  1653],  upon  all  the  former  mis. 
demeanors,  but  the  Act  of  Oblivion  then  made  by 
the  late  Usurper  Oliver  comeing  forth  he  was  dis- 
pensed withaU." 
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The  following  interesting  letter  is  taken  from 
Thurloe's  State  Papers  vol.  ij.,  242  (from  the 
original  vol.  xiij.,  p.  28S)  : — 

Mr.  W.  Byley  to  Secretary  TKurloe. 
Hono'irable  Sir, — 
Since  I  saw  you  last,  I  was  told  by  a  gentleman  of 
worth,  that  there  is  an  orJiaance  to  be  drawn  up  for 
the  improvement  of  the  forreats*)  and  that  the  act  for 
the  sale  of  them  was  declyned.  Truly,  Sir,  I  may 
with  a  cleare  conscience  and  assured  confidence  afl5rme, 
that  I  have  cordially  served  his  highness  the  lord  pro- 
tector and  the  states  in  all  trusts  reposed  in  me,  and 
niore  particularly  in  the  weighty  business  of  the 
forrests  (whereof  his  highness  hath  had  some  spepiall 
testimony),  and  for  which  I  had  so  great  esteeme  with 
the  committee  of  inspections  and  others  before  them, 
as  likewise  with  the  trustees  for  the  sale  of  the  forrests, 
as  to  meritt  an  imijloyment  of  agency  under  them  ; 
the  which  I  doe  not  hereby  declyne,  being  most  willing 
with  the  best  of  my  skill  to  serve  his  highness  and  the 
state.  But  knowing  my  place  of  Norrey  king  of  armes 
to  be  an  office  of  quality,  though  not  of  profitt,  and 
the  ageijcy  farr  iuferiour  to  that,  amounting  but  to  the 
degree  of  a  sollicitor  at  most  (in  which  employment  I 
toeke  great  paines,  was  at  much  charge,  but  had  nue 
recompence  at  all),  and  likewise  taking  notice  of  the 
declension  of  some  of  the  trustees  in  the  execution  of 
the  forrest  business,  in  which  I  may  (I  humbly  conceave) 
by  reason  of  my  knowledg  and  long  experience  in  the 
records,  be  very  useful! ;  I  doe  thertfore  humlily  dosyro 
you  to  bo  a  meanes,  that  my  employraeiit  may  be 
changed  from  agency  to  a  trustee  or  commissioner  for 
improvement  of  the  forrests,  where  I  am  bold  to  say, 
I  shall  knowingly  discharge  my  trust  and  duty,  and 
a]ipe:ir  th'  rein  very  dilligeiit  and  faitlifull.  And  for 
your  furtlier  satisfactiun  herein,  I  have  in-.'losiHl  tho 
coi)ie8  of  Homo  papcrH,  whicli  I  proseutud  horotoforo  to 
his  liighiiesH,  to  whoHO  service  I  am  dovotod.  Sir,  I 
crave  jiivrdon  for  my  boldness  heroin,  and  humbly 
acknowlcdg  all  your  noble  favours  exprcMHcd  to,  Sir, 
Your  real  and  faithful]  Horvant, 
19  April,  IfL^t.  W'iM.IAM   KVLET. 

Ah  horotoforo,  IJyloy's  aaHlHtanco  was  askuil  when 
tho  aticiunt  procuduiita  had  tu  bu  liuiitud  up,  an  tliu 
oxigoiioioi  of    tho  oooaaioa    d<  inaudod.      lu    tlio 

•Tho  Onlor  of  (Iniincll  for  thiH  purtwHO  tiaaiieii  IS  An. 
lOf.4.     Whilt.l.,  p.  588. 
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Council  of  State  Proceedings,  31  Mar.,  1653,  Wm. 
Ryley  was  ordered  to  send  a  copy  of  the  record  in 
the  time  of  King  John,  concerning  making  prizes  of 
the  ships  that  refuse  to  strike  s;til  to  the  English 
ships  of  war  in  the  Channel.  (Vol.  xxjciv.  Cal.,  page 
245).  On  a  subsequent  occasion  (vol.  xxxv.,  Cal.,  p. 
259)  there  appears  an  extract  from  Mare  Claicsum, — 
the  great  work  of  Selden,  written  in  1634,  to  defend 
the  sovereignty  of  England  over  the  narrow  seas 
against  Grotius  and  the  fishermen  of  Holland,  a 
copy  of  which  was  ordered  at  the  time  to  be  la'd 
up  with  the  public  records, — whit;h  extract  asserts 
the  ancient  right  of  England  to  the  striking  in 
flags  at  sea.  The  original  law  of  2  John  (a  MS.  of 
French,  then  said  to  be  in  Mr.  Selden's  hands)  is 
cited  ;  and  it  is  described  by  Ryley  in  a  report  of 
3  pp.  (in  which  it  is  given  in  Latin,  French,  and 
English)  as  a  document  of  no  less  authority  than 
antiquity.  The  report  bears  the  following  endorse- 
ment by  Bradshaw  : — "A  transcript  of  a  record  in 
the  time  of  King  John,  touching  the  striking  of 
sail ;  brought  in  by  Mr.  Ryley,  Keeper  of  the 
Records  in  the  Tower,  by  Order  of  the  Council  of 
State." 

When  Thomas  Fuller  was  compiling  his  Cflmrch 
History,  in  the  years  1649-54,  he  had  occasion  to 
examine  the  Tower  Records,  and  thus  came  iuto 
contact  with  William  Ryley,  at  this  time  in  better 
circumstances  than  hertofore.  Fuller  says  that  all 
the  passages  of  Church  concernment  in  his  History, 
from  the  reign  of  Heuiy  III.  until  King  Henry  VI., 
he  got  out  of  these  records  {Appeal  of  Injured  In- 
nocence,  fo.  pt.  i.,  p.  23),  which  he  regarded  as  the 
Author  of  AtitJiors  for  English  History,  because 
they  might  be  said  to  live  in  the  time  and  place  to 
which  they  referred,  because  they  were  impartial, 
and  because  they  were  safely  preserved.  And  he 
wished  that  they  might  be  long  so  preserved  "in 
defiance  of  barbarous  anarchy,  which  otherwise 
would  make  a  bonfire  or  new  light  of  those  precious 
monuments,  "-^a  sentiment  which  has  relation  to 
Mr.  Hugh  Peters.  FuUer  fui'ther  states  that  he 
got  the  documents  transcribed,  compared,  and 
attested  by  the  ellvr  Ryley,   keeper  of  them,  and 
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Norroy  King  of  Arms ;  "  who,  like  a  Prince  in- 
deed, freely  gave  me  his  pains,  which  I  oommend  to 
the  Reader  his  thankful  notice,  because  otherwise 
I  must  have  charged  the  cost  in  his  account,  raising 
the  rate  of  my  book  to  make  myself  a  saver  there- 
by." (Hist,  of  Cambridge  §  i.,  IT  56,  pp.  15-16  ;  and 
Gkurcli  HMory,  bk.  iij.,  cent,  xiij.,  1[2l,  p.  55.) 

It  was  Ryley  also  who  furnished  Fuller  with 
some  information  of  Lancashire  men  for  his 
Worthies  of  England  This  especially  applies  to 
the  account  of  Bishop  Pilkington  ;  for  Fuller  says 
that  his  good  friend  Master  William  Eyley,  Norroy, 
the  Bishop's  countryman,  told  him  that  the 
Pilkington's  were  gentlemen  of  repute  in  Lanca- 
shire before  the  Conquest.   (§  Lancashire,  page  110.) 

On  Oct.  2,  1652,  Wm.  Ryley,  Keeper  of  the 
Records  in  the  Tower,  was  directed  by  the 
Council  to  give  Roger  Dodsworth  free  access 
thereto,  he  having  in  hand  something  of  concern- 
ment relating  to  the  public.  A  warrant  to  be  sent 
him  for  this  purpose.  (Vol  xxv.,  page  427.)  This 
seems  to  relate  to  the  preparation  of  that  great 
work  called  Moiiasticoti  AiKjlicanum  in  three  vols., 
which  now  goes  under  the  name  of  Dugdalo's 
Monadicon,  the  first  of  which  appeared  in  16')5. 
His  name  appears  in  tbe  title  page  of  the  Jimt 
volume  ;  but  it  was  not  added  to  the  subsequent 
volumes,  although  he  was  the  collector  of  most  of 
the  matci'ials  for  it  ;  and  he  was  indeed  its  pro- 
jector. At  the  date  of  this  order  Dodsworth, 
then  under  tlie  i)atronago  of  J^ord  l^^airiax,  Avas 
67  years  of  age,  and  ho  died  two  years  later 
(Aug.,  1654),  and  was  buried  at  KuHord,  in 
Lancashire.  The  relations  between  this  famous  anti- 
quary and  Jlyley  were  not  apparently  of  the  most 
cordial  kind,  for  l>()daw()rLh  s  priucq)l(!H  were  of  a 
diU'erent  texture  Unm  those  of  Ifyloy.  J)ug<hilo  htul 
been  at  the  Tower  in  April  and  Juno,  KM!),  jier- 
fecting  liin  Wdrnnrk-ihirf,  and  maUiiig  reHoiiri;luis 
for  DodHWorth,  'J'lxt  latl.iir  wrh  in  London  soon 
afterwanlH.  On  2!>  May,  1650,  ho  informed  Dug- 
dulo  that  lie  wan  "  entered  a  little  into  Ihu  i'ower," 
wlieris  he  wati  pro)ioMin){  to  oxaniiiio  eertiiin  ot  thw 
Fine  JIoIIm  to  bo  "ol  raro  utiu  lor  my  lliwvuago, "— 
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a  project  (unfortunately  unfulfilled)  upon  which  he 
was  working  at  tlie  time.  In  the  same  letter  he 
Bays  that  that  very  day  he  was  so  fatigued  with  his 
labours  at  the  Tower  that  he  could  do  nothing.  "I 
am  so  very  weary,  having  staid  there  since  eight 
in  the  morning  till  nine  this  evening,  and  never 
stirr'd  of  the  place  to  eat  one  bitt  of  bread." 
There  are  likewise  in  his  letter  some  particulars  of 
the  Herald's  College  :  "  Squibb  the  Herald  [Clare- 
nceux]  is  dead,  and  Mr.  Norwood  [Windsor 
Herald]  very  near.  The  ofiice  is  '  new  model'd' 
[a  fling  at  the  celebrated  Parliamentary  ordinance] : 
there  shall  be  no  more  Clarenceux,  and  Norroy 
[i.e.,  Mr.  Ryley]  shall  signify  no  more  than  an  ordi- 
nary herald,  of  wch  there  shall  be  only  six,  and 
the  Host  [Edw.  Bysshe,  Garter],  shall  be  seventh, 
and  have  a  double  share  ag*  the  rest.  If  Nor- 
gate  dye  I  am  solicited  to  come  in  his  roome." 
(Dugdale'a  Correspondence,  p.  235-6.)  To  the 
same  correspondent  he  writes,  on  the  ISth  Dec, 
1650  [Ujid.,  p.  246  :  the  date  is  misprinted  1660) : 
"Kyleyis  an  arrant  Rascall  as  before.  The  Pen- 
tion  for  ordering  the  Office  is  granted  to  Mr. 
Selden  ;  and  the  Host ;  [Bysshe]  and  my  Cosen  H. 
[John  Rush  worth,  of  Lincoln's  Inn,  Esq.,]  will 
joyne  to  move  that  Mr.  Jeuninges  ["reacher"  of 
the  records  in  h  Wood's  time,  and  '"  a  boon  blade,"] 
to  be  made  a  helper  therein,  and  have  a  certayne 
allowance  for  his  paynes.  I  would  have  you  write 
to  my  Co.  R.  to  inform  him  that  no  man  is  more 
able  and  paynfull,  &c.  He  keeps  the  tower  con- 
stantly ;  young  Eyley  keepes  his  mother  company 
att  Acton  :  Mr.  Bisse  [Garter's  brother]  will  not 
lett  him  be  in  the  office."  In  referring  to  Dods- 
worth  I  cannot  resist  the  impulse  of  perusing 
Whitaker's  account  of  him  {RichniondsMre,  ii.,  76>, 
and  of  quoting  that  elegant  scholar's  opinion  that  he 
was  a  man  whom  it  was  "impossible  to  name  with- 
out veneration  .  .  ,  for  the  self-devotion  of 
having  consumed  his  life  in  the  unceasing  toil  of 
accumulating  materials  for  future  topographers  at  a 
period  when  those  materials  wer ;  on  the  point  of 
perishing  and  being  forgotten  for  ever." 

One  other  great  name  has  to  be  introduced  to 
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whom  Eyley  was  helpful.  Oa  the  24  March, 
1G56-7,  John  Milton,  writing  to  Emetic  Bigot,  a 
French  savant,  who  had  requested  him  to  have 
Bome  doubtful  passages  in  a  book— Om  the  Manner 
of  Holding  Parliaments— corrvgsxed.  with  the 
originals  in  London,  makes  the  following  remarks  : 
"  As  to  the  book  I  have  caused  the  marked  passages 
of  it  to  be  either  amended,  or,  if  they  were  doubt- 
ful, confirmed,  by  reference  to  the  MS.  in  the  pos- 
Bession  of  the  illustrious  Lord  Bradshaw,  and  also 
to  the  Cotton  MS.,  as  you  will  see  from  your  little 
paper  returned  herewith.  In  compliance  with 
your  desire  to  know  whether,  also,  the  autograph 
of  this  book  is  extant  in  the  Tower  of  London,  I 
sent  one  to  enquire  of  the  Herald  who  has  the 
custody  of  the  deeds,  and  with  whom  I  am  on 
familiar  terms.  His  answer  is  that  v.o  copy  of  that 
book  is  extant  among  those  records."  Tliis  corre- 
spondence will  be  found  iu  the  recent  Life  of  Milton 
by  Masson  (vol.  v.,  pp.  283-4),  who  believes  that 
the  Herald  was  "  William  Eyley,  Norroy  King-at- 
Arms,  who  had  been  Clerk  of  the  Records  for 
Bome  years  under  the  Master  of  the  EoUs."

[No.  91] -THE  ATHERTONS  OF  AMERICA,  AND 
THE  ATHERT0N3  OF  ATHERTOX. 
Mr.  Henry  B.  Atherton,  of  Nashua,  New  Hamp- 
Bhire,  U.S.A.,  writes  :  "For  fifteen  years  or  more 
I  have  been  collecting  material  for  a  family  record 
of  the  Athertons  in  America — all  of  them  from 
Halifax  to  San  Francisco.  I  find  that  nearly  all 
are  descended  from  Humphrey  Atherton  and  James 
Atherton,  of  the  Old  Massachusetts  Bay  Colony. 
Humphrey  Atherton  was  in  Dorchester  as  early  aa 
1636,  was  admitted  freeman  (perhaps  at  the  age  of 
21)  2  May,  1638,  was  a  member  of  the  Artillery 
Company  in  the  same  year,  and  became  its  Captain 
in  1650.  He  was  often  selectman,  representative 
for  nine  years.  Governor's  assistant  from  1654  till 
hia  death  in   1661,   and  from   1656    was  Major- 
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General  of  all  the  forces  in  the  Colony,  having 
succeeded  Sedgwick.  He  was  also  a  magistrate  of 
the  Colony,  and  entrusted  with  many  important 
affairs.  He  was,  in  fact,  to  the  Bay  Colony  what 
Miles  Standish  was  to  that  at  Plymouth.  I  desire 
to  learn  the  parentage,  date  and  place  of  his  birth, 
also  of  his  wife  Mary  and  of  the  James  Atherton 
before-mentioned,  who  may  have  been  an  elder  son 
or  younger  brother  of  Humphrey.  The  latter  had 
several  children  born  in  England — Jonathan, 
Catherine,  Elizabeth,  and  possibly  an  Isabel.  The 
family  tradition  has  it  that  they  came  from  Lanca- 
shire ;  and,  coming  at  about  the  same  time,  possibly 
in  the  same  ship,  with  the  Rev.  Kichard  Mather, 
for  many  years  the  minister  at  Dorchester,  it  may 
be  that  Humphrey  Atherton  was  persuaded  to 
come  by  him,  and  that  he  lived  neai"  where  Mr. 
Mather  used  to  preach  in  England  and  where  he 
taught,  perhaps  being  one  of  his  pupils.  Timothy, 
son  of  the  Eev.  Richard  Mather,  married  the 
before-mentioned  Catherine  Atherton.  Mr.  Mather, 
after  being  suspended  for  Nonconformity,  went 
from  Warrington  to  Bristol  in  disguise,  sailed  from 
the  latter  place  in  April  or  May,  1635,  on  the 
'James,'  commanded  by  Captain  Taylor,  and 
landed  at  Boston,  17  Aug.,  1G35.  While  at  Toxteth 
he  used  to  '  lecture '  once  a  fortnight  at  Preston, 
where  perhaps  Humphrey  Atherton  tirst  knew  him. 
I  have  been  seeking  for  a  long  while  to  ascertain 
the  precise  relationship  between  Humphrey  and 
James.  The  latter  was  one  of  tl»o  first  settlers  of 
Lancaster,  Mass.,  and  died  in  1707,  aged  8(5,  making 
him  about  15  years  of  age  in  Ki.SO  1  am  descended 
from  .Jam(!H,  as  were  also  Joshua  Alhcrlon,  Attornoy- 
( General  for  tliis  State  in  the  time  of  (Jharlos  II., 
o.w\  (Jharli'H  Atherton,  U.S.S.  One  of  Jluniphroy'H 
sons  was  the  Kev.  I  lope  Atherton,  an  early  f>radua 
ate  at  Harvard  College,  who  laiiglit  the  (irannuar 
Scliool  in  Uorehester,  became  the  lirst  Hottloil 
ministnr  at  llaUinhl,  and  tiled  l)y  reason  of  e.xpoHuru 
wliile  a  chaplain  in  '  King  I'liillip'H  War.'  I  am 
tlie  MoercLary  (»r  our  looal  IliHloriiial  Society,  the 
only  one  of  the  kind  in  the  Stale,  and  fnini  our 
librariuH  liuvubuen  able  to  glean  Homothiug  uouueru* 
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ing  the  Athertons    of   Lancashire,   but    nothing 
connectedly. " 

We  shall  be  glad  of  any  communications  from 
our  readers  throwing  light  upon  the  relation  of  the 
American  Athertons  with  that  family  in  England,

No.  9^.]— ME.  BRADLEY  IIAYHURST,  VICAR 
OF  LEIGH,  16'16-l(i57. 
I  send  you  a  little  personal  note  respecting  this 
minister,  who  was  incumbent  of  Leigh  Parish 
Church  fiom  the  establishment  of  the  Presbji;ery, 
in  IGiG,  until  about  the  year  1G57,  as  recorded  in 
Mr.  J.  E.  Bailey's  account  of  the  Vicars  of  Leigh, 
published  in  yourcolunmsa  few  months  since.  The 
items  I  have  to  add  relate  to  tlie  biith place  and 
parentage  of  Mr.  Bradley  Hayhurst.  lie  was  a 
native  of  the  parish  of  Ilibchester.  The  Hay  hursts 
were  a  family  of  yeomen,  whose  freehold  was 
situate  in  the  township  of  Dutton,  in  Ribchester 
parish,  rej)resented  in  1G20  by  "John  Hayhurst, 
of  Dutton,  gent."  or  yeoman.  I  tlimk  tliis  John 
was  the  fatlier  of  Richard  Haj'hurst,  who  appears 
as  a  very  active  partizan  of  tlie  Parliament  in  the 
Civil  ^Var  which  broke  out  in  1G4:2.  Richard  Hay- 
hurst, living  in  1G49,  had  seven  or  eight  sons,  two 
of  whom.  Captain  Jonathan  Hayhurst  and  Captain 
John  Hayhurst,  wevQ  officers  in  Cromwell's  army 
during  the  war,  and  doubtless  fought  in  the  Battle 
of  Preston  and  Walton  in  August,  1G4S,  when 
Cromwell  -with  his  forces  passed  and  re-passed  by 
the  native  place  of  the  Hayhursts  before  and  after 
that  celebrated  battle.  Otlier  sons  of  Richard 
Hayhurst  were  William  Hayhurst  and  Benjamin 
Hayhurst ;  and  two  other  sous  were  ministers  of 
tlie  Puritan  party,  viz.,  !Mr.  Robert  Hayhurst  and 
Mr.  Bradley  Hayhurst.  Mr.  Robert  Hayhurst  was 
some  years  minister  of  Coley  Chapel,  near  Halifax, 
and  died  when  a  young  man,  some  years  before  Mr. 
Bradley  Hayhurst  was  brought  to  Leigh.  There 
is  a  reference  to  ^Ir.  Robert  Hayhurst  in  the  papers 
of  the  Rev.  Oliver  Heywood,  who  was  ejected  from 
Coley,  which  idcutiiies  him  as  of  the  Ribchester 
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family,  and  also  as  brother  of  Mr.  Bradley  Hay- 
hurst.  His  name  is  there  spelt  "  Hurst,"  which  to 
this  day  is  the  shortened  popular  pronunciation  of 
Hayliurst  in  the  neighbourhood  of  Ribchcster  and 
Blaokhuri),  where  the  surname  is  yet  not  uncom- 
moi),  and  is,  in  fact,  sometimes  written  "Hairst." 
Ml'.  Oliver  Heywood  has  recorded: — "The  next 
settled  minister  [at  Colcy  Chapel]  was  Mr.  Robert 
Hurst,  1>oru  at  llibchester.  His  brother  [i.e., 
Bradley  llayhurst]  was  Vicar  of  Leigh,  and  after- 
WiU'ds  lived  at  Maccleslleld,  in  Cheshire.  This 
olioice  young  man  [Robert  Hayhurst]  was  at 
Coley  seven  or  eight  years,  but  fell  into  a  con- 
sumption, took  his  solemn  leave  in  the  Chapel,  and 
told  the  people  he  had  s[»cnt  his  strength  with 
tliem,  and  was  able  to  preach  no  more  :  there  were 
many  tears  shed  at  imrting.  He  pined  away,  had 
liis  mother  with  him,  whose  breasts  he  sucked  as 
long  as  he  was  able  [a  singular  means  of  attempt- 
ing to  save  a  young  man  dying  of  consumption], 
and  tlicn  died,  leaving  a  sweet  savour  beliind  him, 
both  of  sound  doctrine  and  holy  life  :  lie  was  much 
lamented."  Tlie  Vicar  of  Leigh  probably  owed  liis 
( 'liristian  name  of  "  Bradley"  to  tlie  circumstance 
of  the  marriage  of  his  fatlier,  or  some  earUer  pro- 
g<;nit()r,  with  a  daughter  of  a  family  of  Bi-adle}',  of 
ttie  rank  of  lesser  gentry,  scatcul  in  tlie  same  ncigli- 
boiirhood.  It  was  a  common  j)racticc  in  tliis  district 
then,  as  it  is  still,  to  adopt  tlie  m.i,tei'iial  sui'iiame 
as  the  ('hristian  name  of  one  of  the  sons  or 
daughters.  Ilev.  IJradley  lla;)  hurst  did  not  forget 
his  native  phu^o  in  his  will.  Bishop  Clastrcll  has 
noted  {j\'o/if.  (frnlr.,  vol.  ii.,  pt.  iii.,  p.p.  471--)  that 
"Anno  KiSi,  Mr.  IlayhurHt,  Mini.stei'  of  Maocloa- 
fuild,  hift  all  his  JJoiiks,  (;;ccej»t  the  Hook  of  Martyrs 
and  hiwCJieat  Jiiblo,  to  yo  rarisli  Church  of  Kib- 
cliCHtcr."

Nicholas  le  Boteler,  of  Rawclifle,  in  the  Hun- 
dred of  Amounderness,  the  representative  of  a 
family  founded  in  the  thirteenth  century  by 
liichard  le  Boteler,  said  to  have  been  a  younger 
son  of  the  Lord  of  Warrington.

WICH :  A  NATIVE  OF  CHOWBENT. 

In  a  very  earefully  worked-out  and  beautifully 
got- up  work,  recently  printed,  "for  private  dis- 
tribution only,"  entitled  '^  Palgrave  Family 
Memorials,  Edited  by  Charles  John  Palmer  and 
Stephen  Tucker,  Rourje  Croix,"  (with  the  assistance 
of  your  correspondent  Mr,  Charles  Bridger,  of 
London,)  the  following  notice  of  a  local  family 
occurs : — 

"Dr.  Rigby. 

"He  was  bom  at  Chowbent,  near  Leigh,  in 
Lancashire,  and  bore  [for  arms]  Argent,  a  cross 
botonn6  Sable,  charged  wiihjive  mullets  oj  the  first. 

"He  settled  as  a  physician  at  Norwich,  where  he 
soon  acquired  a  large  practice,  and  wiiere  he  married 
firstly.  Miss  Dyball,  by  whom  he  had  two  daugliters. 
Dr.  Kigbys  sister  married  Dr.  Parry,  of  Bath,  and 
became  the  mother  of  Sir  Edward  Parry,  the 
Arctic  voyager,  who  married  a  sister  of  the  first 
Lord  Stanley  of  A  Iderlcy,  and  was  the  father  of 
Dr.  Parry,  now  Bishop  Suffragan  of  Dover. 

"  By  his  [Dr.  Rigby's]  marriage,  secondly,  with 
Miss  Palgrave  {^Anne,  daughterof  William Palgrave, 
of  Coltishall,  co.  Norfolk,  merchant,  born  1777, 
married,  at  Coltishall,  17th  October,  1803,]  he  be- 
came the  father  of  twelve  children,  the  last  four 
being  at  one  birth,  Dr.  Eigby  being  then  70  years 
of  age  and  his  wife  40.  In  celebration  of  this 
event  the  Corporation  of  Norwich  presented  him 
with  a  piece  of  plate. 

"Dr.  Rigby  was  an  intimate  friend  of  Thomas 
William    Coke,     of     Holkham,    created    Earl    of 
Leicester  on  the  accession  of  Queen  Victoria,  and 
took  great  interest  in  agricixlture,  upon  which  sub- 
ject he  was  a  ijrolific  writer.  Dr.  Rigby  was  buried 
in  the  churchyard  of  FramLngham  Earl. 
*  A  monument  to  Rigby  do  you  seek  ? 
On  every  side  the  whispering  woodlands  speak.' 
alluding  to  the  extensive  plantations  made  by  him. 

"  His  widow  died  at  Slough  in  1872,  aged  95, 
leaving  numerous  descendants  in  the  fourth  gener- 
ation. 

"  Dr.  Rigby  filled  the  ofl&ce  of  Mayor  of  Norwich 
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in  1805.  He  was  author  of  An  Essay  on  Anima 
Heat,  and  The  Agriculture  of  Framingham  and 
Holkham.     There  is  an  engraved  portrait  of  him, 

"  His  eldest  son  was  a  physician  of  acknowledged 
eminence  in  London,  succeeding  Dr.  Grooch  in  the 
Ljdng-in  Hospital,  and  was  Examiner  in  Midwifery 
in  succession  to  Sir  Charles  Locock,  and  published 
several  medical  works,  but  his  career  of  usefulness 
was  cut  short  by  an  untimely  death  in  1861,  and  he 
left  no  issue  male." 

From  another  part  of  the  Palgrave  Memorials 
we  learn  that  Edward  Rigby,  M.D.,  was  born  (at 
Chowbent)  27  December,  1747,  died  27  October, 
1821,  and  was  buried  at  Framingham  Earl,  co. 
Norfolk,  in  which  parish  he  had  an  estate.  His 
children,  and  their  children,  are  all  recorded  in 
this  very  interesting  volume.  — J,  F.  R.

The  original  line  failed  in 
the  thirteenth  century  with  Richard  de  Town- 
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ley,  whose  daughter  and  heiress  married  John 
de  la  Legh,  of  High  Legh,  co.  Chester,  and 
their  issue  inheriting  Townley  assumed  the 
maternal  surname.  The  member  for  Lanca- 
shire in  this  Parliament  was  third  in  descent 
from  this  marriage.  His  descendant  in  the 
thirteenth  generation  John  Townley,  Esq.,  died 
in  1877,  without  surviving  male  issue,  and 
with  him  the  ancient  family  of  Townley  of 
Townley  failed,  after  a  fairly  authenticated 
existence  in  the  county  of  nearly  one  thousand 
years.  The  present  heir-general  is  Charles 
Henry  Lionel  Standlsh,  of  Standish  Hall,  Esq., 
the  representative  of  the  only  sister  of  Edward 
Townley  Standish,  Esq.,  who  died  in  1807.

Note. — This  return  was  afterwards  set  aside 
under  the  following  circumstances.  The  High 
Sheriff  of  the  County,  William  de  Radcliffe,  having 
left  the  writ  for  the  election  in  the  hands  of  his  two 
deputies,  the  latter,  instead  of  proceeding  in  tho 
usual  way  to  the  election  of  two  members  by  the 
county,  returned  themselves,  concealing  the  writ 
and  levying  their  expenses  for  attendance  to  their 
own  use.  Tlie  matter  coming  to  the  king's  know- 
ledge, a  judicial  enquiry  was  instituted  by  royal 
authority,  the  return  declared  void  and  tho  two 
doputioH  unseated,  thus  losing  the  expense  of  their 
attendance  to  the  Parliament.  This  is  said  to  bo 
the  lirst  iiiHtaiico  in  Parliamentary  annals  of  tho 
iiiiMcatiiig  of  members  of  the  llouaoof  Commons  for 
unlawlnl  proceedingH.

In  John   Earle's  Micro-cosmography    (page  71, 
edition  Arber),  a  Herald  is  satirically  described  as 
one  whose  trade  is  Honour  :  "  he  sells  it  and  giues 
Armes  himselfe  though  hee  be  no  gentleman,     ffis 
bribes  are  like  those  of  a  corrupt  ludge  ;  for  they 
are  the  prices  of  blood."     There  is   no   reason  to 
suppose,    judging    from    the   records   of    Ryley's 
grants,  that  he  acted  contrary  to  the  maxims  which 
should  influence  a  good  Herald.      But  as  we  know 
by  the  testimony  of  Hudibras  (pt.  II.,  Canto  iij., 
lines  669-672),  as  well  as   of   Ryley's  good  friend, 
Thomas     Fuller,    many     "upstarts"    during    the 
civil  war  "  injuriously  invaded  the  arms  of  ancient 
families."      The   latter  observation  was   made   in 
chapter  xvi.  of  The  Worthies  of  England,  where  the 
author  longed  for  the  revival  of  an  old  Record  in 
the  Tower,  being  an  ordinance  of  Henry  V.  against 
those  who  had  assumed  arms  wrongfully.     Bysshe, 
who  was  Garter  from  1643,  is  said  by  Dallaway  to 
have  been  more  learned  and  perspicuous  than  his 
predecessor,  and  that  he  was  the  first  who  treated 
the  subject  of  heraldry  as   an  antiquary  and  his- 
torian, endeavouring  to  divest  it  of  extraneous  mat- 
ter.    Some  of  Ryley's  grants,  and  chiefly  those  of 
local  persons,  may  here  fitly  find  a  place.      On  the 
IS  Sept.,  1650,  he  signed  a  certificate  as   "Norry 
King-at-arms,"  stating  that  Edw.   Bysshe,   Garter 
principal  King-at-arms  of  Englishmen,  having  by  pa- 
tent of  16  Aug.,  1650,  assigned  to  Lady  Alicia  Dud- 
ley, daughter  of  Sir  Thos.  Legh,  of  Sfconeley,  county 
Warwick,  Bart. ,  the  crest  therein  mentioned,  and 
depicted, — viz.,  on  a  wreath  argent  and  gules,  two 
hands  coupled  at  the  wrist,  proper,    supporting  a 
dacal  coronet, — and  finding  also  by  an  Act  of  Par- 
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liament,  21  James  I.  that  Lady  Dadley  is  declared 
to  be  a  fenune  sole,  he,  at  her  request,  ratifies  the 
said  arms.  {State  Papers,  Cal.  p.  320.)  la  Harl. 
MS.,  1470  (Nos.  108  and  163),  there  was  a  confirm- 
ation of  Arms  and  Crest,  unto  John  Royle,  of  Left- 
wich,  in  Cora.  Cestr.,  Gent.,  by  William  Ptyley, 
Norroy,  dated  17  Nov.,  1654. — Another  document 
in  the  same  MS.  (1470,  No.  85),  is  John  Withie's 
abridgement  of  the  confirmation  of  arms  and  grant 
of  a  crest,  unto  William  Cholmck,  of  Cholwick,  in 
Com.  Devon,  by  William  Ryley,  Norroy,  dated  6th 
June,  1657. — The  same  MS.  (No.  83)  contains  a 
confirmation  of  arms  and  crest  unto  Thomas  Hob- 
Bon,  of  Merington,  in  the  Bishoprick  of  Duresme, 
by  William  E^yley,  Esq.,  Norroy,  dated  16  January, 
1657.— No  81  (fol.  139,  or  94  in  pencil)  contains 
John  Withie's  abridgement  of  the  confirmation  of 
arms  granted  by  Eyley  to  William  Langton,  of 
Broughton  Tower,  near  Preston,  the  arms  and  crest 
being  hastily  tricked  in  the  margin.  This  grant  is 
as  follows  : — 

To  all  &  Singular  vnto  whom  these  presents  shall 
come  'William  Ryley  Esqre.  Norroy  King  of  Amies 
eendeth  greeting.  Whereas  William  Langton  of 
Broughton  in  the  County  of  Lancaster  Esqre.  hath  re- 
quested me  to  declare  what  Armea  he  may  Lawfully 
beare  I  do  by  these  presents  signifie  and  dtclaro 
that  th*  said  William  Langton  may  beare  the  Amies 
and  Creasts  hereafter  mentioned  viz  Per-pale  Argent 
and  Or,  three  Cheverons  gules,  And  for  the  Oreaste 
on  an  Helmet  and  Wreath  of  his  Coulloura  a  Tall)()t 
Seicant  regardant  Sable  his  Earcs  Argent,  Mantled 
Gules  doubluil  Anient  as  in  the  Margent  .More  Lively 
Ih  depicted  Which  Amies  and  Croaste  I  tlio  Haid 
Norroy  do  by  these  prcHcnts  allow  and  cotifirni  unto 
the  Haid  William  liannton  anil  the  lioirse  of  his  body 
Jjawfully  begotten  to  lie  homo  and  usod  by  thum,  with 
their  reHp«'<'live  dUrorencuH  for  ever  In  wituoBS  wlioroof  I 
the  miid  Norroy  liavi)  liiiruiiiilo  alllxiid  tlio  Noiil  of 
mynu  uilico  and  Miihitcrihixl  my  nanio  tliiH  'lltlh  of 
Juno,  Ano  Uoni  1057. 

TliJH  Williiini  lian^ton  diod  in  1(5r)0.  It  is  notice- 
abio  that  till!  uriim  wrro  ullnrod  by  Hir  William 
Du^dalo,  III  llio  ViHitiiliou  of  lliti-t,  lo  tbtvin  foilnw* 
iug  :  AryiiU,  thrco  oliovrout  <jiil<n,  a  uaulon,  ro*/" ; 
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crest,  an  eagle  displayed  with  two  heads  verf 
charged  on  the  breast  with  a  tre-foil  or.  These 
arms  with  the  motto  Loyal  au  mart  were  borne  by 
Joseph  Langton,  of  Liverpool,  Esq.,  the  represen- 
tive  of  the  family  in  1842.  (Burke's  Armory  of 
thatj-ear;  Dugdale's  Visitation,  p.  173.) 

On  17  July,  1658,  "Mr.  Ryley,  the  Herald  and 
Clerk  of  the  Records  in  the  Tower,  promised  great 
service  [to  the  Parliament]  about  the  calendaring 
of  the  Records"  (Whitelock  iv.,  334)  ;  but  Prynne, 
thesucceeding  Keeper,  had  conceived  a  very  different 
idea  of  the  task  when  he  said  that  it  would  "  re- 
quire Briareus  his  hundred  hands,  Argus  his 
hundred  eyes,  and  Nestor'a  centuries  of  years  to 
marshall  them  into  distinct  files,  and  make  exact 
Alphabetical  Tables  of  the  several  Things,  Names, 
Places  comprised  in  them,  wherein  most  Treasuries 
of  Records  are  very  defective  ;  which  oft  causeth 
your  [Charles  II. 's]  subjects  to  make  long  fruitless 
searches,  and  to  depart  with  a  non  est  inventus,  of 
what  they  sought  for."  {Brevia  Parliamentaria  : 
Dedication.) 

The  funeral  of  Cromwell,  which  was  celebrated 
with  more  than  royal  pomp,  Sept.  1658,  was  at- 
tended by  Ryley  in  his  official  capacity.  Ryley 
with  his  fellow  heralds  bad  previously  assisted  in 
placing  the  silk  work  when  the  body  lay  in  state. 

Ryley  likewise  officially  attended  the  installation 
of  Richard  as  Protector,  who  appointed  him,  25 
Feb.,  1658-9,  "Clarencieux  King  of  Armes."  On  the 
same  day  Henry  Bish  was  created  Somerset  Herald, 
and  George  Barkham  (Ryley 's  son-in-law)  Lancaster 
Herald ;  and  Henry  Dethick  and  Everard  Exton 
were  made  pursuivants,  (4i/i  Report  Deputy- 
Keeper,  p.  199.) 

The  loyalty  of  the  old  Herald  returned  at  the 
Restoration.  He  was  one  of  the  three  Heralds 
who,  in  obedience  to  the  commands  of  Parliament, 
proclaimed  Charles  II.  through  Westminster,  8th 
May,  1G60.  (30</«  Report,  p.  249.)  His  companions 
were  Bysshe  Garter  and  Henry  Bysshe,  his  brother. 

Upon  this  event  changes  took  place  in  Herald's 
College.  The  old  heralds  who  had  survived  the 
troubles  resumed  their  former  places,   and  thus 
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Eyley  was  reduced  in  rank  to  Lancaster  Herald. 
The  chapter,  however,  showed  their  appreciation 
of  his  experience  and  ability  by  making  him  their 
registrar,  13  Dec,  1660.  Into  the  vacated  position 
of  Norroy,  Sir  Wm.  Dugdale  stepped.  The  new 
King  of  Arms  was  of  Lancashire  parentage,  being 
the  son  of  a  gentleman,  named  James  Dugdale,  of 
Clitheroe,  whose  name  and  family  were  of  long 
continuance  in  those  parts. 

A  change,  also  to  Ryley's  detriment,  took  place 
at  the  Tower.  Prynne,  already  known  as  an  indus- 
trious investigator  in  the  archives,  was  appointed 
Keeper  of  the  Records  at  ^6500  per  ann.  ;  and 
Ryley  and  his  son  became  Prynne' s  deputies.  This 
angry  lawyer  was  by  no  means  complimentary  to 
the  former  management  of  the  ofi&ce.  When  dedica- 
iiing  his  Brevia  Parliamentaria  Rediviva  (4to.  1662) 
to  the  king,  25  Jan.,  1661-2,  he  made  the  following 
remarks: — "No  sooner  received  I  your  Royal 
Patent  (passed  without  Fees)  for  the  Custody  of 
your  ancient  Records  in  your  Tower  of  London, 
even  in  the  iniddest  of  my  Parliamentary  and  Dis- 
banding Services,  then  monopolizing  all  my  time, 
but  I  designed,  endeavoured  the  rescue  of  the 
Greatest  part  of  them  from  that  desolation,  corrup- 
tion, confusion,  in  which  (through  the  Negligence, 
Nesceicnce,  or  Sloathfulnesse  of  their  Former 
Keepers)  they  had  for  many  years  by  past  layen 
buried  together  in  one  confused  Chaos  under  cor- 
roding, putrifying  Cobwebs,  Dust,  Filth,  in  the 
darkest  corner  of  Cieaar's  Chappel  in  the  White 
Tower,  as  more  useless  Reliciucs,  not  worthy  to  l>o 
calcndrcd,  or  l>r()u;^lit  down  thcnco  into  the  Ollico 
aniongHt  other  KeoonlH  of  use.  In  order  tliorounto 
I  iinployod  some  SoMicrs  and  Women  to  remove  and 
cloanse  tlioni  from  tluiir  KilthinoHso  ;  wlu)  hoou 
growing  woary  of  tliis  noyaoiuo  work,  left  tlmm 
almost  as  foul,  (lusly,  miHty,  as  tlioy  found  tlioin. 
Wli<)n!U])()H  iimiiiMli.iUily  iiftiT  the  I'liriiiiiiit'iitu 
adjouniuiMMt  I  and  my  (Mmli  (in  AugUHt  ami  Sop 
tomlMir  IiihI.)  Hiumt  miiiiy  wIkiIo  dayH  in  flmuiHiiig 
and  Horliiig  llmm  inlu  diHliacl  (^unliiHod  lit'U|iH,  in 
onlor  Id  llioir  fiiLiini  niihuiiimcn  t.  into  moUiod,  titu 
yid  ClorkH  of  tlio  uliioo  boing   unwilling   to  touoli 
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them  for  fear  of  fouling  their  Fingers,  spoyling 
their  Cloathes,  endangering  their  Eye- sight  and 
Healths  by  their  cankerous  dust  and  evil  sent." 
After  enumerating  the  precious  records  found  in  this 
"  dung  heap,"  and  alluding  to  the  vast  labour  which 
they  demanded,  he  says  that  the  records  might 
have  been  much  more  useful  ' '  had  the  late  Keepers 
of  the  Records  been  so  industrious  to  make  Tables 
to  them,  as  some  (Mr.  ViTiceiit,  Sir  John  Boroughs) 
of  their  Predecessors,  or  their  Clerks  allowed  com- 
petent stipends  to  encourage  them  tbereunto." 

Consequent  upon  the  change  of  authority,  several 
matters  came  under  the  attention  of  Ryley  and  of 
his  son.  The  following  entries  are  taken  from  the 
State  Papers : — 

1660.  Aug.  14.  ^Ym.  Ryley  was  commanded 
to  deliver  all  the  records  of  Scotland  to  Sir  Archi- 
bald Primrose,  on  oath  that  none  had  been  ab- 
stracted during  his  keeping ;  or,  if  so  abstracted, 
he  was  to  state  who  received  them,  &c.  This  order 
was  remanded  5  Sept.  (Dom.  Ser.,  Car.  11.,  xxi. 
No.  162,  p.  370.) 

1660.  Sept.  7.  Vol.  xiv.  No.  47,  p.  260  :  Wm. 
Ryley  to  his  Father.  His  accounts  have  been  ex- 
amined by  Lord  Newburgh,  Sir  John  Robinson,  and 
Lord  Middleton.  They  refuse  to  pay  several  items, 
but  will  obtain  him  a  gratuity  from  the  King. 
Was  highly  commended  by  them  for  finding  the 
Covenant ;  they  say  it  shall  be  barned  by  th© 
hangman.  Told  them  that  Lord  Lauderdale  was 
displeased  ;  they  said  it  mattered  not  if  if  it  were 
hanged  about  his  neck,  if  he  favoured  it,  and  that 
the  Book  of  Common  Prayer  would  soon  be  settled 
in  Scotland.  They  want  a  note  of  things  sent  to 
Scotland  in  Oliver's  time,  and  a  note  that  he  knows 
not  of  any  now  stopped  from  going.  The  four 
books  should  be  conveyed  by  warrant  to  Sir 
Edmund  Nicholas  for  fear  of  disobliging  the 
nobility  of  Scotland. 

Same  date.  Warrant  to  Wm.  Ryley  to  deliver 
to  Sec.  Nicholas  four  volumes  of  papers  and 
records  at  present  in  his  custody,  relating  to  the 
transactions  of  the  Parliaments  of  Scotland  from 
May  15,  1639,  to  March  8,  1651.     (No.  48,  p.  260.) 
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1660.  Nov.  A  royal  order,  dated  from  White- 
hall, reciting  the  above,  directs  that  the  records, 
books,  &c.,  concerned  should  now  be  delivered  to 
Sir  John  Young,  deputed  by  Primrose  to  receive 
them  (p.  370.) 

1660.  Dec.  3.  Whitehall.  The  King  to  Wm, 
Eyley.  Is  informed  that  there  are  in  a  warehouse 
in  St.  Katherines,  107  hogsheads,  12  chests,  5 
trunks,  and  4  barrels  of  registers,  books,  warrants, 
&c.,  the  records  of  Scotland.  Order  to  deliver  the 
eame  to  Young  (as  before).  (Vol.  xxviij.  No.  10, 
p.  402.) 

1660.  Dec.  19.  Petition  of  Wm.  Ryley,  Keeper 
of  the  Records  at  the  Tower,  to  the  King,  for  such 
a  reward  out  of  the  Excise  Office  or  elsewhere,  as 
he  thinks  fitting,  for  the  extraordinary  pains  and 
charge  for  examining,  as  ordered,  107  hogsheads, 
12  chests,  5  trunks,  and  4  barrels  of  records, 
registers,  and  papers,  belonging  to  Scotland,  which, 
by  order  of  December  3,  are  delivered  exempt  from 
dues  to  John  Young,  deputed  by  Sir  Arch.  Prim- 
rose, Registrar  of  Scotland  to  receive  them.  (Vol.

William  Fitz-gerald^ 
the  grandson  of  the  Castellan  and  younger 
brother  of  Mavrice  Fitz-gerald,  patriarch  of 
the  Fita-geralds  of  Kildare,  left  a  younger  son 
Willima  Gerald  or  Gerard,  Justice  of  Eyre,  co. 
Chester^  whose  son  WilUann,  by  marriage  with 
the  daughter  and  co-heiress  of  Sir  Richard. 
Kingsley  of  Kingsley,  co.  Chester,  acquired 
that  estate.  William  Gerard,  grandson  of  this 
marriage,  appears  to  have  been  the  first  of  the 
fanuly  that  settled  in  Lancashire.  By  mar- 
riage with  the  daughter  and  heiress  of  Peter 
de  Bi-yn  he  obtained  possession  of  the  manor 
of  Bryn.  His  son,  Sir  Peter  Gerard,  of 
Kingsley  and  Bryn,  was  father  of  the  member 
for  the  county  in  this  Parliament.  Sir  Thomas 
was  knighted  for  valiant  conduct  in  the 
Scottish  wars,  and  was  again  returned  in  the 
ParUaments  of  1383  and  1394.  His  issue 
failed  in  the  third  generation  with  Sir  Thomas 
Gerard,  of  Bryn,  who  died,  s.  p.,  temp.  Henry 
VI.  But  the  line  was  continued  by  Peter 
Gerard — next  brother  of  the  member  for  the 
county — whose  posterity  succeeding  to  Bryn, 
in  the  eighth  generation  acquired  a  Baronetcy 
in  the  person  of  Sir  Thomas  Gerard,  so  created 
in  1611.  His  lineal  descendant,  Sir  Robert 
TqIvct  Gerard,  thirteenth  Baronet  <rf  Bryn, 
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created  Baron  Oerard  in  1876,  is  the  present 
representative  of  this  ancient  family,  being 
twenty-fifth  in  descent  from  Walter  Fitz- 
Other,  the  patriarch  of  the  house.  The  Gerarda 
Barons  Gerard  of  Gerards  Bromley,  and  the 
Gerards,  Earls  of  Macclesfield — titles  now  ex- 
tinct— were  junior  branches  of  this  family.

Sir  Matthew  de  Redman,  M.P.  for  Westmorland 
1295,  Lancashire  1995.  In  the  reigh  of  Henry  II. 
Henricus  de  Redman  witnessed  a  gift  by  Radulphua 
de  Betham  to  Furness  Abbey. 

Sir  Thomas  de  Betham,  M.P.  Lancashire,  1311. 
Ralph  de  Betham,  eldest  brother  of  Robert,  father 
of  this  Knight,  was  a  hostage  to  King  John  for  the 
Fealty  of  Gilbert  fit  Rogeri  fil  Reinfred,  1215,  and 
did  homage  for  his  estate  1249  (see  Fine  Roll,  33 
Hen  III.)  His  mother  was  daughter  and  co-heir 
of  Richard  Filz-Roger,  Lord  of  Plumpton,  co.  Lanc.i 
and  his  wife  Margaret,  daughter  and  heiress  of 
Bana&tre. 

The  descendants  of  this  ancient  family  now 
existing  derive,  I  believe,  from  Th&man  and  Robert, 
■ons  of  Sir  Thomaa  de  Betham,  grandson  of  the 
Member  for  the  County,  by  Pame.ll  de  Burton,  in 
whoso  right  ho  was  Lord  of  Burton  alHo.  Thoy  had 
an  older  brother.  Sir  Ralph  de  Betham,  who  liad  a 
grant  of  freo  warren  in  Fiotham  8  Edward  III., 
and  was  M.  1*.  for  WoHtmorland  29  Edward  III. 
Anne  de  Betham,  fifth  in  dosccnt  from  thiH  Sir 
Il)il[>h,  carriiMl  tlio  larj,'o  OBtiitos  of  tlio  fiimily  iii 
niarriagn  to  Sir  Itohiit  Midillcton.  of  I;figliti>ii,  liv- 
ing ill  IIHl.  'I'lin  Ki'tliiiiiiii  niinaiiiiii^  liad  only 
■iiiallor  ohUiIoh.  It  Ih  dillidiilt  now  to  (Kilcriiiiiio 
who  Ih  llio  |ir<m<tnt  iiiiiln  ruiircHdiitalivo  of  tho 
family.  My  fitlicr,  h'lluuird  llrlhitiit,  wim  tlio 
eldoHt  ropruHoutulivo  of  Ihn  Kulliama  of  tho   Hull, 
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Burton-in-Kendal,  where  they  were  seated  through 
the  Stuart  and  early  Hanoverian  dynasties.  His 
father  Bryan,  son  of  Christopher  Betham,  was  bom 
there  in  1732.  There  ia  an  entry  of  Bryan,  son  of 
Christopher  Betham,  in  the  Kendal  Register  early 
in  the  reign  of  James  I.  It  is  striking  that  these 
two,  not  common,  Christian  names  occur  exactly 
together  at  intervals  of  one  and  a  quarter  century. 
The  advowson  of  Betham  was  granted  to  (Nicholas  ?) 
Bryan  in  the  25th  century.  I  suppose  a  Betham 
married  a  Bryan,  hence  the  name.  With  reference 
to  the  arms  of  Betham,  it  is  to  be  observed  that 
when  one  quarter  only  is  borne  it  is  not  argent,  a 
chief  dansette  sable,  but  Or,  three  fleur-delia  azure, 
the  latter  being  the  arms  of  Montgomery,  from 
which  ancient  family  the  Bet  hams  are  said  to 
derive  their  origin.

This  item  of  information  shows  that  in  1613  the 
school  was  certainly  not  founded,  and  is  of  import- 
ance in  this  respect.  I  much  regret  that  I  did  not 
discover  the  will  in  time  for  it  to  be  used  in  my 
friend  Mr.  Bailey's  very  interesting  account  of  the 
school.  The  Vicar  of  Leigh,  Gervase  Lowe,  was 
one  of  the  witnesses  to  the  will. 

The  testator,  James  Starkie,  belonged  to  an  old 
and  respectable  family  long  settled  in  Leigh  parish  ; 
on  the  25th  of  April,  1599,  he  married,  at  Leigh 
Church,  Katherine,  daughter  of  Roger  Darwall,  or 
Darrall,  and  both  hi.s  wife  and  her  father  were 
living  when  he  made  his  will.  Starkey  seems  to 
have  been  fairly  well  to  do  in  the  world,  for, 
besides  the  legacy  named  above,  and  numerous  be- 
quests to  relations  and  friends,  he  leaves  to  the  poor 
of  Pennington  twenty  shillings.  He  mentions  his 
brother,  Richard  Starkie,  an  d  Richard's  children, 
William,  Peter,  and  Ann  Starkie,  all  then  under 
age,  but  there  is  no  mention  of  any  children  of  his 
own.  — J.  Paul  Rylands.

There  is  a  Latin  address  to  the 
Reader,  signed  by  "  G.  Pi.,  Junior,"  wliich  is 
repeated  in  an  English  translation.  He  says  that 
the  advantage  of  such  collections,  both  historical 
and  judiciary,  and  the  encouragement  uf  some 
learned  gentlemen,  chiefly  induced  him  to  publish 
the  copy  of  pleadings  ' '  from  the  Original  Mamu- 
Bcripts  now  remaining  amongst  the  other  Records  of 
this  Realm  in  the  Tower  of  London  :  which  (being 
»  Clerk  in  that  Office)  I  did  the  rather  think  fit  to 
do,  because  some  eminent  Lawyers  had  formerly  ob- 
tained copies  thereof  ;  "  and  he  suspects  that  in 
time  the  copies  must  be  printed  from  imperfect 
transcripts.  The  original  MS.  which  he  followed 
had  an  antiquity,  he  thinks,  of  more  than  300  years. 
There  is  a  fair  copy  of  the  MS.,  called  the  Vetus 
Codex,  amongst  the  MSS.  of  Lord  Calthorpe  (num- 
bered cLxxxi.),  certified  by  the  elder  Ryley,  22 
July,  1643.  {Hist.  MSS.  Comn.,  II.,  46.)  It  would 
appear  from  these  details  that  the  main  portion  of 
the  book  was  not  so  much  a  compilation  of  the 
Ryleys',  as  the  publication  of  a  MS.  already  pre- 
pared. 

The  imprimatur  was  granted  by  Ro.  Foster. 
The  following  commendation  appears  :  "  I  think 
the  printing  of  these  Records,  entitled  Placlta 
Parliamentaria,  together  with  the  Appendix  an- 
nexed, wLU  be  of  excellent  use  and  advantage  to 
the  Professors  of  the  Common  Law,  and  all  others 
who  are  desirous  to  know  the  truth  of  History  by 
the  best  and  most  antient  Evidences  of  it. 
Heneage  Finch."  Finch,  afterwards  the  Earl  of 
Nottingham,  born  1621,  died  1682,  was  the  cele- 
brated Father  of  Equity,  and  the  author  of  the 
Statute  of  Frauds.  Like  the  younger  Ryley,  be 
■wad  of  Westminister  School  and  Christ  Church, 
Oxon.,  entering  the  latter  as  a  gentleman  commoner 
iu  1635-6  ;  and  he  preceded  young  Ryley  to  the 
Inner  Temple,  During  the  interregnum  he  was  a 
most  diligent  student  of  the  law,  and  on  the  Resto- 
ratioQ  his  promotioa  was  rapid.     He  became  (1660) 
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Solicitor-General  to  the  Eang,  was  knighted,  and 
made  a  baronet.  In  1661  he  was  M.P.  for  Oxford  ; 
in  1670  Attorney-General,  and  in  1673  became  Lord 
Keeper  of  the  Great  Seal  with  the  title  of  Baron 
Finch  of  Daventry.  His  other  promotions  were, 
Lord  Chancellor,  1675,  and  Earl  of  Nottingham 
1681.  He  was  the  Amri  of  Absolom  and  Achitophel. 
Mr.  Waters  states  that  Finch  was,  through  his 
mother  Francis  Bell,  nearly  related  to  Elizabeth 
Chester,  the  wife  of  the  younger  Kyley.  This 
marriage  with  a  daughter  of  the  house  of  the 
Cheaters  of  Chichley,  took  place,  it  is  supposed, 
before  the  Restoration.  The  Cheaters  had  been 
loyal  to  the  King  in  the  civil  war,  and  their  influ- 
ence at  Court  was  of  great  service  to  the  younger 
Riley  and  his  father  in  enabling  them  to  remain  in 
the  Record  Office  under  the  new  Keeper.  (Waters* 
Genealogical  Memoirs,  !.,  176.) 

An  opinion  of  the  work  in  Nicholson's  Eng.  Hist, 
Lib.  (fo.  1714,  p.  193),  as  follows  :— "  In  what 
Form  Statutes  and  other  Parliamentary  constitu- 
tions were  antiently  drawn  may  be  seen  at  large  in 
W.  Jiyley's Placita  ParUame7itaria{fol.  Lond.  1661), 
in  which  we  have  J  udgements  upon  such  Pleadings 
in  the  Parliaments  of  Edward  the  First  and  Eduard 
the  Second.  To  these  there  is  added  an  Appendix 
of  Statutes,  Ordinances,  and  other  Records,  where- 
by the  author  would  prove  the  Homage  heretofore 
paid  by  the  Kings  of  Scotland  to  ours,  to  be  (as 
many  other  writers  both  before  and  after  him  have 
endeavoured  to  do)  for  their  whole  Realm  ;  and 
not  solely  for  Engliuh  counties  which  they  held  in 
Fee." 

The  British  Museum  copy  of  the  1661  etlition 
(510,  k.  21)  contains  njttes  by  Francis  Hurgnivo, 
the  loarned  lawyer  and  Riioonlur  ol  Livci'iiool, 
whoHo  largo  law  library  wiim  jxirchascd  by  I'lirlia- 
mcnl  in  \H\',\  for  MiKtoIn'y  Inn  at  a  coHt  of  jCS.OdO. 
On  26  Oct.,  1807,  Iliirgnvv«  wroto  tlio  following 
not(m  in  the  /'hiritu  :  "  Noli)  tlial  l<<ir(i  lliili*  in 
his  MS.,  ]).  78,  6  DiHcourmi  on  .liKliciitiiro  of  tlio 
(/oiiHiliiiiii  ICi'^Ih,  &{;.,  UiUuH  part.KMiIiir  noticio  of 
tlilH  piililicalion  by  Wni.  Kyley,  wbidi  mIiown  iliat 
■ucli  (liHcuurHu  was  al  luant   in   putt  writtuu  uftur 
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1661 — In  Lord  Hale's  Treatise  now  printed,  ou  the 
Jurisdiction  of  the  Lord  s  House,  and  in  his  un- 
printed  MS.  ou  the  King's  Consilium  Ordinariuui, 
he  refers  occasionally  to  this  book,  sometimes  by 
the  name  of  Ryley,  and  sometimes  by  the  descrip- 
tion Liber  Parliameti." 

The  younger  Ryley  refers  to  this  work  in  the 
account  of  the  sufferings  and  services  of  his  father 
and  himself  : — 

"1661.  Now  since  his  maties  most  happy  Restau- 
ration  WilHam  Ryley,  Junior,  did  through  hia 
Industry  and  care  find  out  that  Original  memorable 
recognition  of  the  King's  Royall  grandfathers  tytle 
to  the  Empire  of  great  Brittain  wch  he  presented  to 
his  matie.  As  also  the  original  of  the  Solemne 
League  and  CoveLant  of  Scotland,  together  with 
the  Commissisns  att  Breda,  both  signed  by  hia 
Matie  that  now  is,  wch  the  Scotchmen  then  in 
Towne  offered  hym  20001i  for  it,  wch  he  gave  [be- 
fore 1667]  the  late  [Edward  Hyde]  the  Lord, 
Chancellor,  having  no  opportunity  to  present  them 
to  his  Maties  oune  hands.  Besides  there  was  several 
other  remarkable  Services  pformed  by  hym  in  the 
sorting  and  separating  the  Scotch  Registers,  ^^zt. 
Amongst  the  lest  hee  found  foure  great  volumes 
containeing  the  Acts  and  Ordinances  of  Several] 
Parliaments  of  Scotland  beginning  15o  Maij,  1639, 
and  ending  8^o  Marcij,  1650,  wch  are  now  remaining 
in  the  paper  office  att  Whitehall,  and  kept  therefor 
his  Mat'us  especial  service. 

"  1662.  "William  Ryley,  senior,  presented  a 
manuscript  to  his  Matie  De  Superioritate  Maris 
Anglise  wch  he  carefully  laboured  and  sought  out  of 
the  Records  of  the  Tower.  William  Ryley,  junior, 
in  the  same  yeare  did  vindicate  the  militia  for  the 
King  as  his  just  right  belonging  to  him  and  his 
Royal  Predecessors,  wch  he  proved  by  the  Records 
in  the  Tower,  and  printed  in  a  book  in  folio 
intituled  Placita  Parliamentaria,  dedicated  to  the 
late  Lord  Chancellor."

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Culcheth,  Esquire,  son  of  the  said  John  CiiJcheth 
named  iu  the  writ,  is  the  son  and  next  heir  of  his 
body  ;  and  he  was  on  the  Sth  January  last  aged 
fifteen  years.  Jane,  widow  of  the  said  John  Cul- 
cheth  named  in  the  writ,  has  taken  the  issues  and 
profits  of  all  and  singular  the  premises  from  the 
time  of  the  death  of  the  said  John  up  to  now.

ParJHh  Rogi  itorH  form  probably  a  clusa  of  books 
as  imiuoroHs  as  any  iji  Knglaiid,  and  it  i.s  very 
aHtoiiiMliing  to  lind  how  little  i.s  known,  ovou  by 
tlic  (-lorgy  who  have  oliargo  of  tliom,  of  thnir  urigin 
or  tli(!  date  of  tlieir  iiiirodwittinii  into  tlvJM  oounlry. 
Uitl'iiro  onl/orin;^  ii|iiin  tho  lint  of  UiV'iMturM  in  Lanon- 
Hliiro  it  niay,  llmr  fore,  Im  dc^Hiriiblu  lo  say  a  t'll^V 
wohIh  liy  way  of  Introdiiiitioii. 

II,  JH  iivifltint  fi'din  f.lio  ('laMMJual  authors  (.hat  r«i. 
giulurH  uf  liirlliH  and  dualhit  were  ru^^nlarly  kopt  at 
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Athens  and  Eome  frona  the  remotest  period.  It 
ia  presumed  that  it  was  the  knowledge  of  this  fact 
which  led  the  historian — David  Hume — to  commit 
the  blunder  of  saying  that  parish  registers  were  not 
regularly  kept  in  England  in  the  12th  century, 
whereas  they  were  wholly  unknown  in  Christendom 
until  the  end  of  the  15th  century.  The  first  re- 
gisters, in  the  sense  of  our  parish  registers — that  is 
a  record  of  the  christenings,  marriages,  and  burials 
of  all  classes  of  the  community — were  established 
in  Spain  by  Cardinal  Ximenes  in  1497,  and  it  has 
been  supposed  that  Thomas  Cromwell  had  become 
acquainted  with  the  value  of  the  system  by  his 
residence  for  a  short  time  in  the  Netherlands. 
However  this  may  have  been,  when,  in  1535,  he 
was  appointed  by  King  Henry  VIII. — who  had 
assumed  the  title  of  Supreme  Head  of  the  Church 
of  England, — his  Vicar-General,  he  resolved  to  in- 
troduce the  same  system  into  England.  This  pro- 
posal, coupled  with  the  changes  in  religion,  was 
exceedingly  unpopular,  and  gave  rise  to  great 
tumults  and  rebellion,  more  especially  in  the 
northern  and  western  parts  of  the  country,  so  that 
the  project  was  retarded.  In  September,  1538  (30 
Henry  VIII.),  however,  all  episcopal  authority 
being  suspended,  Cromwell  issued  general  injunc- 
tions to  the  clergy,  the  12th  of  which  provided  : — 
* '  That  you,  and  every  parson,  vicar,  and  curate, 
within  this  diocese,  for  every  church  keep  one  book 
or  register,  wherein  he  shall  write  the  day  and 
year  of  every  wedding,  christening,  and  burial, 
made  within  your  parish  for  your  time  and  so  that 
every  man  succeeding  you  likewise,  and  also  there 
insert  every  person's  name  that  shall  be  wedded, 
christened,  and  buried.  And  for  the  safe  keeping 
of  the  same  book,  the  parish  shall  be  bound  to  pro- 
vide of  their  common  charges  one  sure  cofier,  with 
two  locks  and  keys,  whereof  the  one  tc  remain 
with  you,  and  the  other  with  the  wardens  of  every 
parish,  wherein  the  said  book  shall  be  laid  up, 
which  book  ye  shall  every  Sunday  take  forth,  and, 
in  the  presence  of  the  said  wardens  or  one  of  them, 
write  and  record  in  the  same  all  the  weddings, 
christenings,   and  burials   made  the   whole  week 
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afore  ;  and  for  every  time  the  same  shall  be  omitted 
the  party  that  shall  be  in  fault  thereof  shall  forfeit 
to  the  said  church  iij  iiij<^l-  to  be  employed  in  the 
reparation  of  the  said  church."  As  this  was  the 
first  Order  for  the  establishment  of  parish  registers 
I  give  it  verbatim.  Nevertheless  we  find  that  in 
many  parishes  the  registers  were  commenced  at 
earlier  dates,  though  there  are  none  earlier,  so  far 
as  I  am  aware,  in  the  Counties  of  Lancaster  and 
Chester. 

The  above  order  would  appear  to  be  sufficiently 
stringent,  but  the  clergy  were  very  lax  in  their 
obedience  to  it  during  the  disturbed  period  from 
the  death  of  Henry  VIII.  to  the  accession  of  Queen 
Elizabeth,  though  the  injunction  was  more  than 
once  repeated.  Elizabeth,  in  the  first  year  of  her 
reign,  issued  a  further  Injunction  upon  the  subject, 
and  the  clergy  were  required  upon  their  admission 
to  benefices  to  make  a  solemn  declaration,  among 
other  things,  ' '  I  shall  keep  the  register  book  ac- 
cording to  the  Queens  Majesties  Injunctions," 
Still  there  continued  much  negligence  on  the  part 
of  the  clergy,  and  in  1597  the  Archbishop,  Bishops, 
and  Clergy  of  the  province  of  Canterbury  made  a 
Constitution,  which  was  approved  by  the  Queen 
under  the  Great  Seal ;  and  which,  after  noticing 
the  exceeding  utility  of  parochial  registers,  lays 
down  very  minute  directions  for  their  careful  pre- 
Bervation  ;  and  it  ajjpears  that  persons  were  ap- 
pointed from  time  to  time  to  examine  the  registers 
to  SCO  that  they  were  properly  kept,  and  if  not,  to 
fine  the  persons  who  had  been  negligent. 

So  the  matter  stood  on  the  a.sHonibliiig  of  tlio 
Convocation  of  the  Province  of  ("auterbury  in  IdOIi 
(1  JauKis)  wlien  fiirtlior  irioaHiircs  wtiro  taken  with 
respect  to  the  ktseping  and  proHorvatioii  of  I'lirish 
RegiHtorn,  as  laid  down  in  canon  70.  It  will  bo 
Biiflicicjnt  to  Hay  tiiat  it  was  ordored  that  every 
jjarJHli  Hlionid  provide  "  oim  /iarr/tiiiriil\nnt\i.  wiioro- 
iuHlioiild  be  writ.t.rn  this  day  iiiiii  y()Hr  of  «ivory 
(ihriHlxiiiii).';,  wnddiii^'  and  Itiirial  wliicli  had  ii(ii<n  in 
the  pariHli  Hineo  tlio  law  wiih  lirHl  niado  in  that 
Ixihaif,  HO  far  /ih  tlio  aniMoiit  IiooUm  Uii<r(vif  can  bo 
proiMit'iiti,  and  (iM|iiii.iiii!y  hUwa)  tlin  lii').rinnin;^  of  llio 
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reign  of  the  late  Queen."  Specific  directions  were 
also  given  for  the  keeping  of  the  books,  and  it  was 
ordered  that  the  minister  and  churchwardens 
should  attest  the  entricg  at  the  foot  of  each  pa-e, 
and  that  the  churchwardens  every  year  should  send 
a  copy  of  the  register  for  that  year  to  the  Bishop's 
Registry,  there  to  be  preserved.  I  shall  not  here 
speak  of  the  disgraceful  neglect,  so  far  as  my  e;:- 
perieni;e  goes,  with  which  these  invaluable  tran- 
scripts have  been  treated,  though  they  were  placed 
in  the  charge  of  the  Dioce.sau  Registry  for  preserva- 
tion, in  case  of  aecident  to  the  original  registers  by 
tire  or  otherwise,  and  to  prevent  fraudulent  tamper- 
ing with  the  originals.  The  mistakes  which  have 
arisen  out  of  the  Order  for  copying  and  attestation 
of  the  old  registers  have  been  very  amiising.  Some 
persons  have  observed  that  the  re^sters  have  been 
signed  by  the  same  incumbent  of  the  church  for  a 
period  ertending  over  sixty  or  eighty  years,  and^ 
not  knowing  the  circumstances,  have  di-awn  extra- 
ovdinaiy  conclusions  as  to  the  longevity  of  tlie 
clergy. 

During  the  great  rebellion  and  into  regnum  in 
tbe  middle  of  the  17th  century  the  parish  registers 
were  very  irr^'gularly  kept.  In  some  parishes  for 
several  yeai-s  no  entries  appear.  Cromwell,  how- 
ever, was  not  indiflferent  to  the  value  of  these  re- 
cords, and  in  the  year  1638  an  Act  was  jjassed 
direuting  that  registrars  should  be  chosen  in  every 
parish.  The  clergy  having  been  expelled  from  their 
beneiicos,  and  the  ordinances  of  the  Church  abro- 
gatod,  it  M'ill  be  obsei'ved  by  those  who  examine 
the  registers  for  this  period  that  marriages  wei'e 
celebrated  before  justices  of  the  peace,  and  it  must 
lie  borne  in  mind  that  the  dates  of  hirth  are  given 
instead  of  the  dates  of  hapthm. 

In  this  brief  sketch  it  is  not  necessary  that  I 
should  notice  all  the  legislation  or  other  transac- 
tions connected  with  parish  registers,  but  there  are 
two  or  three  of  a  prominent  character  upon  Avhich 
I  should  say  a  few  words.  In  1670  (30  Charles  II. 
cap.  4)  an  Act  was  passed  intituled,  "An  Act  for 
Bury  mg  in  Wool!  en, "  and  was  intended  "  for  lessening 
the  importation  of  linen  from  beyond  the  seas,  and 
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the  enoouragement  of  the  woolleu  and  paper 
maaufaotures  of  tliis  kingdom."  Iii  the  case  of 
every  interment  it  was  required  that  within  eiglit 
days  an  affidavit  should  be  brought,  under  a 
penalty  of  £5,  that  the  person  was  not  buried  in 
linen.  This  explains  frequent  entries  in  register  3 
to  this  efifect,  "  Buried  in  Woollen  as  per  affidavit," 
and  "Buried  in  linen  and  tine  paid" — entries  wliich 
have  puzzled  many  persons.  TJiis  Act  was  not  re- 
pealed until  54  (Veorge  III.  cap.  (OS  (ISM). 

In  1753  an  Act  was  passed  called  Lord  Hard  wick's 
Act  (26  George  II.  cap.  3H)  for  preventing  clandes- 
tine marriages,  and  I  only  mention  this  because  it 
was  the  cause  of  the  introduction  of  a  new  form  of 
Register  for  man-iages,  so  that  from  1754  the  mar- 
riages were  recorded  in  a  separate  book. 

In  1783  (23  George  III.),  a  tax  of  threepence  was 
imposed  upon  every  entry  in  a  parish  register.  It 
was,  however,  very  unpopular  and  did  not  last 
long.  It  was  repealed  in  1794,  and  whilst  on  the 
statute  book  it  was  almost  a  dead  letter.  In  1812, 
by  George  Rose's  Act  (52  George  III.  cap.  14(3),  the 
whole  system  of  parish  registers  was  altered  and 
not  for  the  better.  Upon  this  question  I  do  not 
intend  to  enter. 

There  are  in  the  old  registei-s  many  memoranda 
of  remarkable  circumstances  in  the  parish  and 
neighbourliood,  and  various  curious  entries  illustra- 
tive of  the  manners  and  feelings  of  the  times, 
which  greatly  add  to  the  interest  and  value  of  tlie 
registers.  These  notes  we  miss  in  the  modern 
Btifrand  formal  books,  and  it  is  much  to  ])o  desired 
that  all  incumbents  of  parishes  would  keep,  as 
some  do,  with  tiie  parish  registers,  a  separate  hook 
wherein  to  cuter  such  memoranda  ;  or  insert  a  few 
blank  leaves  in  their  registers  whereon  to  enter 
Buoh  notes.  Willi  tlie  I'^ditor's  ]Mtrinissioa  I  may 
at  a  future  time  comnuinicalo  some  examples  of 
Bueh  memoramla.

\No.  iiO.]— THE  MATHERS  OF  AMERICA. 

Mr.  Horace  E.  Mather,  of  Hartford,  Conn., 
U.S.A.,  in  a  communication,  says: — "Having 
taken  much  interest  in  the  name  which  has  for 
many  generations,  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic, 
been  honoured,  and  as  its  bearers  have  stood  in 
the  front  rank  in  all  the  great  and  good  movements 
of  the  times  in  which  thoy  lived,  I  esteem  it  a 
pleasure  to  gather  facts  sulliciont  to  warrant  tlio 
assertion  that  a  thorougli  work  of  the  Matlicr 
fairiily,  embracing  tlio  diHorcnt  branches  in  the  Old 
and  New  World,  will  bo  publisliod.  Prolmbly  with 
1)01110  one  of  the  names  of  tlio  pa.st  or  present  wliicli 
I  mentitm  below,  you  will  traco  a  coiuiectioii,  or 
will  1)()  alile  to  give  facts  which  will  iiolp  mo  to  do 
it.  Aioxauder  Matluir,  M.  V.  from  Norwicli,  Kiig., 
in  15(7.  'riio  MatiinrH  of  LiiiiciiHliiro,  to  whom  thu 
KiigliHh  Crown  gruiitod  a  coiit  of  anuH  in  1575. 
TliomaH  Matbrr,  CIlyn  Abbot  (county  of  Kliiit), 
will)  wiiH  graiitiMl  a  coat  of  ariiiN  iu  IS  17  ;  liia 
fatlinr,  KUiH,  and  graiidfatiitir,  Diiiiiul,  woro  roMi- 
duntii   of  Toxtiitli,    Kng.     Juiiiun  Mathur,  iu  1612 
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from  Hindley,  or  Aspul,  En^.  Rev.  Wm.  Mather, 
about  1800  from  Dover,  Eng.  Rev.  John  Mather, 
about  1800,  froui  Beverley.  John  Mather,  Lowton, 
Lancashire  ;  his  son,  Thomas  ;  and  grandson,  Rev- 
Richard  Mather,  born  in  Lowton  in  1596,  whose 
old  residence  is  still  standing  in  Lowton  ;  Richard 
came  over  to  Boston  in  the  'James'  in  1635  and 
has  numerous  descendants  in  America.  Hia  eldest 
son.  Rev.  Samuel,  returned  to  England,  preached 
in  London,  and  was  appointed  Chaplain  by  the 
Lord  Mayor.  He  also  preached  in  Dublin,  where 
he  died  October  29,  1671,  and  was  buried  in  the 
Church  of  St.  Nicholas.  Another  son  of  Richard's* 
Rev.  Nathaniel,  also  returned  to  Europe,  preached 
at  Barnstaple,  Dublin,  and  London,  where  he  died 
in  1697,  July  26.  Joseph  Mather  came  from  Wales 
in  1682,  settled  in  Pennsylvania,  where  there  are 
seven  generations  and  seven  lines.  Richard  Mather 
came  from  Liverpool  in  1615,  to  Philadelphia,  in 
the  ship  '  Rebecca ' — no  further  facts  about  him 
are  known  by  me.  A  Doctor  Thomas  Mather  died 
at  Halifax,  N.  S.,  in  1762.  Wm.  Williams  Mather, 
a  distinguished  geologist,  died  in  Columbus,  Ohio, 
in  1859."  For  genealogical  information  respecting 
the  Lowton  Mathers,  see  Nos.  57,  60,  and  65.

[No.  lll.l-T'SE.  TROUBLES  OF  WILLIAM  RYLEY, 
LANCASTER  HERALD,  AND  OF  HIS  SON, 
CLERKS  OF  THE  RECORDS  IN  THE  TOWER. 
Concluded.    (See  No.  81,  82,  88,  99,  aud  106.) 

We  have  now  to  set  in  due  order  the  few  details 
gathered  together  of  the  closing  days,  first,  of  the 
elder  Ryley,  and,  next,  of  the  younger  Ryley.  It 
is  a  record  of  disappointed  ambition. 

Of  course  we  meet  with  the  two  heralds  in  the 
pages  of  the  gossip  Pepys.  That  diarist,  under  date 
of  13  May,  1664,  relates  the  particulars  of  the 
quarrel  of  the  House  of  Parliament  with  the  irre- 
pressible Frynne  ;  and  he  then  adds:  "I  saw  old 
Ryley  the  Herald,  and  his  son  ;  and  spoke  to  his 
son,  who  told  me  in  very  bad  words  concerning  Mr. 
Prin  that  the  king  had  given  him  an  office  of  keep- 
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injj  the  Records,  but  that  he  never  comes  thither, 
nor  had  been  there  these  six  months,  so  that  I  per- 
ceive they  expect  to  get  his  employment  from  him. 
Thus  everybody  is  liable  to  be  envied  and  sup- 
planted." 

The  following  document  falls  in  here  : — Petn.  of 
Wm  Ryley  sen  &  \Vm  Ryley  jun  for  a  grant  of  ^100 
per  ann.  for  their  natural  lives,  as  was  granted  to 
Sir  Joseph  Williamson,  31  Dec.  1C61,  payable  out 
of  the  duty  or  composition  of  12d.  per  chaldron  for 
sea-coal.  (State  Paper  Office  Documents,  vol.  ii. 
No.  S7).—30th  Eept.  Dep.  Keeper,  p.  249. 

As  Lancaster  Herald  Ryley,  with  Henry  De- 
thicke  Rouge-croix,  the  Narshalla  and  Deputies  to 
Sir  Edward  Byssh  Clarenceux,  began  in  the  year 
1663  to  take  the  visitation  of  the  county  of  Middle- 
sex. This  visitation  was  privately  printed  by  Sir 
Thomas  Phillips,  Bart.,  in  folio  at  Salisbury  in 
1820,  and  contains  94  pedigrees.  It  was  printed 
from  John  Saunders'  copy  in  the  Harleian  MSS. 
(1468,  No.  6,  fo.  112).  See  Lowndes's  Manual  p. 
1544  ;  Sims's  Manual  p.  169. 

Ryley  died  in  July,  1667  ;  and  he  was  buried  in 
the  east  cloisters  of  Westminster  Abbey,  25th  of 
that  month,  as  "William  Ryley  one  of  the  Heralds.  ' 
(Efrjistera,  p.  166.)  He  died  intestate,  and  his  son 
William  administered  to  his  estate,  22  Oct.,  1667. 

He  was  succeeded  in  his  office  of  Lanaaster 
Herald  l>y  Robert  Challoner,  who  was  thus  recom- 
mended (Asiim  MSS.,  and  cf  Guillims  Obs.  on  the 
Officer  anil  Officers  of  Arms,  p.  54)  for  promotion 
by  the  Eail  MarHhall's  deputies  : — 

Wco  the  liOrds  Cominissioncrs  for  yo  office  of 
Karlo  Marshal  1  of  England  doe  hereby  certify  that 
Robert  (Jhaluncr  lilowmantlo,  eltlost  pursivaut  at

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As  to  the  son  we  get  some  ample  details  of  hi» 
last  employments  in  the  account  of  his  "sufiferings 
and  services"  (written  after  the  fall  of  Clarendon 
in  1667  and  before  the  death  of  the  father),  and  in 
other  papers,  which  have  been  grossly  misdated  in 
the  Calendars  of  State  Papers. 

"^  The  said  Ry ley  [junior]  hath  lately  made  an 
abstract  out  of  the  Records  in  the  Tower  of  all 
such  Treatyes  of  Peace  or  Truces  as  have  bin  acted 
or  done  between  the  Kings  of  England  and  other 
Princes  or  States  now  in  the  custody  of  Mr. 
Williamson.  He  likewise  hath  carefully  preserved 
all  the  records  and  claymes  of  aU  the  fforests. 
Parks,  Chases  and  Warrens  on  this  side  Trent,  in 
the  time  of  the  late  Warres,  and  had  made  Calen- 
dars and  Indexes  thereunto  for  his  Maties  advan- 
tage, with  no  small  labour  and  charge. 

"  He  likewise  hath  attended  upon  the  hionWe  the 
house  of  Lords  ever  since  the  year  1660  with  such 
Records  as  they  by  many  warrants  commanded  to 
bring  from  the  Tower,  at  his  owne  proper  costs  and 
charges,  having  as  yett  received  no  compensation 
for  the  same.  Nor  for  any  other  services  done 
•whereby  he  and  his  family  are  very  much  im- 
poverished." 

The  following  undated  petition  of  William  Ryley» 
clerk  in  'your  Majesty's  Oifice  of  the  Records 
within  your  Majesty  s  Tower,'  was  addressed  to 
the  King.  Its  date  lies  between  the  death  of  his 
father  and  that  of  Prynne  in  October,  1669.  The 
petitioner  states  that  his  father  was  a  clerk  in  the 
said  office  for  46  years,  petitioner  having  been 
trained  and  brought  up  there  for  the  past  23  years 
is  more  serviceable  than  any  other  in  the  manage- 
ment thert- of .  Prays  for  a  grant  of  the  custody  of 
the  said  office  in  reversion  after  the  decease  of 
Wm.  Prinne,  the  present  keeper.  (State  Paper 
Office  Documents,  vol.  ii.,  No.  25.)  30<A  Report 
Deputy  Keeper,  p.  247. 

Two  or  three  years  after  the  last  petition, 
William  Ryley,  deputy  keeper  of  the  Tower 
Records,  penned  another  as  follows  :  Has  served 
28  years  in  his  place  which  his  late  father  has  held 
i&  years,  with  little  profit,  since  the  dissolution  of

the  Court  of  Wards;  has  been  at  great  charge 
about  carriage  and  transcript  of  records  for  Parlia* 
mentj  &c.,  and  received  no  benefit  for  12  years 
past.  Requests  a  grant  of  the  old  brick  tower, 
»ome  decayed  wood,  and  two  ruined  houses,  in  the 
Tilt  yard,  Greenwich.  (Vol.  Ixvi.,  No.  157.,  p. 
628) 

Wm.  Ryley,  jun.  [to  Lord  Chancellor  Finch  ?3 
Being  in  a  declining  condition  through  dropsy,  con- 
"  sumption,  and  several  other  distempers,  so  that 
many  of  the  College  of  Physicians  declare  there  ia 
but  little  hope  of  any  recovery,  he  is  desirous  of 
'  leaving  the  Record  OflSce  in  the  same  condition  ds 
'his  father  left  it  to  him,  requests  the  return  of  the 
•calendars  of  the  liberate,  fines,  and  patent-rolla, 
'which  were  lent  to  his  lordship  when  Attorney- 
General  [he  was  made  Attorney-General  in  1670 
'*nd  retained  ofiice  until  Nov.,  1673.^-Campbell"8 
'Chancellors  iii.,  386,  389;  Wood  Ath.  Oxon.  iv.

have  left  all  pr'ferrmt  to  attend  the  study  of  the 
Records  wherein  I  tooke  much  delight  and  now 
after  all  my  indeavours  &  constant  services  to  his 
Matie  since  his  most  happy  restauration,  must  (by 
sad  experience)  dye  a  beggar,  without... 

The  humble  peticon. 
The  writer  of  this  petition   died   in   November, 
1675,   and  was   on  the   12th  of  that  month  buried 
under  the  Communion  Table  of  the  Tower  Church 
of  St.  Peter  ad  Vincula.

He  left  at  his  decease  a 
numerous  issue  Besides,  two  elder  sons, 
Thomas,  afterwards  knighted,  who  continued 
the  line  at  Barton,  and  Robert,  ancestor  of  the 
Booths  of  Dunham  Massey,  no  less  than  three 
of  his  younger  sons  attained  to  episcopal 
honour,  namely,  William,  third  son,  succes- 
sively Bishop  of  Lichfield  and  Coventry  and 
Archbishop  of  York ;  John,  sixth  son. 
Bishop  of  Exeter ;  and  Laurence,  youngest 
son,  Bishop  of  Durham,  Archbishop  of 
York,  Keeper  of  the  Privy  Seal,  and  ultimately 
Lord  Chancellor  The  male  line  of  Sir  Thomas 
Booth,  the  eldest  son,  failed  in  the  fourth 
generation  with  John  Booth,  of  Barton,  Esq., 
who  died  towards  the  end  of  the  sixteeth  cen- 
tury, leaving  three  daughters  his  co-heiresses, 
namely,  1  Margaret,  married  to  Sir  Edmund 
Trafford,  of  Trafford.  2  Anne,  wife  of  George 
Legh,  of  High  Legh,  Cheshire  3.  Dorothy, 
married  to  John  Molyneux.  The  late  George 
Cornewall  Legh,  Esq  ,  M  P  for  North  Cheshire 
from  1S41-6S,  was  eldest  co-heir-general,  if  not 
sole  representative  of  the  Booths,  of  Barton. 
The  Booth  family,  for  many  generations  of 
great  repute,  and  at  one  time  numerous  and

■ity,  goulogial  of  Suullt-lliutluiu  Now  York,  iSUU)- 
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geologist  of  Ohio  and  of  Kentucky,  Professor  of 
Natural  Science,  of  Ohio  University,  and  vice- 
president  and  acting-president  of  the  same.  He  is 
said  to  have  had  the  largest  and  best  collection  of 
Uiinerals  and  geological  sjjecimeus  in  the  West.  He 
was  the  author  of  "Cieology,"  1833;  report  of 
"  Geol.  Survey  of  Ohio,"  eight  vols  ,  1838  5 
"Geol.  of  New  York,"  1843  ;  also  of  the  States  of 
Maine,  Connecticut,  Pennsylvania,  Michigan,  and 
Western  Territories  ;  of  numerous  scientific  papers  ; 
and"  was  editor  of  "Western  Agriculturalist,'' 
1851-2. 

I  would  like  to  mention  in  this  connection 
another  of  the  Mathers,  who  came  from  Wales  in 
1682.  Joseph  Mather,  who  his  descendants  think 
was  connected  with  the  Mathers  from  Lowton, 
arrived  in  Pennsylvania  when  quite  a  young 
man  with  Phineas  Pemberton,  from  Bolton 
(England),  where  some  of  the  Mather  family 
lived  later  and  possibly  at  that  time.  There 
have  been  many  descendants  of  Joseph  in  Pennsyl- 
vania, who  have  been  mostly  connected  with  the 
Society  of  Friends.  He  married  Elizabeth  Russell, 
of  Cheltenham,  Montgomery  Co.,  Pennsylvania, 
adjoining  Philadelphia,  and  members  of  the  family 
have  continued  to  live  in  that  vicinity  to  the  pre- 
sent time.  There  were  several  Richard  Mathers 
among  his  descendants.  Richard,  the  son  of 
Joseph,  the  immigrant,  was  the  largest  land  owner 
in  the  county  in  the  olden  time,  owning  very  valu- 
able land  on  Ridley  Creek  ;  in  fact,  the  family  have 
distinguished  themselves  by  owning  good  land 
around  Philadelphia  and  living  quiet  lives.  Joseph 
S.  Mather,  a  descendant  of  Joseph,  was  a  very 
prominent  merchant  in  Philadelphia,  a  leader  of 
the  Whig  party,  and  member  of  the  State  Legis- 
lature. Ogontz,  the  late  residence  of  Jay  Cooke 
(the  great  banker),  and  perhaps  the  most  costly 
private  residence  in  America,  was  built  on  a  part 
of  the  land  at  Cheltenham  for  many  generations  in 
the  Mather  family.  Parts  of  the  same  are  still 
owned  by  them. 

The  Rev.  Azariah  Mather,  great-grandson  of  the 
Rev.  Richard,  of  Lowton  (Eng.),  and  son  of  the 
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Rev.  Samuel  Mather,  of  Windsor  (Conn.),  was 
settled  at  Saybrook  (Conn.).  He  was  a  very 
peculiar  man  yet  one  of  much  ability,  and  one  who 
had  considerable  notice  taken  of  him  by  the  State 
in  which  he  lived,  as  history  well  attests.  On  his 
gravestone  at  Saybrook  is  inscribed  the  following 
singular  epitaph : — 

A  general  scholar,  an  eminent  Christian,  a 

very  great  sufferer. 
But  now  in  glory  a  triumpher. 
He  many  weeks  felt  death's  attacks, 
But  fervent  prayers  kept  him  back. 
I-lis  f.dth  and  paitience  was  to  try 
And  learn  us  how  to  live  and  die. 
Having  the  wings  of  faith  and  love, 
And  feathers  of  a  holy  dove. 
He  bids  the  world  adiew. 
And  wisely  up  to  he  iven  he  flew. 
Disturb  not  then  his  precious  dust 
With  censors  that  are  most  uuiust. 
Azariah    J'ather   was   a   tutor  for   the  College  in 
Saybrook.     As  a  linguist  he  greatly  excelled,   and 
was  also  an  able  divine.     A  sermon  was  preached 
by  him  in  Latin  on  ' '  Being  Baptized  for  the  dead. ' 
Three   of  his  sermons  were   published — "  Woe  to 
Sleepy  Sinners,"  "  An  Election  Sermon,"  and  "A 
Sabbath  Day's  Rest."     He  died  February  11,  1736. 
EliaJcim  Mather,  of  Windsor,    who   lived  during 
the   Revolution,   declared  the   taking  of  his  clock 
weights  (to  be  made  into  bullets)  an  illegal  act    Ho 
took  an  oath  that   his   clock   should  stand  without 
weights  until  the  authority  which  took  them  away 
should  return  them.     Tlirou^h  all  tiio  long  tiiirty 
years  of  the  old  man's  iifter-lifo,  tho  old  cluck   was 
to    him    an    unmoved   witness  of    his    persevering 
ol)servanco  of  his  oath,  and    wlicn,    at  tho  ago  of 
eighty-four,  ho  looked  for  tlio  last  time  upon  tho 
face  of  Ills  clock  it  ntill  gave  no  sound.

No  lihrary  in  oxiHlonoo  In  Haid  to  liiivo  con. 
tuinod  HO  uxleuHivn  and  varied  a  iMiUoclion  of  Ihu 
writings  of  thu  MullturM,  ax  tliiit  of  tliu  into  Ooorgo 
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Brinley,  of  Hartford,  Connecticut,  the  sale  of 
which  took  place  in  New  York  during  the  week 
commencing  Monday,  March  10th  last.  The  value 
of  the  books  may  be  inferred  from  the  prices  of 
some  of  them  which  I  will  state.  A  short  poem, 
dedicated  to  the  memory  ot  the  Rev.  and  Excel- 
lent A.  Uriah  Oakes,  believed  to  be  the  tirst  of 
Cotton  Mather's  385  published  works,  and  the  only 
one  known,  brought  300 dols.  Another  short  poem  by 
him  called  "An  Elegy,"  making  a  book  of  only 
twenty  small  pages,  sold  for  205  dols.  It  is 
marked  in  the  catalogue  "superlatively  rare,"  and 
Mr.  Brinley  believed  it  to  be  the  only  coDy  in  any 
library.  Of  the  400  lots  sold  on  Wednesday,  270 
were  Mather  books.  ' '  Magnalia  Christi  Ameri- 
cana," by  Cotton  Mather,  D.D.,  a  large  paper 
copy,  published  in  London,  1702,  sold  for  110  dols. 
"Memorable  Providences,"  a  work  on  witchcraft, 
published  in  Edinburgh,  1689,  one  of  the  rarest  and 
most  important  pamphlets,  was  bought  for  the 
Library  of  Congress  for  160  dols.  "  Late  Memor- 
able Providences  "  (London,  1691),  brought  52  dols. 
"Decenum  Luctuosum,"  or  "Remarkable  Occur- 
rences "  (Boston,  1699),  "  a  beauty  in  binding  and 
condition,"  brought  105  dols.  "Brief  History  of 
War  with  Indians,"  which  started  at  1(X)  dols., 
sold  for  260  dols.,  and  was  bought  for  the  New 
York  collection.  Cotton  Mather's  "Wonders  of 
the  Invisible  World,"  an  account  of  the  tr  als  of 
several  witches  then  lately  executed  in  New  Eng- 
land, sold  f<.r  100  dols.  Another  copy  of  the  same 
iu  k'^  peitect  condition  sold  for  40  dols.  Yale 
College  became  the  fortunate  possessor  of  a  series 
of  seventeen  tracts  in  one  volume,  which  belonged 
to  the  library  of  Increase  Mather,  President  of 
Harvard  College.  The  volume  sold  for  155  dols.

The  original  deeds  of  which  the  following  are 
abstracts  are  in  my  possession.

Hawes  while  in  Lyme,  1832,  by  Dr.  Samuel  Mather 
of  that  place,  who  had  received  it  from  others  of 
the  name,  claiming  for  it  a  great  age,  and  tracing 
it  as  above  stated  to  the  days  of  Dr.  Cotton  Mather, 
The  rebinding  of  these  volumes  in  1 859  took  from 
their  surface  the  aspect  of  antiquity,  which  is  at 
once  apparent  when  they  are  opened.  On  one  of 
the  fly  leaves  is  this  inscription — '  Hannah  Mather, 
her  book,  given  her  by  her  honored  Father,  the 
Rev,  Mr.  Azariah  Mather— 1737.'  This  Rev. 
Azariah  Mather  was  pastor  in  Saybrook  from  1710 
to  1732."  He  was  great  grandson  of  the  Rev. 
Richard  Mather  of  Lowton.— (See  Note  No.  116.)

[No.  i^.]-SUNDAY  SCHOOLS  IN  LANCA- 
SHIRE. 

Among  the  extracts  from  Richard  Mather's  diary 
printed  in  these  columns  (See  No.  25)  was  a  short 
statement  respecting  the  Sunday  Schools,  estab- 
lished in  1785  in  Hindley,  by  IMr.  Ralph  Peters, 
of  Piatt  Bridge,  and  the  special  school  sermons 
preached  in  Hindley  Chapel  the  following  year. 
Wheeler's  Manchester  Chronicle  or  Weekly  Adver- 
tiser, dated  October  7th,  1786,  has  the  following 
notice,  which  agrees  with  and  explains  the  old 
diary  : — "At  Piatt  Bridge,  on  Sunday,  October  15, 
1786 :  We  hear  that  at  the  request  of  Ralph 
Petters,  Esq.,  of  Piatt  Bridge,  a  sermon  will  be 
preached  at  Hindley  Chapel,  near  Wigan,  for  the 
benetit  of  the  Sunday  Schools  established  in  that 
neighbourhood  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Bennett.  A 
select  number  of  boys  and  girls,  educated  in  the 
Sunday  Schools  belonging  to  the  district  of  St. 
Mary's,  Manchester,  will  attend  to  sing  such 
psalms  and  hymns  as  are  suitaljle  on  the  occasion  ; 
and  some  striking  parts  of  the  Messiah  and  other 
oratorios  will  be  interspersed  through  the  service 
by  several  of  the  best  vocal  performers  of  Hindley." 
Further,  it  is  recorded  that  "  Sunday  last  a  sermon 
was  preached  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Ains  worth,  at  Birch 
Chapel,  for  the  benefit  of  the  Sunday  Schools, 
when  the  collection  amounted  to  upwards  of  £16.'' 
According  to  Mr.  Richard  Mather's  statement  (see 
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previous  Dote)  the  amount  collected  at  Hindley 
Chapel  was  £22  73.  6d.,  and  the  singers  were 
brought  from  Manchester  in  a  coach.  An  entry 
relating  to  forms  for  the  Sunday  scholars  occurs  in 
the  Hindley  vestry  accounts  for  the  years  787-88. —

iNo.  225.]— CONNECTION    OF    LORD    NELSON'S 
FAMILY  WITH  LANCASHIRE. 

I  am  endeavouring  to  establish  the  correctness 
and  to  trace  out  the  steps  of  the  traditional  descent 
of  Lord  Nelson  from  the  Nelsons,  ak  Nelstons,  of 
Mawdsley,  in  Lancashire,  This  is  a  subject  in 
which  many  of  your  readers  will  probably  feel  aa 
interest,  and  they  may  some  of  them  be  able  and 
willing  to  aid  me  with  information.  The  probable 
descent,  of  which  I  am  seeking  additional  evidence* 
is  as  follows : — 

Richard  Nelson,  als  Ntlslon,  of  Mawdsley,  co. 
Lane,  80  called  in  a  deed  dated  1508,  was  father  of 

Nelson,  als   Nekton,   of  Mawdsley  ;  and  also 

probably  by  a  second  wife,  sup  osed  to  have  been 
a  member  of  the  family  of  the  Oliftous,  of  Caring- 
Ion,  in  Shropshire,  of 

Thomas  Nelnon,  als  Ndston,  who  was  of  Fair- 
hurat,  in  Wrightington,  co.  Lane,  in  1547-3, 
between  which  date  and  1594  or  1595,  when  ho 
died,  he  was  a  party  in  numerous  suits  in  the 
Diitchy  of  Lancaster,  respecting  property  in 
Wrightington,  Mawdsley,  Parbold,  Latlioin,  llisp- 
ham,  Aughton,  Newton,  Duckor,  and   Lancaster. 

He  was  by  his  first  wife,  Cecilio,  daughter  and 
heiress  of  Kalpli  Maxey,  father  of  Iticlntrd  and 
T/ionuiH,  who  KUCceHHJvoIy  Huoccedod  him  at  Kuif 
hurst;  of  C'ccrlir^  wife  of  Michael  Doughty,  o 
Thornclio,  and  now  roproHuiitetl  by  tlio  Karl  i>f 
Derby  ;  and,  anit  iHHiippoHcd,  of  Edmund,  wlio  wua 
of   Lan(;ii«t<ir,  and   WiliKtin.

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«0D  of  the  last-named  Thomas  Nelson,  and  to 
have  derived  the  crest — "atalbot's  head  erased" 
— borne  by  the  Nelsons  of  Wendling,  from 
his  mother's  family  (it  is  assigned  in  heraldic 
works  to  the  Maxeys  of  Baling,  in  Essex,  and 
Shottley,  in  Suffolk,  and  does  not  seem  to  have 
been  used  by  any  other  family  of  Nelson),  was  of 
St.  Andrews-in-the-Wardrobe,  and  afterwards  of 
Holloway,  in  London. 

By  his  first  wife  Judith  Clinton,  to  whom  he  was 
married  in  1577,  he  was  father — besides  his  first 
son,  Michael,  a  daughter,  Katherine,  wife  of  Rafe 
or  William  Burton,  of  Holloway,  and  other 
children — of 

Thomas  Nelson,  of  St.  Catherine's-by-the-Tower, 
in  London,  his  second  son,  who  was  born  about 
1580,  and  is  supposed  to  have  removed,  after  160S, 
into  Norfolk  and  to  have  become  Alderman  and 
Mayor  of  Lynn  Regis,  and  held  property  at  Scarn- 
ing,  in  that  county. 

He  was  the  father  of  Ann,  baptised  at  White- 
chapel  in  1602;  Michael,  baptised  at  St.  Katherine'a 
in  1604  ;  and,  as  is  supposed,  of 

Edmund  Nelson,  who  settled  at  Wendling,  near 
East  Dereham,  in  Norfolk.  This  member  of  the 
family  was,  by  his  first  wife,  Joane,  father  of  his 
first  son  and  heir,  Edmund  Nelson,  of  Wendling, 
and  afterwards  of  Scarning,  in  Norfolk,  baptised  at 
Wendling  in  1629,  and  now  represented  by  Mr. 
John  Nelson,  of  Manchester,  first  son  and  heir  of 
the  late  Matthew  Nelson,  of  Holme-next-the-Sea, 
Norfolk  ;  and,  by  his  second  wife,  Alice,  of  William 
Nelson,  his  second  son,  baptised  at  Wendling  in 
1654,  who  was  afterwards  of  Little  Dunham,  in 
Norfolk,  and,  as  is  well-known,  great  grandfather 
of  the  celebrated  Admiral  Lord  Nelson. 

Most  of  the  steps,  which  I  speak  of  as  supposed, 
are  almost  certain.  I  should  be  thankful  for  any 
information  that  would  throw  additional  light  on 
them,  or  on  the  history  of  the  Lancashire  Nelsons 
generally,  and  the  connections  between  them  and 
the  families  of  Lee,  Banastre,  Maxey,  Doughty, 
Atherton,  Clifton,  Stanley,  LordMonteagle,  Mawda- 
ley,  Zouche,  Wishall,  and  Clinton. 
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The  records  of  the  Dufcchyof  Lancaster,  and  the 
wills  of  that  part  of  that  county  in  which 
Mawdsley  is  situated,  would  no  doubt  contain 
materials  for  a  full  pedigree  of  the  Nelsons  of 
Mawdsley,  up  to  the  reign  of  James  I.  Have  any 
of  your  readers  extracts  from  these,  in  which  there 
is  reference  to  the  Nelsons,  or  families  allied  to 
them?  Or  could  they  inform  me  where  those 
records  and  wills  now  are,  and  how  access  may 
be  obtained  to  them  ?

Thurstan  Tyldesley,  of  Tyldesley,  in  the  Parish 
of  Leigh,  and  of  Wardley,  in  Eccles.  The 
Tyldesleys  were  identified  with  the  manor  of 
that  name  at  a  very  early  date,  their  first  re- 
corded ancestor,  Henry  de  Tyldesley,  holding 
the  tenth  part  of  a  Knight's  fee,  apparently  of 
the  Botelers  Lords  of  Warrington,  in  the 
reign  of  Henry  III.

His  sisters  and  co- 
heiresses were  Elizabeth,  wiieoi  Edmund Breres, 
of  Brockhall,  and  Anne,  married  to  Thomas 
Southworth,  of  Samlesbury.  At  the  extinction 
of  the  senior  line  the  Manor  of  Tyldesley 
passed  to  the  younger  branch  then  represented 
by  the  grandson  of  the  before-named  Edioard, 
the  celebrated  Sir  Thomas  Tyldesley,  of  Mor. 
leys  and  Myerscough,  Major-General  in  the 
Koyal  Army  during  the  Civil  War  and 
Governer  of  Lichfield,  who  lost  his  life  in  the 
conflict  at  Wigan  Lane  in  1651.

Thomas  Boteler,  or  as  now  called  Butler, 
of  Bewsey  and  Warrington.

Great  grandson  of  Sir  Jolin  Boteler,  who 
sat  as  M.P.  for  the  County  in  1442.  Succeeded 
his  father  in  the  Bewsey  estate  1550  Knighted

Sir  Thomas,  the  eldest,  was  created 
in  1603  Baron  Gerard  of  Gerards  Bromley — a 
title  extinct  with  the  sixth  Baron  in  1707. 
Batclife,  the  second  son,  was  grandfather  of 
Charles  Gerard,  created  Baron  Gerard  of

appointing  the  master  to  the  Grammar  School  and 
actually  made  an  appointment  in  1744.  The  suit 
listed  twenty-two  years,  ending  in  the  Chancery 
Decree  by  which  the  present  trust  is  legally  con-

The  present  co  heirs 
of  Assheton  of  Middleton,  descended  from  the 
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three  daughter  of  the  second  Baronet,  are  Sir 
Henry  Vavasour,  Lord  Scarsdale  and  Lord 
Ribblesdale.  Arms  of  Assheton  of  Middleton  : 
Argent,  a  mullet  sable, 
Roger  Kirkby,  of  Kirkby  Ireleth  in  Lonsdale. 
M.P.  for  the  borough  of  Lancaster  in 
the  short  Parliament  of  1640.  Disabled 
by  vote  of  the  House  as  a  Royalist 
August  29,  1642.  He  succeeded  to  his 
estate  upon  the  death  of  his  father,  Roger 
Kirkby,  in  1627,  and  died  in  August,  1643.

Richard  Iloghton,  eldest  son  and  heir-apparent  of 
Sir  Oilbert  Iloghton,  second  Baronet  of  Hogh- 
ton  Tower,  who  sat  for  the  county  in  the  pre- 
ceding Parliament.  Succeeded  as  third 
Baronet,  April,  1647.  Returned  again  in  1656. 
Unlike  his  father,  who  was  a  determined 
Royalist,  he  was  a  zealous  supporter  of  Parlia- 
ment, a  firm  adherent  of  the  Presbyterian 
party,  and  after  the  Restoration  the  patron  of 
Nonconformist  ejected  ministers.  Died  Feb. 
3,  1678.

Elected  for 
Preston  in  the  Convention  Parliament  1660, 
but  unseated  on  petition.  Died  Feb.  1693-4. 
The  Eigbys  were  at  this  period  a  numerous 
and  widespread  family  in  the  County.  Their 
common  ancestor  seems  to  have  been  a  John 
Righy,  of  Wigan,  who  flourished  early  in  the 
sixteenth  century.  His  son  Adam  left  two 
sons,  from  the  elder  John  proceeded  the  Rigbys 
of  Middleton,  while  the  younger  Alexander 
was  ancestor  of  those  of  Burgh  in  Duxbury, 
and  of  Layton  in  the  Fylde.

— After  the  dissolution  of  the  last  Parlia- 
ment and  the  abolition   of  the  Protectorate,    the 
Long  Parliament,  which  had  been  forcibly  expelled 
by  Cromwell,  April  20,  1653,  resumed  its  sittings — 
■or  rather  those  members  who  were  in  it  at  the  time 
of  the  expulsion  returned  to  the  House — and   con- 
tinued to  meet  from  May  7  till  Oct.  23,  1659,  when 
they  were  once  more  ejected  by  the   army.     Two 
months  later  on  December  29,  they  were  again  re- 
stored, after  being  first  compelled  by  Gen.  Monk 
to  admit  those  members  formerly — on  December  6, 
1648 — excluded  as  malignants,  by  what  is  known 
as    "Pride's  Purge,"      They    then   sat  for  three 
months    longer,    finally  dissolving  themselves   oa 
March    16,    1660,    having   first  caused  ^v^rits  to  be 
issued  for  the  calling  of  the    "Convention  Parlia- 
ment," which  met  April  25  following,  and  prepared 
the  way  for  the  Restoration.

Ryley  who  was  Rouge  Rose 
from  1630  to  about  1634,  when  he  died,  was  really 
the  father  of  Lancaster  Herald  ;  and  it  is  Lancaster 
who,  as  William  Ryley,  junr.,  in  1633  (for  so  the 
date  should  be),  begs  for  the  oflSce  of  Bluemantle, 
which  he  then  obtained.  And  the  information 
about  the  imprisonment  of  the  elder  Ryley  is  quali- 
fied by  a  reference  to  the  original  MS.  of  Ryley's 
sufferings,  as  follows  : — 

"  1643.  That  hee  [Lancaster]  mayntayned  and 
justified  the  Comission  of  Array,  contrary  to  the 
many  Ordinances  of  Parliament,  and  sent  divers 
Coppies  of  Records  to  Oxford  to  disprove  their  said 
Acts  and  Proceedings,  ffor  which  and  for  many 
other  services  done  to  the  late  king,  hee  was 
accused  att  the  Comittee  of  Examinations  at 
Westmr.  and  comitted  to  the  Custody  of  a  M  es  - 
senger,  and  was  a  prisoner  for  many  weeks. — 1644. 
He  was  likewise  convented  before  William  Len- 
thall  Speaker  of  the  house  of  Comons  and  eight 
dangerous  Articles  exhibited  against  him,  wh.  they 
could  not  prove,  yett  were  all  true. — 1645.  Hee 
made  a  collection  of  all  the  Cornetts  and  CoUours 
both  of  horse  and  foote  used  in  the  Parliaments 
ser^^ee,  together  with  the  names  of  the  owners  and 
their  mottoes  all  wcli  were  painted  in  a  faire  Book 
wch  he  sent  to  the  late  King  to  Oxford  wch  -nas 
discovered  by  one  John  Lucas,  who  came  from 
thence,  whereupon  he  was  highly  prosecuted  ;  and 
if  Lucas  had  not  then  dyed,  hee  had  bin  tryed  for 
his  life  att  a  Councell  of  Warr."
